MONDAY, January 7, 1850. 


Be 1r REMEMBERED, that on the day and year aforesaid, being 
the time and place designated by law for the assemblage of the 
Legislature for the State of Mississippi aforesaid, the Senate was 
called to order by the Hon. Benjamin Kennedy, Senator from the 
county of Carroll. . 

On motion of Mr. Kennedy, D. F. Dozier was appointed Secre- 
tary pro tem., and, on the further motion of Mr. Kennedy, a call of 
the Senate was had; whereupon the following Senators appeared 
in their seats, to wit: >` -

A quorum appearing, on motion of Mr. Kennedy, Mr. Cantion, 
thé honorable Senator from the counties of Chickasaw and Octib- 
beha, was called to the chair. 

'The Chair announced that the members elect to fill the vacan: 
cies which had occurred since the last adjournment, were invited to 
present their credentials and take the oath prescribed by the con- ` 
stitution. 

Whereupon the following gentlemen presented themselves, and 
took the oath prescribed by the constitution, to wit :

TUESDAY, January, 8, 1850. 


The Senate met pursuant to adjournment, and the journal of 
yesterday was read. ` 

The following message was received from the House of Repre- 
sentatives, through their clerk, Mr. Russell :

tatives, to inform the Senate, that they have met, formed a quorum, 
elected the Hon. John J. McRea, Speaker, E. P. Russell, Clerk, 
Bolivar Yancey, Door-keeper, and are now ready to proceed to 
business,

Neither candidate having received a majority of all the votes 
cast, the two Houses proceeded to a third ballot.

Mr. Collins received 41 votes; Mr. Cook received 35 votes; 
Mr. Herbert received 22 votes; Mr. J. C. Smith received 5 votes ; 
Mr. Ball received 5 votes; Mr. Stovall received 3 votes; Mr, 
Leach received 2 votes; Mr. Farrish received 1 vote. 

Neither candidate having received a majority of all the votes 
-cast, the two Houses proceeded to a fourth ballot. 

The names of Messrs. J. C. Smith, Stovall, and Leach having 
been withdrawn. .

Mr. Cook received 51 votes; Mr. Herbert received 14 votes; Mr.

Mr. Cook then presented himself, took the oath of office, and 

- entered upon the discharge of its duties. 

The two Houses having accomplished the business for which 
they had convened the Senate retired. 

On motion of Mr. Bell, the message from the Govenor was 
called from the table, and ordered to be read, which is as follows:

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 " MESSAGE OF THE GOVERNOR. 
Fellow Citizens of the Senate ` 
and of the House of Representatives: 

Permit me, upon your- assemblage, in obedience to thé require- 
ments of the constitution, to’ express, in the form of-legislation, 
the will of your constituents, to offer you iny hearty congratulations. 
Since your last meeting, with the exception of cholera, which has 
merely touched the western margin of our State, an unüsual degree 
vf health has been enjoyed. No great calamity has fallen on our 
people. The records of our courts, and .the diminished number of 
felons in our prisons, indicate a high and improving state of morality ; 
and although less propitious, seasons than usual, and low prices for 
our staple, have diminished the pecuniary rewards of our industry, 
yet no extensive embarrassment -exists. Our citizens are mos:ly 
free from debt; our storehouses abound with plenty ; and, under 
the benign influence of our institutions, and the guidance of a 
beneficent Providence, our march is onwgrd and upward towards 
prosperity and happiness. Our acknowledgments are due to Him 
who has showered His blessings upon us in such rich profusion. 

The reports of the Auditor and Treasurer show a prosperous 
and improving condition of our finances. The Auditor’s Report, 
for 1848, shows that the assessments of that year (inclusive of 
$674 10, of insolvencies of the former year collected,) amounted 
to $502,800 85. This includes damages on delinquent tax payers 
‘and on defaulting tax collectors, amounting to $1,611 80, and 
$100,050 assessed against the United States Bank of Pennsyl- 
vania, or their trustees, the Commercial and Railroad Bank of -_ 
Vicksburg, and the Bank of Vicksburg—little of which has been 
collected, on account of judicial questions arising upon the assess- 
ments. , i 

From this assessment there had been collected and paid into the 
treasury, up to the 1st day of January, 1849, $343,082 39. Afer 
deducting from the whole assessment the credits aliowed for insol- 
vencies, commissions for collecting, taxes on lands sold to the State, 
erroneous assessments, execution of deeds for the lands, and $21,. 
965 15 of taxes, the collection of which was enjoined, there re- 
mained $102,332 68 of said assessment uncollected, chiefly from 
the banks above mentioned. ` 

During 1848 there were also collected, from the taxes due for 
former years, $23,384 39; making the whole sum collected from 
the ordinary sources of revenue $366,466 78. There were also 
collected, on account of the Two per cent. Fund, Literary Fund, 
Town Lot Fund, Seminary.Fund, Chickasaw School Fund, Sink. - 
ing Fund, and Internal Improvement Fund, the sum of $34,620 21; 
which, added to the collections made of the general revenue, show

It will be seen from the report of the State Commissioner, here- ` 
with transmitted, that there yet remains of the Sinking Fund, to be 
collected, including interest, the sunr of $705,845 96. Of the 
Seminary Fund there are available judgments to the amount of 
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“$11,000, and two thousand acres of land, valued at $16,000; 
making, in all, uncollected, which is available, about $27,000.  ' 

The balaüce to be collected on the Town Lot Fund consists of 

-good judgments, which will be collected in a few months, amounting 

to about $9,000, and an unpaid balance on several lots, on which 
` bills are pending to enforce the State's lien, amounting to about - 
$8,000 more. 22 

The amount collected and paid into the treasury by the Commis-

I recommend the passage of a law authorizing the commissioner 
to sell the residue of the-lands belonging to the Seminary Fund, 
under the direction or sanction ofthe Governor and Attorney Gen- 
eral, as in cases already provided in regard to the Sinking Fund.

;presented, it will be seen that, under the act of the last session pro- 
viding for the sale of the five hundred thousand acres of land donated 
fo the State by the general government, there have been sold 
4,900 23-100 acres ; 2,070 03-100 acres of which were sold to pre- 
emptors, at $2 50 per acre, and the residue, 2,830 20-100 acres, 
to others, at $6 00 per acre—amounting, in the aggregate, to the 
.sum of $22,156 28. Ofthis sum there were received, in specie, 
$2,764 48; in bonds of the State, sold for the purpose of taking 
stock in the Planters’ Bank, $12,886 60; and in coupons, for in- 
. terest on said bonds, $6,505 00. 
The very short crops of our great staple, for the two last years ; 
the extremely low price of the same; the unprecedented overflow 
‘ofthe Mississippi river, and the prevalence of the cholera, with the 
inducements to emigration presented by our immense territories. 
westward, have all conspired to limit the amount of sales of these 
lands. It will be seen that, of the proceeds of the sales made at 
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$6 00 per acre, thera were only $7 770, paid-in specie. This fact’ 
indicates that, ‘but for. the’ provision authorizing-the reception of” 
bonds and coupons in payment, little, if any, of these Jands‘yrould 

have been sold. These were ata discount-of about thikty per 

cent.; causing the lands which sold at $6 00 per acre ta cost the 

purchasers only about $4 20 per acre. - Agsuming that these lands 

sold as readily at $6 00 per acre, payable in bonds, às.they would 

have sold at $4 20 in specie, the State is. gainer by the reception 

, of bonds $1 80 per acre. There are 495.099 77-100 acres yet to 

‘be sold; and if; upon the minimum price of the government, we 

estimate a gain in the same ratio, by.selling for bonds, the gain to 

the Internal Improvement Fund will be $185,663 41. But by a. 
careful and judicious policy in the sales, I think it probable these- 
lands will sell at an average cash value of $2 00 per acre. A 

gain of 30 per cent., by taking bonds at this price, would amount 

to $297,059 56. Thus our Internal Improvement Fund would be: 

increased near $300,000, which would be a clear profit over a 

cash sale of the lands; because precisely the same amount of our 

bonds would be paid by the operation, and the check to accruing 

interest on the same, at six per cent. per annum, would be a further 

gain of about $18,000 per annum. A further advantage, arising 

from this policy is, that the sum thus saved to the State will be ex- 

pended among ourselves, in constructing roads, clearing out our 

rivers, constructing levees, &c.; which, by the increasing facilities 

afforded to traveling and commerce, the diminished expense of 
transporting our produce to market, and the consequent improve- 

ment in the value of our property, will probably double or treble 

the amount. 

I am aware that it is still insisted,by some, that the reception of | 
the bonds, in payment for the lands, is a diversion of the fund from 
the purposes of the grant. After the most respectful attention to 
all I have heard urged in support óf this position, I have not been 
able to perceive how, taking into our possession these bonds, and 
placing them to the debit of the State, as cash due the Internal 
Improvement Fund, is a diversion of the fund in its. application. . It 
is not in the reception, but in the application of the fund, that a 
diversion, contrary to the purposes of the'grant, may be made. Were 
the proceeds of the land received in eash, they would be placed to 
the debit of the State as cash; and we might refuse to pay this out 
in constructing works of internal improvement, or we might apply 
it to something else, precisely as it is supposed we might do if we 
receive and charge the bonds as cash. If the amount received, 
whether in bonds or cash, be applied to anything else than internal 
improvement, it will be a diversion of the fund; but if that amount 
be.expended in cash, as required by the donor, then there will 
be no diversion. Suppose we have one million of specie received 
for revenue, and we also receive one million in specie for the lands ; 
if, in the expenditure, we should happen to use the million received 

2s 
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for revenue, instead of that received for the lands, in constructing 
works of internal improvement, and the million received for the 


‘lands in our ordinary expenditures, would this be a diversion of the © 


- fund from the purposes of the grant? So, if the bonds are cash to 
-u8, or its equivalent, which they certainly are, if we owe them, can 
-it be a diversion, when we pay out the same amiount.in cash, in 
sconformity with the trust reposed in us by Congress? The federal 
.government, our own State, and, it is believed, every State in the 
-Union, and every civilized nation on the globe, have acted upon 
he same principle, in all periods of their existence, The cases 
-are too numerous and well known to require recital; and yet the 
wisdom of ages has never discovered that such a policy was in bad 
faith, or a diversion of the funds, until it has been discovered in 
Mississippi. 
It has been insisted that the wisest policy would be to reduce 
-the price of the lands, at once, to $1 25 per acre. It is urged that 
such a policy would insure a speedy sale, and that the increased 
revenue, arising from the lands and the population that would settle 
upon them, would more than equal the amount that will be realized 
by selling them at a higher rate. This may all be true; but this 
- policy is hable to a serious objection. Thesg lands are committed 
to us in trust—the donor retaining an interest in the application of 
the proceeds. As trustees, it is our duty so to manage the trust 
~as to promote, to the greatest possible extent, the interest of the 
grantor. The taxes to: be collected would not belong to the 
Internal Improvement Fund, but to the general revenue, to be dis- 
bursed in the ordinary expenditures of the government. The 
amount thus lost to the Internal Improvement Fund, by low sales, 
although reimbursed by taxes, being placed to the credit of the gen- 
. .eral revenue, would be equivalent to a diversion of that sum from 
-the Internal Improvement Fund, and clearly a violation of the trust 
.reposed in us. Ifthese lands were absolutely our own, so that we 
-could consult our own interest exclusively in the disposition of them, 
- then the policy of selling them at low prices, so as to insure a 
. speedy settlement and cultivation of them, would meet with my 
cordial approval. I believe, however, that not only the interests of 
the State, but of the United States, will be best promoted by a 
, graduation of the price of these lands; and I recommend such 
gradual reduction, from time to time, as in your wisdom may be 
. proper, with a due regard to all the interests involved, giving pre- 
-emption rights to actual settlers at the graduated price. 

Owing to conflicting claims of pre-emptors, a large portion ot 
the locations heretofore made have been rejected, producing a 
deficit of about 20,000 acres. I have appointed commissioners to 
locate other lands to make up this deficit, who are now performing 
the duty assigned them; and, from information received, itis hoped 
the work will soon be accomplished. 

Of the Chickasaw School Lands, only 984 88-100 acres have 
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been disposed of by a lease of ninety-nine years, a provided for by 
the act of the last session of the legislature. : The procedds of the 
lease amount to $4,513 304. Three ofthe tracts are leased, under 
a special provision for that purpose, at $2 50 per aéré ; and four 
other tracts—the residue disposed of—at $6 00 per acre. - Had the 
Yaw authorized the léase of these lands, and the sale of the State's 
lands by smaller subdivisions than quarter sections, a much larger 
quantity might have been disposed of; and-I recommend ‘such 
amendment of the law as, at least, to permit fractional sections to 
be offered separately. 

xtensive depredations have been, and still are, committing on 
the valuable timber of the State's and Chickasaw School Lands. 
Y have endeavored to suppress these lawless acts, by despatching 
agents to the scene of depredations, but their efforts have been 
attended with but little success, The destruction of the timber is 
still going on, and the agents have been set at defiance. In some 
instances they have been notified that their safety depended upon 
speedily leaving the place. The law, as it now eiists, is found 
wholly insufficient to protect the interests of the State in that 
quarter; and I recommend that the Executive be authorized to 
appoint one or more agents of the State, to remain on the grodíád, 
and that severe penalties be annexed to convictions for the com- 
mission of these offences. jT 

If the policy of continuing to receive bonds and coupons, in pay- 
ment for the lands granted to the State for purposes of internal 
improvement, should meet your approbation, a considerable portion 
of the surplus revenue now in the treasury, iu anticipation of the 
proceeds of these lands, may, I think, be safely applied to works of 
that character, as contemplated in the donation. "The clearing of 
our rivers from snags, logs, and hanging timber, and the construc. 
tion of a levee on the Mississippi river for the reclamation and pro- 
tection ofthe lands of the State, and of our citizens, I think, demand 
the speedy and earnest attention of the legislature. The most 
equitable scheme, in my judgment, for effecting the latter improve- 
ment, is a tax upon the lands of the river counties, founded on 
assessments of the lands of the State, as well as of those belongi 
to individuals, by which the State and the citizens interested shall 
mutually bear their respective portions of the expense. 

The annual report of the Commissioners of the Southern Rail- 
road has not yet been received. I am advised, however, that the 
road will be completed to Brandon, a distance of fourteen and a 
half miles, in a few weeks. So soon as this report is received it 
will be presented to the legislature. - 

Should you determine to commence a system of internal im. 
provement, it will, I think, be indispensable fo a judicious expendi- 
ture in its prosecution, to authorize the immediate appointment o: 
a Board of Internal Improvement, and a State Engineer, with one 
or more assistants, to make surveys and estimates of such works as 
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may be authorized, preparatory to the application. of the funds. to 
be expended in their construction, and to superintend the same 
during their progress, i : 

The important results and extensive benefits derived from geolo- 
-gical surveys in several States, and the discoveries made in the 
vicinity of this city by a geological society formed a few months 
since, have strongly impressed my mind with the importance of 
a Geological Survey of this State. [n Alabama, a survey has com- 
menced, under the patronage of the University of the State; and, 
although the work is barely commenced, large mines of bituminous 
coal, of excellent quality ; quarries of beautifully variegated marble, 
supposed to be inexhaustible; extensive beds of iron ore, and several 
other valuable minerals, have been discovered. Similar results 
have attended a survey of Tennessee ; and the almost incalculable 
advantages derived from geological surveys of Virginia, Maryland, 
Pennsylvania, and other States, are well known. The geological 
society of this place, notwithstanding its limited knowledge of the 
science of geology, the short period since its formation, and the 
limited investigations which it has made, has, nevertheless dis- 
covered, in the immediate vicinity, vast beds of marl, possessing 
highly fertilizing properties, and also extensive mines of gypsum, 
known as plaster of Paris, of the purest quality. Its value asa 
plaster for buildings, and as a superior fertilizing agent, when ap- 
plied to exhausted soils, is well known. While we have, at great 
expense, been importing this article from the eastern States, we 
had, it is believed, an inexhaustable supply of the same article at 
home. Extensive mines of iron, ochre of the best quality, and an 
earth supposed to be porcelain, have been discovered in the 
northern portions of the State. The importance of developing our 
resources, and of promoting the interests of science, demands, as I 
think, the favorable considerable of the legislature; and the pros- 
perous state of our finances indicate this as a propitious-period for 
commencing a work that promises incalculable advantages-to the 
State. l i: 

The great cause of Education should, as it doubtless will, receive 
due consideration by the legislature. 1 herewith transmit the 
report of the Secretary of State, who is, ex-officio General School 
Commissioner, to which I invite your particular attention.. It.will 
be perceived that the results of the common school system adopted 
by the legislature of 1846, if not a total failure, has fallen far short 
ofthe expectations ofits friends, It is apparent that a more efficient 
system must be adopted, or the permanent interests of education 
must languish. It is generally admitted, in this country, that 
intelligence and virtue form the foundation on which alone: we can 
rely for the. support and perpetuity of our free institutions. Our 
"M ep being the.exercise of the popular: will, to preserve it 

om anarchy and destruction, it must be guided and controlled by 
an enlightened public opinion. In this country, every freeman is 
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politically equal, and, so far as the elective franchise is concerned 
in the administration of the government, equally shares the power 
and responsibilities of controlling the destinies of his country. So 
long, therefore, as the masses are ignorant or vicious, our institu- 
tions are in danger. But while the want of intelligence in the 
masses subjects usto danger, by an unwise exercise of the right of 
suffrage, all experience shows that liberty isequally exposed to peri 
by ambitious and corrupt men, who, by means of their education, 
have obtained an undue influence over the ignorant multitude. It 
follows that a general system of education, ‘émbracing all the 
children of the country, having for its object not only their instruc- 
tion in literature and the sciences, but the inculcation of the prin- 
ciples of a pure morality, are essential to the preservation of our 
rights and liberty. In this view of the subject, every citizen is in- 
terested in the education not only of his own family, but in that of 
all the children ofthe State. The children of the poor, as well as 
the rich, the uneducated, as well as those who have enjoyed the 
lights of science, will soon be the sovereigns of this country, and. 
the arbiters of its destiny. Every citizen, therefore, as he regards 
the welfgre of his country, as he degires the perpetuity of our in- 
valuable institutions, and the ‘elevation of the human race in all 
that is valuable in knowledge and exalted in virtue, should cheer- 
fully submit to such contributions for these laudable objects as.may 
be required by wise and equitable legislation. 1f we intend to 
perform our duty to ourselves, to our country, and to. posterity, we 
must abandon a half-way, temporizing policy; and I recommend, 
as in my judgment the wisest policy, after ascertaining what 
available resources we possess, to supply any deficit that may be 
required to-carry out a general system of common school education, 
by a tax upon the persons and property of all the citizens of the 
tate, 

I have no official report, showing the condition and prospects of 
the State University, but am advised that its success, so far, i4 such 
as to inspire the hope that it will be an object of just pride to our 
citizens, and merit the fostering care of the legislature. 

By the existing law, widows are allowed a dower in the real 
estate of their deceased husbands, and one year’s support from the 
effects of their personal estate. This beneficent provision, in the 
case of insolvent estates, protects the helpless widow and orphans 
from absolute penury; but, ifthe wife die first, upon the death of 
the insolvent husband, the law makes no provision for the orphans 
out of the estate. The creditors may strip them of everything, and 
turn them over to the cold charities of the world. I recommend, 
the passage ofa law reserving a portion of the estates of decedents 
for the support and education of their orphan children. . 

"The Surveyor General's Office, at Jackson, being abolished, by 
an order of the' Department at Washington, I directed tlie books 
and papers of the office to be deposited with the Secretary of State. 
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I recommend the passage of a°law designating some officer to take 
charge of them, whose certificates may be received in evidence in 
suite, where such evidence may be required. i 

I recommend the repeal of that portion of the revenue law which 
authorizes the sale of lands to individuals for the taxes due on them. 
The tendency of this policy, I apprehend, is to unsettle the titles to 
real estate, to produce endless litigation, and to prevent immigra- 
tion to, and settlement in, the State. In lieu thereof, I suggest 
that all lands on which the taxes shall not have been paid by a 
given day in each year, shall be forfeited to the State; and dupli- 
cate lists of the same, containing an accurate description of the 
legal subdivisions of the land, shall be made by the tax collectors, 
one of which shall be deposited in the office of the clerk of probates 
of the respective counties, to be by him recorded, and the other 
furnished the Auditor of Public Accounts, to be in like manner re- 
corded by him. That said lands be redeemable within five years, 
by payment of the taxes for which they were sold, inclusive of 
expenses, and all subsequent accruing taxes to the day of redemp- 
tion, with fifty per cent. damages thereon as a penalty for the 
failure to pay the taxes; and, in the event of the lands not being 
redeemed within the time specified, the title to the same shall then 
vest ahsolutely in the State—to be devoted to the purposes of educa- 
tion, or internal improvement, or such other objects as, in the 
wisdom of the legislature, may be deemed most expedient. 

I herewith transmit the annual reports of the Superintendent and 
Inspectors of the Penitentiary; from which it will be seen that the 
institution has yielded a profit to the State, during the past year, of 
$3,088 23— $3,092 85 of which have been paid into the treasury. 
The nett gain reported for the preceding year was $1,408 84. 
The experiment of manufacturing lindseys and cotton goods, by 
the convicts, has been eminently successful, and beyond the antici- 
pationg of the most sanguine advocates of the measure. The 
engine, however, is toó small to furnish sufficient power to propel 
the machinery as it should be done, and; as no doubt any longer 
exists as to the wisdom of the policy of manufacturing goods in our 
State Prison, I recommend an appropriation sufficient to increase. 
the power of the engine, and enlarge thé establishment. 

The act of the last session appropriating the amount ofthe Sink- 
ing Fund to the debit of the State on the books of the treasury, to 
the payment of the bonds and coupons of the State issued to take 
stock in the Planters’ Bank, has been wholly inoperative, on ac- 
count of its prohibiting the payment of the coupous, unless attached 
to the bonds when presented for payment. The first $500,000 of 
bonds had no coupons attached to them—the payment of interest 
being provided for on the face of the bonds; and.the coupons now 
due, I ani advised, have all been cut from the bonds by the holders.. 

I herewith, transmit the eloquent’ report of the Commissioners 
for the erection of the Lunatic Asylum, ‘to which I invite ‘your 
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special attention ;. and recommend such appropriations for the com— 
pletion of the building as may appear necessary, from the facts and 
suggestions contained in said report. 3 

I herewith submit, for your consideration, resolutions of the- 
legislatures of several States ofthe Union, and also the proceedings- 
afa convention of the citizens of Mississippi, and ofher documents, 
on the subject of slavery: So much has been said and written on: 
this subject that I should submit these documents without further 
remark, were it not that the momentous character of the question, 
involving as it does the peace and stability of the Union, and the 
personal rights and safety ofthe people of the slave States, seems 
to demand of me, as one of the official organs of the people of Mis- 
sissippi, an expression of their opinions on this subject. So long: 
as the attempt to interfere with our domestic institutions was con-- 
fined to a few enthusiasts, we felt but little alarm; but now, when 
a mighty political combination, embracing one-half of the Union, is 
formed, avowedly for the purpose of restraining us in the exercise 
and enjoyment of our constitutional rights; when, regardless of 
constitutional obligations, they show a fixed determinationtotrample 
upon their plighted faith and the guaranties of the compact of 
Union; the direct tendency of which is to degrade us from the: 
condition of equals to that of vassals, and not only to rob us of a. 
participation in the benefits of the common property of all the 
States, but to cripple, and finally destroy, our rights of property in 
the States themselves, it is time to arouse to a sense of our danger, 
and exert all our energies to stop the progress of this conspiracy 
against our peace and safety, which, like a mighty flood, threatens 
to spread ruin and desolation in its course. 

It is difficult to reconcile the conduct of the non-slaveholding 
States, in reference to this question, with the assumption that they 
are guided by a knowledge of the principles on which our govern- 
ment was founded, a regard for their constitutional obligations, or 
by a lofty patriotism. No proposition, to my mind, is more clear, 
than that the Wilmot Proviso. and its kindred measures are with- 
out even the shadow of constitutional authority on the part of Con- 
gress ; and that a more impolitic, unjust, and iniquitous measure was 
never presented for the consideration of any legislative body.. 
Nothing but an unchastened thirst for power, forgetful of moral and 
constitutional obligation—a wild fanaticism, uncontrolled by reason, 
or an utter ignorance of the principles of our government, it ap- 
pears to me, could induce any man, or set of men, to seriously en-- 
tertain measures so monstrous, 

The Federal Government is not a sovereignty, but the commore 
agent of a confederacy of sovereignties ; and the constitutional 
compact between these contains the grants and limitations of its 
authority. > The correctnéss of this position will not be denied. 
It follows that Congress can exercise no powers but such as are 
expressly granted in the constitution, or such as are essential, as ìn- 
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cidents, to the carrying into effect expressed grants. Does the con- 
stitution anywhere grant to Congress the power to interfere with, 
or destroy the private rights to property, in.slaves, or in anything 
else which a citizen of the United States may lawfully possess ? 
The exercise of such a power is not only without authority, but it 
isforeign to, and opposed to the purposes for which the Federal 
Government was created. It was not formed to destroy the rights 
of the people, as recognized by the municipal laws of their respec. 
tive States, but its province is to attend to the general interests of 
all the States, and “to provide for the common defence, and the gen- 
eral welfare of the United States." Dothe words “common de- 
fence," mean the protection of our lives, only, and not'of our pro- 
perty also? Will it be contended, that while Congress is bound to 
protect the citizen, it is at liberty to destroy his property, or his 
right to hold and enjoy it? Does not the obligation to “provide for 
the common defence," extend tothe property of our citizens, as 
well asto their persons ? The answer to these questions must be in 
the affirmative. Congress, therefore, has powér, and is bound to 
protect, but has no power to destroy property, or the rights to pro- 
perty. The obligation to protect is wholly irreconcilable with the 
exercise of a power to destroy our property. 

But to what extent does this obligation to defend, or protect the 
rights of the United States, or the people thereof, reach? Doubt- 
less, to all cases beyond the jurisdiction of.the municipal power or 
authority of the respective States, and wherever our citizens, or 
their property, may rightfully go. They may rightfully go with 
their property on the high seas, for this is the common right of the 
people of all nations, and they may rightfully go to the territories 
of the United States, for the territories are the common property of 
all the States. The possession of one legal right, cannot destroy 
another legal right. ‘The citizens of the North and South are equal 
in rights, so far as thóse rights appertain to the co-estate of the Uni- 
ted States ; and as Congress has no right to interfere’ with, or con- 
trol the rights existing under the municipal laws of any State, if a 
citizen of the non-slaveholding States can settle in the territories, 
with the legal property which he possessed under the laws of his 
State, then, a citizen of the slave States may settle there.also with 
the legal property which-he possesses under the laws of his State. 
Af he cannot, then, the possession of one legal right, under the 
laws of a slave State, destroys another legal right secured by the 
laws of the United States, and, therefore, the people of the United 
States are not equal in rights—a position which, I apprehend, 
few will have the boldness to maintain. : 

That Congress has no right to interfere with the rights of proper- 
ty in slaves, may, I think, be shown by another consideration. Sla- 
"very existed prior to, and independent of the constitution. . It was 
mot created by the constitution, nor is it dependent upon it for its 
continuance. It would legally survive the destruction of both the 
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constitution and the Union. It was a vested right before the exis- 
tence of the constitution, and by a universally acknowledged prin- ` 
ciple of law, no.subsequent act of legislation. can destroy a pre-ex- 
isting, vested right. A sovereign State would not be permitted by 
its judiciary to commit such an outrage. If the sovereign States 
of this Union, cannot destroy by legislation, a pre-existing right, 
how can their mere agent do that which its creator cannot do? 

Recent developments, however, have convinced my mind, that 
the passage of the Wilmot Proviso is not seriously intended. A 
show of such intention may be continued for a time, to intimidate 
slaveholders from removing to the territories, until another measure, 
effecting the same object, can be consummated. I allude to the 
late movements in California, in holding a convention, and framing 
a constitution, embracing the Wilmot Proviso in its provisions 
From a careful attention to this movement, from its inception to its 
consummation, I am convinced that it is a scheme to avoid the re- 
sponsibility of openly meeting tbe question, by the direct passage of 
the Wilmot Proviso by Congress. In my judgment, this schemeis 
more abhorrent to the South than an open and direct adoption-of 
the Proviso, for to fraud and injustice, it adds'the crimes of hypoc- 
risy and deceit. It was doubtless believed that the slave States 
stood committed to the proposition, that “the people of a territory 
in the formation of a constitution and State government, have the 
right, under the general principles of the constitution, to determine 
their own domestic policy," and it was supposed, that if the people 
of California should hold a convention and adopt a constitution, 
even if it should contain the Wilmot Proviso, the South would be 
estoped from an objection to its reception into the Union, by the 
above admission. Should they complain, it could be replied, “you 
have admitted the right of California ‘to determine its own domes- 
tic policy,' and therefore, you must submit to the exercise, on their 
part, of an admitted right." Accordingly, the first step taken in 
the prosecution .of this scheme, was the Proclamation of. General 
Riley, declaring Mexican law, for the time being, the law of the 
land, and assuming the station of civil governor to execcte those 
laws—laws prohibiting the introduction of African slavery, disfran- 
chising one half of the Union, and rightful owners of the territory, 
of the right to settle there with their property; and continuing 
peon slavery —laws establishing the Catholic religion, and prohib- 
iting all other forms of. worship—laws, iù many respects, wholly 
antagonistic in their character to the laws and constitution of the, 
United States, who are its rightful sovereigns! 

The next step of this executor of Mexican law, was to issue a 
proclamation for an election to hold a convention for the purpose or . 
framing a constitution for a State government, tory to ad- 
missjon into the Union. A pretended election was held, where a 
few citizens of the United States, resident-in California, and à 
mixed multitude, composed of transient adventurers, Mexicans, 
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Chilians, Europeans, Sandwich Islanders, Chinese, &c., &c., with- 
out regard to naturalization, fixed residence, or any other legal 
qualification, were permitted to vote; and lest some of the dele. 
gates elected, should fail to attend the convention, General Riley 
authorized the appointment of supernumerary members to fill the 
places of absent members—a procedure wholly unknown to law, 
or the practice, it is believed, of any civilized people on the-face 
of the earth! The convention is held, and the scheme is consum- 
mated by a constitution with the Wilmot Proviso as one of its pro- 
visions ; and, to crown the whole, now, the Executive of the Uni- 
ted States deprecates the "agitation of seclional questions," allu- 
ding, us all know, to the Wilmot Proviso, and earnestly recom- 


mends this anomalous constitution-—this cffspring of a ridiculous - 


farce, to “THE FAVORABLE CONSIDERATION OF Conerxss!” But 
it seems a fundamental part of the proposition to which it was sup- 
- posed we stood committed, in the great anxiety to consumate this 
scheme, was entirely overlooked: The proposition admits the 
right of the people of a territory in framing a constitution, “under 
the general principles of the constitution; to determine their own do- 
mestic policy.” . 

The sovereignty of the country had, by the late treaty with Mex- 
ico, passed from Mexico to the United States; and no people, wheth- 
er in California or elsewhere, without first obtaining permission 
from Congress, had the right to assume sovereignty over the terri- 
tory. But the people of California have not only, without the con. 
sent of Congress, assumed sovereignty over the territory of which 
they had possession, but over a vast country, wholly uninhabited, 
except by a few scattered savages, thereby attempting to fbrever 
prevent the rightful sovereigns, or at least, the slave States, from 
ever occupying the country purchased by their blood and treasure ! 
Was this according to the “general principles of the constitution” ? 
Was it according to the general principles of the constitution, for 
General Riley—a military officer only, to assume the office of civil 
governor of California—an office not created by Congress, and 
which the President has no power to create, and under Mexican 
law, order a convention, the object of which, was to deprive the Uni- 
ted States of their sovereignty, and to disfranchisé one half of those 
States from the enjoyment of a constitutional right? Was it ac- 
cording to the general principles of the constitution to. hold an elec- 
tion without legal officers to conduct it and make returns, where 
persons of all nations, whether citizens or not, naturalized or not, 
should vote .away, not only our sovereignty, but the inestimable 
rights of American citizens? And was it according to the general 
principles of the constitution for delegates thus elected, composed, 
as the proceedings of the convention show, of persons not natüral- 
ized by the laws of the United States, to dictate a government to 
citizens of the United States, and one, robbing eight millions of 
those citizens of the right of entering upon, ard enjoying their own 
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property ?: And yet, this is*the outrage that is earnestly recommen- 
ded to the favorable consideration of Congress!!! Are you, Task, 
and through you, I ask my fellow-citizens, are you prepared to sub- 
mit to such an outrage ? I know you are not, and that you are rê- 
solved to resist it by every means in your power, and to the last 
extremity. ' 

At the formation of the confederation, about three-fourths of the 
territory of the Union belonged to the present slave States. In 
the spirit of conciliation,-and for the sake of peace, we consented 
to a deprivation of our rights, first by the ordinance of 1787, in re- 
ference to the northwestern Territory, and secondly, by submission 
to the Missouri Compromise. Here, we supposed, that th e spirit 
of aggression would stop, and that we might rest quietly, south or 
the line agreed on by that compromise. But in this, we are disap- 
pointed. ‘This fell spirit now demands our exclusion from every 
foot of territory belonging to the Union. It is a universally admit- 
ted principle, that when one ofthe parties vo a compact, without 
the consent of the other, disregards, and violates that compact, the 
other céases to be bound to the performance of the obligations into 
which he entered in its formation. The non-slaveholding States 
have refüsed to abide by the terms of the Missouri Compromise, 
and the slave States are therefore absolved from the observance of 
the stipulations into which they entered, and should, at once, fà 
back on their original constitutional rights, by which they held an 
equal right with all the citizens of the United States, to remove to, 
and settle with their property in any of the territories of the United 
States. We have learned by bitter experience, the consequences. 
of compromising our rights. Instead of peace, it only invites 
renewed aggression, Not only are we denied a settlement in the 
present free States with our property, (a right we have never re- 
fused to our Northern brethren, who wish to settle among us,) but 
we cannot travel through their territories without danger of being 
robbed of our slave property. These are the results of our conces- 
sions ; and since their infidelity to their engagements has released 
us from even any honorable obligation to abide by these compro- 
mises, I maintain that duty to ourselves, requires that we never 
again consent te any restriction to the extension of our southern 
institutions, from any portion of the territories of the Union. 

Unless we come to. this determination and maintain it with un- 
yielding firmness, [ am convinced .that the days of this glorious 
Union are numbered. The spirit of fanaticism and aggression will 
never be stayed by compromises ; but it will continue its work of 
destruction, until the sacred ties which have heretofore bound us 
togéther in one great and glorious brotherhood, shall be rent as- 
sunder—our present peaceful land shall be-drenched in blood, and 
the. glorious temple of human liberty, reared by our Fathers, and 


consecrated, by their blood, shall tumble into ruins, exposed to the 


jeers and taunts of the minions’ of despotism. 
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In the event of the adoption of the Wilmot Proviso by Congress 
or the admission of California into the Ünion by virtue of her late 
pretended constitution, the abolition of slavery in the District of 
Columbia, or the prohibition of the commerce in slaves between 
the States, I recommend that the Governor be authorized to order 
an election of delegates from all the counties in the State, to a con- 
vention, to take into consideration the mode and measures of re- 
dress, and to adopt such measures for our future security as the cri- 
sis may demand. 

During the past year a company of men, about three hundred in 
number, assembled on our gulf coast, at a place called Round 
Island, within the jurisdiction of the State of Mississippi. What 
led to their assemblage, orthe object of that assemblage, was not 
known; but it was suspected by the naval officers of the United 
States then commanding in the gulf that they meditated an expedi- 
tion against Cuba, or against some power with which the United 
States were at peace. Although these men were unarmed, and 
displayed no military organization, yet Lieutenant Totten and 
Commander Randolph, acting, as they alledged, under instructions 
from the government at Washington, issued each a proclamation, 
in which opprobrious epithets were applied to these men, and in 
which they were notified that they would not be allowed to leave 
the island, except to disperse, and that, until such dispersion, all 
sypplies should be cut off. Several vessels on our coast, belonging 
to our citizens, were ordered, under peril of being fired upon, not 
to leave their position ; and our coast was strictly blockaded, for 
several weeks, to the great injury and annoyance of our citizens. 
Now, whether these men on Round Island were or were not the 
just objects ofthe suspicions of those naval officers, I know not, nor 
is it material to the subject before us to know. The constitution 
of Mississippi provides that ** No person shall be accused, arrested 
or detained, except in cases ascertained by law, and according to 
the form which the same has prescribed; and no person shall be 
punished, except in virtue of a law established and promulgated 
prior to the offence, and legally applied.” “Nor can he be de- 
prived of his life, liberty or property, but by due course ot law.” It 
also provides that “ the military shall, in all cases, and at all times, 
be in strict subordination to the civil power." The same pro- 
visions exist, substantially, in the federal constitution. All these. 
provisions were most flagrantly violated by these naval officers, 
by the arrest, detention and deprivation of the liberty of our citizens, 
within the civil jurisdiction of Mississippi, without oath or affirmatiori 
of any person, and without due course of law. Our coast was 
kept, for weeks, in a state of blockade, and our citizens deprived of 
the exercise of the rights of freemen, in a time of profound peace, 
by martial làw, and in total disregard of tho civil authorities of the 
State. If these lawless acts are to become a precedent to govern 
us in füture, whenever a citizen may be so unfortunate as to fall 
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under the suspicion of a military officer, in defiance of his right to 
the protection thrown around him by the civil laws of his country, 
he may be arrested, deprived of his liberty, and injured in his 
property, by the mandate ofa military officer. Esteeming this.an . 
outrage upon our rights, and an insult to the sovereignty of Missis- 
sippi, but wishing to avoid any collision with the government of the 
United States, I addressed a respectful note to the Secretary of the 
Navy, (a copy of which is herewith submitted,) enclosing copies of 
the proclamations of Messrs. Totten and Randolph, and requesting 
a copy of the instructions under which they acted. To this com- 
munication I received, in reply, his note, declining, a compliance 
with my request, and giving me no information on the subject. I 
submit these facts to your consideration, that, upon mature delibera- 
tion, you may adopt such measures in relation thereto as may be 
deemed expedient. I however suggest the propriety of instructing 
our Representatives and requesting our Senators in Congress to 
institute an inquiry into this transansaction, by resolution or other- 
wise, as they may deem most proper. l 

The effects of the Militia Law of the last session is the complete 
destruction of our military organization in the State. Officers 
have, in many instances, resigned, and it is found impossible to fill 
vacancies by elections. Under these circumstances I called to- 
gether the Major Generals of the State, for the purpose of devising 
ways and means to effect a military organization. The result of 
this effort is herewith presented, in the accompanying report of 
Major General Duffield, to which I ihvite your particular attention. 

The administration of justice in our Circuit Courts is, in my 
opinion, greatly impeded, and rendered litigious and burdensome, 
by adhering to the common law, or English forms of actions, 
pleadings and practice. ‘The constitution provides “ that all courts 
shall be open; and every person, for an injury in his lands, goods, 
person or reputation, shall have remedy by due course of law, and 
right and justice administered without sale, denial, or delay.” 
This invaluable provision of the constitution is rendered abortive 
by the complex and intricate system of pleadings now pursued in 
the Circuit Courts. By reference to the voluminous and rapidly 
accumulating reports of the decisions of our High Court of Errors 
and Appeals, it will be seen that a large proportion of the litigation 
in that court has ariseg upon technical points of law growing out 
of the deficient forms of actions, and the plealings applicable 
thereto, without any reference to the real merits of the controversy 
between the parties. 

I therefore recommend that the existing forms of actions and 
pleadings in civil suits in the Circuit Courts be abolished, and that 
hereafter all suits shall be institu'ed by petition, and plead to by an 
answer, after the manner of pleadings now in use in the Chancery 
Court. "This will enable the petitioner to state his cause of action 
in a plain and intelligible manner. : 
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I recommend the institution of the blind, located in this city, to 
the favorable consideration of the legislature. The appropriation 
heretofore made is found insufficient to sustain the establishment ; 
and, as it is known that we have many unfortunate beings in our 
State who are blind, deprived of the means of instruction so admi- 
rably adapted to their condition by this institution, the cause of 
humanity, suffering under this deplorable visitation, demands that a 
further appropriation, under the influence of an énlarged and en. 
lightened benevolence, should be made to build up and sustain this 
institution. ; 

So far as my extreme feeble health would permit, 1 have thus, 
with much deference to your superior wisdom, submitted to your 
consideration most of the matters of interest, in reference to the 
object of your assemblage, that have presented themselves to my 
mind; and, being now about to retire from public life, I beg ledve 
to tender to you, and, through you, to our common constituents, ny 
grateful thanks for the many evidences of their kindness and pars- 
tiality towards me—humbly beseeching an all-wise and gracious 
Creator to direct your counsels by wisdom, and to take the interests 
of our beloved State into His high and holy keeping.

‘Of the disbursements above detailed, $19,950, part of 'the dis- 
bursements on account of the Seminary Fund, $81,187 50, on 
account of the Two per cent. Fund, and $12,000, on account cf 
the Code of Mississippi, are not ordinary heads of expenditure ; nor 
is the sum of $1,200, received on account of the Two per cent. 
Fund, an ordinary head of receipts. Deducting these sums from 
the receipts and expenditures, respectively, we have the true excess 
of receipts over expenditures, in the year 1848, $168,307 31. 

During the year 1848 a receipt warrant for $11,023 51 was 
issued, on account of the town Lot Fund, in favor of the Attorney 
General, payable in certain notes of the late Mississippi Union 
Bank, received by him of D. Shelton, Esquire, pursuant to a judg- 
ment of the circuit court of Hinds county, which yet remains in the 
hands of that gentleman, in consequence of a doubt in the mind of 
the treasurer as to his authority to receive said notes. It was 
issued by me at the request ofthe Attorney General, and to comply 
with the intent of “An act for the relief of David Shelton,” ap- 
proved February 4, 1841. The excess in amount over that men- 
tioned in the act is the interest accrued. This amount, therefore, 
will not appear in the Treasury Report. A receipt warrant in 
favor of Thomas H. Marble, late a tax colleetorof Jefferson county, 
for $930, on account of tlie "State tax of said county, payable in 
the notes of the Mississippi Railroad Company, was paid into the 
treasury in said notes on the 19th June, 1848; but, having been 
issued on the 28th June, 1843, it does not appear in the foregoing 
account of receipts. i

Fronf this it' would appear that the State had sustained a loss 
upon the sum of $814,493 28, assessed meayg-of two fiscal years, 
equal to $111,682 42, but there is reason to believe that the 
amounts of $71,002 64, suspended on injunctions in behalf of thé 
banks, and 815,995 95, allowed on account of State deeds for 
lands struck off to the State at tax sales, and'for taxes on the same 
afterwards, in the two years, will be ultimately realized on these 
assessments. The realization ofthe amount absorbed in the allow- 
ances for State deeds would be materially hastened by a reduction 
of the damages imposed by law on the redemption of the Jands so 
sold. Even if not redeemed, the lands are worth much mdre than 
their cost; as, under the existing Jaw, a tax collector’s deed is 
prima facie evidence of good title, impeachable'only for fraud or 
neglect in the officer. Care.has been taken to see that the deéds 
executed in 1848 and 1849 should conform to the law. 

On a review of the settlements of the collectors, during the years 
1848 and 1849, it will be perceived that they have been unusually 
prompt and full. I have not felt authorized by law to allow any. 
delay, or to omit charging damages in any case of delinquency. 


Of the principal revenue of the year 1847, due Ist May, 1848, `- 


only six hundred and forty-six dollars and forty-three cents remains 
due and unsettled. This amount was stolen from the collector of 
Newton county, under circumstances which have induced me, with 
the assent of his excellency the Governor, to withhold a suit for 
the amount until the collector can present his petition for relief to 
your body. Though it may not be expedient to relieve him from 
the debt, it is yet a fair case for tne clemency of the legislature, in 
extending him time, and remitting the damages, upon satisfactory 
guaranties of payment. ‘The other small balances due on that 
year consist of thirty per cent. damages charged agninst collectors 
who did'not pay exactly at the time required by law, but discharged 
the whole principal in a short time after. One of them has con- 
fessed a judgment for the amount so due from him. Having made 
full payment, within a short time after it was due, they design pe- 
_ titioning your body for a remission of the damages; and, in order 
to enable them to do so, I have been authorized by his excellency 
the Governor to withhold a further prosecution of them until the 
pleasure of the legislature on this subject can be made known. 
The same ‘remarks, with slight exceptions, will apply to the small 
balances due ou the tax ot 1848. i i 


I beg leave again; in this place, to renew the recommendation 


" 
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made to the last legislature, to grant the Auditor of Public Accounts 
the power to omit the charge of. damages against the collectors, 
upon the written opinion of the, Governor and Attorney General 
being. filed, stating that the delay was not wilful or avoidable by 
the collector. No discretion, however, in the premises ought to 
*be allowed.the Auditor. 
An ineffectual effort has been made to realize the taxes due 
‘from the banking incorporations of the State, according to the 
réquisitions of “ An act to enable the tax collectors more efficiently 
to collect the revenue of this State," approved Febiuary 25th, 
1848 ; but, in every instance, except that of the Northern Bank of 
Mississippi, the State has been enjoined, or is otherwise prevented 
from collecting, and suits are now pending, or necessary, to enforce 
collections. , 

Where the charters of the banks have been vacated by judicial 
proceedings on quo warranto, the assessors have been instructed 
that, after that event, there is no longer any tax to be assessed on 
* capital stock,” as such. But, inasmuch as the moneys paid in on 

capital stock have been loaned to individuals by these corporations, 
the assessors, conformably with the advice of thé Attorney Gen- 

eral, have been directed to assess to the trustees, orthe assignees of 
such corporations, all their propeety, real and personal, and the assets 

representing their money loaned at interest," &c. which have come 

to their hands, in virtue of their trusts. These assessments have 

been made, but, in most- instances, have been set aside by the 

boards of police, or the collection enjoined in chancery, on the 
. ‘petitions of the trustees. The right of the boards of police to 
reduce or set aside these assessments being denied, the collectors 
have not been absolutely credited, in their settlements, with the 
amounts so ailowed them by the boards, but they have been entered 
on their accounts as “taxes enjoined,” or * suspended assessments," 
in order that the legal questions involved in the various police 
orders and injunctions in chancery may be fully determined by the 
courts, before a final settlement of their revenue accounts. Pur- 
suant to my directions, in this connection, a heavy assessment was 
returned by the collector of Warren county, in 1848, for arrearages 
due by the late United States Bank of Pennsylvania, or their 
trustees, on large loans made by it, several years sinoe, to the 
Commercial and Railroad Bank of Vicksburg. A small portion of 
this loan was assessed in 1841, and an injunction obtained by that 
bank against the collection of the tax, which has been pending 
since, until last January term of the High Court of Errors and 
Appeals, when, by its decree, the right of the State to the tax was 
affirmed. Another injunction, on some new ground, has been 
since obtained by the agent of the trustees. The assessment made 
embraces the arrearages on their loan to that bank.  Itis believed 
that the State will ultimately recover the whole of this tax, inelud- 
ing the damages imposed by law for failure to pay the same when

The remedy for the collection of the taxes on capital stock, pro- 
vided by the above reċited act, may not extend to the taxes as- 
sessed ‘on their loans. A provision to enforce the collection of 
these assessments in the: same manner is necessary, in the event of 
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their being sustained by the courts, ‘to which the trustees and as- 
signees have resorted in opposition to the claims of the State. A 
remedy is also needful, to prevent these officers from settling and 
discharging these claims, to the prejudice of the State, until the 
injunctions obtained by them, are decided. - I anr informed that 
many notes, &c., advertised by the collectors for sale, for the ar- 
rears of taxes due, have been so settled by the trustees with the 
debtors, while the injunctions are yet pending and undecided. 

The trustees of the two banks at Natchez, hereinbefore mentioned 
have been enjoined, on bills filed by the late Attorney General, 

from further distribution: of their assetts, until the claims of the 
State against them, can be heard and adjudicated. ‘The same pro- 
cedure ought to be directed against all the trustees of the forfeited 
banks ; and the officers of such as are not forfeited, but are con- 
testing the demands of the State for taxes. A vigorous prosecu- 
tion ofthese claims, with the aid of the necessary legal enactments 
to enforce collections, will result; it is believed, in the ultimate col- 
lection of the greater portion of the arrearages stated. Fora 
clear and satisfactory statement of the grounds of controversy be- 
tween the State and the several banks referred to, I beg leave to 
refer your body to a communication on this subject, herewith trans- 
mitted, marked, Document H., from the late Attorney General. 

It is proper alse, to observe that some provision is necessary to 
secure the service of competent counsel in such of these causes, as 
originate in the District:Chancery Court; neither the Attorney 
General nor District Attornies, are required by. law, to attend these 
courts, 

Itis my duty also to state, as well in relation to the taxes due on 
the loans of the banks, whose charters have been annulled, as to 
those due from non-residents having loans outstanding, and due, 
withinthis State, that the proyisions of the present law are very 
inadequate to secure a full assessment and collection of them. It 
is often difficult for the assessor to obtain a full disclosure of thé 
loans made in the State by non-residents. They may not choose 
to appoint an agent to render the officer this account, and the loan 
is consequently; not assessed. Neither is any provision to be found 
in our revenue law, by which property of a money lender, situ 
ated in a different county, from that which the loan is-assessed, can 
be made liable to satisfaction of such assessment. At present, an 
assessment can only be certified from one county to another, in case: 
of a removal of the person assessed from a county, after the.assess- 
ment. is made. The property of a non-resident, in the case sup- 
posed, could not be reached at all under the present law. 

Directions have been given to the assessors fo assess the sales of 
slaves as merchandize, (since the act of 1846, restoring that trade, ) . 
by persons travelling with them from pointto point, offering them 
for sale; as * merchandize, sold by transient vendors.” Iti is con- 
tended by some, that a citizen, who is a trader, is not subject to 
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the tax oti “transient vendors,” though he may carry hiz- merchan- 
dize from place to place: - Various other expedients have been also 
resorted to, to avoid the difference of the rate of taxationon-slaves 
as such, ‘arid when sold by-trünsient- traders -as merchandize.— 
Large numbers are sold, and the séilers-are ‘not .assessed with the 
sales. -The assessments were directed after a consultation .with 
the-Attorney General. A fuit was instituted by a vendor, in the 
Cireuit Court of Itawamba, against ‘the collector, for an amount 
he had paid on one of these assessments, and judgment was ren- 
dered for the amount against him last spring.” In consequence of 
this judgment, the assessment on which the judgment was founded, 
together with another, paid to the assesor, and yet in his hands, but 
chatged to the collector, amounting in all, to $254 19, is yet stand. 
ing against the collector on my books. He has taken the cause to 
the-High Court, in which I have requested the Attorney General 
to appear for the plaintiff in error, ‘as on its decision, depends the 
right of the State to the tax in question. No suit, of course, has 
yet been brought against the collector for it, as I thought it expedi- 
ent to await the decision of the High Court in the case made. 

The “Act to provide for the sale, of lands purchased by the State 
at tax sales,” approved March 4, 1848, required me to furnish the 
Sheriff of each county in the State, a list of ali larids and town lots 
remaining unredeemed, of those sold to the State for taxes, to be 
sold by the Sheriffs, and accounted for, as other moneys received 
for taxes. The deeds remaining in this office, were examined-by 
me separately, and compared with the entries on the file books ofthe 
office of those redeemed, and lists of such as so appeared ünredeem- 
ed, were forwarded conformably tothe law, duplicates of which 
were retained on a record book, made for the purpese. Many of 
the lists were not forwarded in time for the advertisement required by 
the act to be made before the fall terms of the courts, so that some 
of the sales were not made till the spring of the last year.- The ` 
third section of the act secured the owners the right of redemption 
unti] the sale; and as the previous law required the lands redeemed 
to- be erased from the deed executed to the State, on redemption, 
the deeds were also deliveredtothe Sheriffs, except from the two 
counties of Tippah and Winston, which have not been taken away 
by the Sheriffs. The lists have been accounted for with a few ex- 
ceptions, unnecessary to be here enumerated. Commissions at three 
per cent. were allowed the Sheriffs on the amount received by them. 
In a few counties, some tracts offered, were not sold for want of 
bidders, and the lands yet remain subject to redemption in the 
hands of the Sheriffs. These tracts, however, are very few. 

The sale of several large tracts in Washington and Sunflower, 
was enjoined by the Hon. George Poindexter, but the suit is yet. 
: undecided. E

It will be seen that the prices at which they were sold were 
merely nominal, and that very few were redeemed. This result- 
ed from the fact, that the titles of the State, under all the earlier 
sales for taxes, were extremely doubtful; and from the further 
consideration that the act of 1848 restricted the right of redemp- 
tion, and made the sale without reserve. 

The law still continues in force, requiring the. collectors to con- 
vey to the State all delinquent lands, on which no one will bid 
the taxes and costs due. A number of tracts, amounting to about 
three hundred and ninety-six thousand six hundred and eighty-two 
acres, and three hundred and eighty-four town lots, have been 
struck off to the State, in 1848 and 1849, of which a particular 
. aecount is contained in Document I, herewith transmitted, 

There are now on file, about eleven hundred and thirty-eight 
deeds, made to the State in 1848, and twelve hundred and thirty 
made in 1849 ; the former of which must be recorded under the 
present law in 1850, and the latter in 1851, which will cost the 
State near four thousand. dollars. It is respectfully submitted, 
whether this expenditure may not be safely and profitably avoided, 
by an enactment, requiring the Auditor of Public Accounts to fur- 
nish, annually, to the probate cle:ks, lists of such lands sold to the 
State, as have remained two years without redemption, and sub- 
stituting the registry of this list on a file-book of the clerk of pro- 
bate, for the registration of so large a number of deeds. "The 
heavy allowance of two dollars for each deed of the collectors, 
may also be well avoided, by dispensing with the execution of 
any deed by the collector, and requiring that officer annually to 
furnish sworn lists, in duplicate, of such lands as are not sold for 
want of any person bidding the taxes and costs, with a statement 
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of the taxés and costs due, one of which should be recordéd in the 
: cletk’s office, and the other filed in this office. ; These lists, when 
recordéd, may safely be substituted for deeds, as évidence of the 
title of tlie. State." Much the greater portion of the allowances tó 
the: collectors on this account, is for the mere execution and ac- 
knowledgment of the deeds. 

Indeed, 2 great annoyance to tax-payérs would result from an 
act to dispense with sales of lands for taxes due on them altogether, 
and forfeiting all lands directly to the State for non-payment of the ~ 
tax on the first Monday in April, as required’ by law. The right 
of redemption from the State, at a low rate of interest on the taxes 
due, should of course be reserved, and ‘this would ensure their re- 
demption. Infinite: embairassment of titles by tax sales, hereto- 
fore experienced, especially by non-residents, would thus also be 
avoided in future. The redemption should be directly from the 
State through this office ; and the accounts of the Auditor on this 
head should be subjected . to the examination of the Treasurer, or 
some other officer of the State, monthly. . 

In connection with- this subject, it-is proper that I should inform 
the Legislature, that since the last adjournment, I have charged to 
my predecessor the sum of $2,736 50, which appears to have been 
received by him on account of redemption of lands, more than ap- 
pears to have been paid by him to -the Treasury. The debit 
against him is predicated upon his official entries on the file-books, 
and other papers in the office. He declined payment of the amount 
so charged to him, on a claim of certain set-offs for extra services, 
alleged to have been performed by him during his several official 
‘terms, which I had no authority of law to allow as credits to his 
account. A suit is pending in the circuit court of Hinds county on 
this account, together with another in the chancery court, instituted 
by him against the State; in which I am informed by the late 
Attorney. General, the amount due has been secured by Col. Mat- 
thews, in the event of a decree against him. 

As it falls within the duties required of me by law, in this re- 
port, I beg leave to suggest to your honorable body, some difficul- 
ties resulting from imperfections in the present revenue law. 

"There are two distinct provisions as to the return of the assess- 
ment-rolls to this office ; one requires the copy to be deposited in 
this office by the assessor, and the other a copy to be forwarded by 
the clerk of the probate court. The result is, that frequently, both 
copies are sent. But, under the provisions of the law, if neither 
should be sent, it might be not only difficult to fix the responsibility 
for the neglect, but a greater difficulty would be felt in making the 
proper revenue charges to the accounts of the collector. E 

There is no direct authority given the Auditor, to direct a suit 
against an assessor for failing to deliver his returns at the required 
time. "The present law is indefinite, as to the-extent of the power 
given to the.boards of police, in correcting an assessment-roll. 
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The power ought not to extend beyond a givén day, nor its exer- 
cise allowed after the roll has been corrected and sent to this óffice, 
and made the foundation of a charge to the collector. , The asses- 
sor, and such witnesses as he may suggest, ouglit to be summoned: 
to attend at the.court held for settlement of appeals against his 
assessments ; otherwise, the State is not represented before the 
board. The assessment-roll ought to be made final, after. the "time 
assigned for hearing and determining appeals. 

The reason for requiring a valuation and assessment of the 
vacant and untaxable lands in the State, having ceased, there is no 
necessity for this to be repeated in every biennial assessment. "The 
assessors receive no compensation for this labor, and it constitutes 
nearly half the matter of every land-roll. The rolls are returned, 
in many instances, in such large and inconvenient shape, that there 
is no place in which they can be carefully deposited in the office. 
Their preservation seems to be of sufficient importance to autho. 
rize the State to incur the expense of furnishing the assessors the 
books or rolls, of uniform size and form, which are to be returned 
to this office. The cost would not probably exceed five hundred 
dollars. . 

‘It is also suggested, that real property is now sufficiently stable 
in value, in the State, to justify dispensing with assessments of 
land at such short'periods. An assessment of land might well be 
allowed to continue four or six years, with suitable provisions re- 
quiring intermediate returns of all new entries or purchases. 

* There is no necessity for, but rather a confusion resulting from, 
requiring the assessor to set-down on the roll the name of the owner 
or first purchaser of land. At any rate, a mistake as to the true 
owner on the part of the assessor, ought not to be allowed to vitiate 
his assessment. It is hardly to be presumed that they can be 
accurately informed on this point, especially in case of disputes 
regarding the title. 

Immediately after the adjournment of the Legislature, in March, 
1848, the requirements of the second, third, and fourthssections of 
an act, authorizing, “Certain alterations in the offices of- Auditor 
and Treasurer," were complied with, by the erection of the coun- 
ters and desks directed. ‘The drawers in this office were, also, 
painted and numbered as required. 

As far as the intervals of current business have allowed, I have 
endeavored to arrange all the old papers of the office in proper 
drawers, separately, with an index to the same. The first section 
of the act has been complied with, by the introduction of an * Indi- 
vidual Journal and Ledger.” The check it provides against dupli- 
cate allowances of the same claims is nearly complete. But the 
labor needed for these books, is much greater than contemplated 
by the Legislature. The book-keeping of the office has been 
nearly or quite doubled. With the aid of the accounts, as stated 
at this desk, I am enabled to present, in tabular form, in Docu-

ments F and G, herewith transmitted, a statement"of the disburse - 
ments, by warrant on claims: originating in each: several county, 
from the -firat day of May, A. D., 1848, when the books were 
opened, to thé first:day of May, 1849; and from the first day of 
May, 1849, to the 31st December, 1849. By ‘a comparison to 
these tables, compiled with care, the Legislature will discover the 
amounts paid on each several head of public service in the coun- 
ties, and may ascertain. also, from these, in connection with the 
revenue settlements in Documents D and E, the comparative in- 
come: and expenditure on account of each county. : 

Tn tlie course of the past fourteen months, the accounts of clerks 
and returning officers of the Presidential election have amountéd 
to near nineteen hundred in number, ón the' Individual Journal. 
This will occur every fourth year. The accounts of grand jurors 
and bailiffs, during each year, will average, on the books, near two 
thousand entries. There is no necessity for the ‘separate certifi- 
cates of grand jurors-and bailiffs to be entered on the books of this 
office, or for them to remain unpaid until-they can apply separate- 
ly for their dues at the seat of government. “ These parties suffer 
a considerable inconvenience from the delay of payment under the 
present system. It would be much more just and convenient for 
them, if the circuit courts should be required to cause their ac- 
counts, for attendance at each term, to be made up, and an order 
entered on the minutes, for the amount. in favor of the sheriffs or 
clerks, requiring him to pay the jurors and bailiffs immediately on 
receipt of the money by him from the Treasury. Such an ar- 
rangement would materially reduce a large volume of accounts, 
which now encumber the books of the oflice, without any benefit 
to the State; and at the same time enable those who serve as 
jurors and bailiffs, to realize their pay at once, without abatement. 

An account is herewith transmitted, marked Document K, show- 
ing the expenditure of the Auditor's contingent fund, during the 
years 1848 and 1849; in detail, as required by the statute creating 
that fund. . NS e 

I have endeavored, with the aid of the Hon. Jefferson Davis, to 
procure from the United States Treasury, the amount paid out by 
the State, under the act approved March 4, 1848, "for the relief 
of the officers and privates of company I, of the Marshall guards, 
of the first regiment Mississippi rifles," as required by the act. 
Payment of the money, so advanced by the State, has been refused 
by the Government at Washington, for reasons stated in the opin- 
ion of the Treasury officer and Secretary of War, herewith trans- 
mitted, marked Document L. I will observe, that the evidence 
required, as preliminary to the allowance, is not in possession of 
the State. : di 

On the 17th day of July, 1848, I issued my warrant, No. 250, 
for ninety-seven ‘dollars and fifty cents, to Nicholas Messenger, of 
Wilkinson county, upon a certificate in his favor, as a witness in 
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a protracted State trial, running through several years, from thé 
clerk of the circuit court of that county, for that amount. On sub. 
sequent examination, I found that the certificate was issued for an 
excess of thirty-two dollars and fifty cents, the clerk having over- 
looked an enactment in 1826, reducing the compensation to State 
witnesses, "This act is omitted in the chapter on Evidence, in the 
Digest then in use, to which I resorted on examination of the 
claim, but was found in another chapter, on,subsequent exam. 
ination. : e 

The error on my part, arose from the defect in that Digest. It 
was ascertained, alter the warrant had been transferred, and the 
witness, though requested, has failed to refund the excess. I sub- 
mit the case to the Legislature, under the circumstances, and will 
myself refund it, if it be the pleasure of your body. 

In obedience to the act of July, 1843, I submit the following 
estimate of the receipts to be anticipated, and of the expenditures 
required, in the years 1850 and 1851. 

Assuming the assessments for the fiscal year 1850, as equal to

These estimates are liable to be varied by so many contingen- 
cies, that they should be received with greatcaution. In the na- 
nature of the case, they must be uncertain. Considerable receipts 
may accrue from the sources confided to the State Commissioner, 
of which I am, of course, unable to form any estimate. : 

Should my suggestions in relation to the execution and registry 
of deeds for lands struck-off to the State, for taxes, and to the ex. 
tension of the terms, for which assessments of real estate shall 
stand after 1850, meet with the favor of the Legislative body, the 
allowances for State deeds, tax on State lands, and commissions for. 
assessing, will be much reduced, and the nett receipts proportion. 
ably greater. ] 

While engaged in arranging and filing the papers found loose 
in the office, in the summer of 1848, I found an Auditor's pay 
warrant, No. 3,936, payable to William M. Brown, or bearer, for 
thirty dollars, on the Legislative department, dated 15th January, 
1844, which. is genuine, enveloped in a paper, on which is the 
following endorsement, without signature :—'* $30. to the credit of 
W. J. Waller, of Virginia, subject to the order of R. Cook, Esqr., 
Lexington, Miss., to redeem his land." I have not felt authorized 
to deliver this warrant to any person, without some direction from 
the Legislature, though I incline to the opinion that it was received 
by my predecessor, from an agent of Mr. Waller, and was proba- 
bly mislaid by him. 

Regular monthly statements of receipts, at the "Treasury, have 
been received at this office, during tha two years, 1848 and 1849, 
and are on file. They exhibit the receipts according to the charges

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against the Treasury, on my books, except the warrant on account 
of the ‘Town Lot Fund, hereinbefore adverted to. 

My books and accounts are ready for examination, by your com- 
mittee. In advance of such examination, the strict scrutiny with 
which they have been reviewed by myself, warrants me in this 
communication in bearing testimony to the untiring industry, as 
well as the fulness and accuracy with which they have been kept, 
by those whose services I have been so fortunate as to secure at 
both the desks. ji 

If the foregoing report should seem prolix, I trust it may be erx- 
cused, on the ground of my anxiety, to present to the representa- 
tives of the people, full information on all the interests embraced 
in the department of the public service committed to my charge.

Dear Sir :—Your letter of Dec. 19th has been received, and 
contents noted. ` i : 

Elijah Peale, trustee of the Agricultural Bank of Natchez, has 
enjoined the collection of the taxes assessed against that bank, 
upon the: ground that the board of police, of Adams county, has 
remitted the taxes so assessed. It appears that the officers of the 
bank, after the several assessments were made, represented to the 
board of police, that the capital stock of the bank was not at par 
in the stock market, and the board of police, on this account, re- 
mitted the amount of tax now claimed by the State. The char- 
ter of the bank authorized a tax of twenty-five pér cent. on the 
one hundred dollars of capital stock paid in, and the revenue law 
required this to be assessed and collected. There is no law 
authorizing the capital stock of this bank to be taxed at its par 
value in the stock market; and the act of the board of police in 
remitting these taxes was, in my opinion, void. 

William Robertson, trustee of the Commercial Bank of Natchez, 
has enjoined the collection of the taxes assessed against that bank, 
for the same reasons as above stated, and I regard them as equally 
fallacious. 

Person & Marye have enjoined the collection of the taxes as. 
sessed against the Bank of Port Gibson, upon the same grounds as 
those above stated, and they further charge that the assetts of the 
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bank were assigned to them in the year, A: D., 1843, before the 
taxes were levied, and that therefore, the assetts of the late bank 

are not liable for the tax. By statute of this State, the State lien 
for taxes is superior to all other encumbrances. 

The Grand Gulf Bank is-in a situation similar to that of the 
Bank of Port Gibson. 

Freeland and Murdock, assignees of the Colümercial Bank of 
Rodney, set up a similar defence to the collection of the taxes as- 
sessed against that bank. 

In the case of the Commercial Bank of. Vicksburg, the taxes 
have not been remitted by the board of police, but the bill for 
injunction -sets up the same defence; and further, that by the 
charter of the bank, a tax of only twenty-five cents on the one 
hundred dollars paid in, can be levied—that the State has levied 
this amount for her State tax, and the same amount has been levied 
for county tax, which is charged te be unlawful. If this be true, 
it would not defeat the State tax. 

The trustees of the: Commercial Bank of Manchester, deny 
the validity of the assessment, and charges that all lawful taxes 
have been paid. 

The assetts of the Bank of Mississippi were seized, under a 
decree of the chancery court, and placed in the hands of Charles 
A. Lacoste, a receiver for the benefit of creditors, before the taxes 
were assessed, and he refuses to pay the same for want of autho- 
rity, until the chancellor shall so direct. Lacoste resides at 
Natchez, and has assetts of the bank in his hands, to the amount 
of two hundred thousand dollars, or thereabouts. 

‘John Bacon, and others, trustees of the United States Bank of 
Pennsylvania, have enjoined the collection of $29,104, assessed 
against the bank for State and county taxes, on money loaned 
within this State by said bank, to the Commercial and Railroad 
Bank of Vicksburg. They do not deny the loan of the money, but 
insist that the United States Bank of Pennsplvania is not liable to 
a tax on money loaned within the State by the terms of the revenue 
law, authorizing a tax on money loaned. There is no exception 
in favor of that bank, and it is difficult to perceive why the agents 
of that bank should be permitted to loan its capital and take mort- 
gages on valuable property here, without paying the tax which 
our own citizens pay. 

The questions of the pow er of the boards of police, to remit the 
assessments of taxes, against the Natchez banks, are now before 
the high court on appeal from the vice-chancery court at Natchez.

For this amount, expended by him for the transportation of the 
* Marshall Guards ” to the place of rendezvous, called Company I, 
of the First Regiment of Mississippi Rifles, as per act of the Legis- 
lature of said State approved March 4, 1848, entitled ** An act for 
the relief of the officers and privates of Company ‘I,’ of the Mar- 
shall Guards, of the First Regiment of Mississippi Rifles : 

Three hundred and eighty-three dollars, ($383 00)—‘ June 17th, 
1848, received of the Auditor of Public Accounts his warrant, No. 
199, on the State Treasurer, for three hundred and eighty-three 
dollars, which is in full of the provision made by the above recited 
áct, approved March 4, 1848.

À power of attorney, executed by said Capt. J. H. R. "Taylor, to 
J. C. Anderson, of Jackson, to receive and receipt for the above 
amount charged the State, acknowledged before G. Waite, clerk of 
the probate court of Marshall county, is annexed to the above, 
which, with the receipt, is certified to be a correct copy of the 
original, on file in the office of the Auditor of Public Accounts, by - 
George 'T. Swann, said Auditor, under his official seal; and also 
the certificate of Richard Griffiith, State Treasurer, that the war- 
rant, No. 199, had been paid at the treasury of the said State. 

Accompanying the claim is a certified copy of an act of the 
Legislature of said State, approved March 4, 1848, entitled “An 
act for the relief ofthe officers and privates of Company ‘I,’ of the: | 
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Marshall Guards, of the First Regiment of Mississippi Rifles;" the 
first section of which:provides that the sum of $383 be appro- 
priated and paid to Capt Taylor, and his receipt for the same 
shall be filed, as a voucher to said Auditor, showing the amount 
expended by said Capt. Taylor for the transportation of the Mar- 
shall Guards to the place of rendezvous. 

Section two of the act provides that the receipt for the money 
above mentioned shall have the effect of relinquishing to the State 
the claim of said company on the United States for arrearages of 
pay, and directs the Auditor of Public Accounts to receive the 
amount due the said company from the United States. 

With the said act is a power ofattorney from George T. Swann, 
Auditor as aforesaid, to the Hon Jefferson Davis, of the United 
States Senate authorizing him to receive the amount so found due. 

The above account is presented in the form of a copy of the 
original voucher, which is .retained in the office of the Auditor of 
Public Accounts of said State. I think that the original claim and 
voucher should be furnished. 

On the 19th of June last certain claims, of a similar nature with 
the above, was reported upon by me for your decision, under the 
act of the 2d June, 1848 ; upon which, on the 3d of July last, you 
decided as follows, viz: 

* Bills of particulars, containing dates and rates of charge, ought 
£o be furnisbed. , 

* It is not sufficient to show that a gross amount was expended, 
still less that sums were given to individuals to expend, without 
evidence that it was expended.” 

-Iam ofthe opinion that the above claim, under this decision, , 
‘should be suspended from allowance until an account be furnished 
showing the application of the money ; the different points between 
which the transportation was furnished; by whom furnished; the 
number of men charged for, and rate per man; the dates when 
furnished, with receipts for the money paid in each case; as well 
as evidence that the persons for whom the transportation was fur- 
nished were mustered and received into the service of the United 
States, and that the transportation was prior to the said muster. 

This evidence is deemed necessary to guard against the pre- 
sentation of claims by the individuals furnishing the transportation 
charged for above, and to enable you to judge if * the supplies and 
services were necessary and proper for the use of said troops,” as 
required by the act aforesaid. The papers forming the claim are 
herewith transmitted.

“The absence of the originals presents but one difficulty, which 
might be disregarded; there is a greater one. The State of Mis- 
sissippi pays Capt. Taylor for having paid the expenses of trans- 
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porting certain Mississippi volunteers to rendezvous. It is not 
shown who actually performed the service of transporting the vol- 
uüteers, nor that they were ever paid by Capt. Taylor. Ifthe 
persons who actually transported the volunteers should present 
their claims for that service, we should have. no defence whatever 
againstit. In fact, iv might be paid without being identified as the 
claim said to have been paid by Capt. Taylor. s 

The United States are liable, in the first place, to those who 
actually performed the service, and liable to them for a reasonable 
. compensation for the service.  Before'the State of Mississippi can 
be paid, she must show that she-has paid those who held the claim 
' against the United States, and that the claim was a reasonable one. 
As to these points there is no evidence. Itis not shown that Capt. ' 
Taylor ever has paid a cent. i

Monthly exhibits, in the form of tabular statements, of the re- 
ceipts and disbursements at the State Treasury, during the’ past two 
years, may be’ seen on file in the office. 
From the foregoing exhibit, it will be seen that while the fiscal 
Jeceipts at the Treasury, during the year 1848, were very large, the . 
disbursements for the same time were. etraordinary.. This arose 
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in part, from the passage of an act by the last Legislature, authori- 
zing the State Treasurer to pay all our State warrants issued prior 
to thé 1st day of January, 1841, whether the same be funded or un- 
funded: consequently old State liabilities in the form of warrants, 
éame in very rapidly, and were paid on presentation ; and thus the 
greater àniount of the outstanding funded debt wasliquidated. But 
the heaviest disbursement was on account of the. large payments out 
‘of the “Two per cent. fund," made to the Commissioners of the 
Southern Rail Road, in accordance with the’ provisions of “an act 
to extend the Rail Road eastwardly beyond Jackson." 

To some extent, the same remarks will apply to the receipts and 
disbursements during 1849, as may be seen on reference tó the fore- 
going statement, notwithstanding, the receipts are much greater 
and the disbursements much less than they were the preceding year. 

The Auditor reports the total debit against the "Treasury depart. 
ment during the year 1848, to be. ...............$401,086 99 
whereas the foregoing exhibit gives the receipts at.....390,993 48 


and thus making a difference in the two reports of — $10,093 51 
In explanation of this apparent discrepancy between the two re- 
ports, it is necessary to remark, that receipt warrant No. 106, is- 
sued November 29th, 1848, in favor of the then Attorney General for 
$11,023 51, on account of the “town lot fund," payable in Missis- 
sippi Union Bank notes, by virtue of “an act for the relief of David 
Shelton,” approved February 4, 1841, 1 declined recéiving, not 
feeling authorized to take such money, as provided: for in said act ; 
hence that amount does not appear in my report of receipts at the 
Treasury. And receipt warrant No. 90, issued on-the 28th day of 
January, 1843, in favor of Thomas H. Marble, late tax collector of 
Jefferson county, for $930 00, on account of the State tax of said 
county, for the year 1838, payable in notes of the Mississippi Rail 
Road Company, was received into the Treasury June 19th, 1848 ; 
and consequently does not appear among the present Auditor's issue 
of receipt warrants. By adding the former amount to, and deduc- 
ting the latter from my report of receipts during that year, the two 
reports of receipts'into the Treasury will precisely balance. 
The above last named amount of $930 00, in notes of the Mis- 
sissippi Rail Road Company, was unavailable funds, as before refer- 
red tó in this report. This amount with $62,985 00 more, (Post 
notes bearing interest of the same bank received by me of the late 
"Treasurer,) by and with the advice and consent of the late Attorney 
General, was:placed in, the hands of L. V. Dixon, Esq., Commis- 
‘sioner in Chancery 1n the case of the Attorney General in behalf of 
the State againstthe Mississippi Rail Road Company ; upon which 
amount a dividend is expected soon to be awarded. i 
Reports from the Auditor made monthly to the Treasurer, and 
filed in this office, show the disbursements to have been $344,717 18 
for 1848; that is, the total amount of pay warrants issued during 
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that year, Of that amount of issues $339,425 51 was paid at the 
Treasury during -the year, leaving’ á balance of $5,291 67 unre- 
deemed of that year’s issue, on the first of January, 1849. But the 
total disbursements at the Treasury during that year, amounted to 
$398,748 11, being $59,322 60 more than the disbursements on 
account of the issue of pay warrants for 1848. The “Funded. - 
Debt, made payable without the -Auditor's warrant, consumed 
$34,436 554 of that amount; arid $12,090 00 was in the bonds 
and coupons of the Planters’ Bank, sold on account of the. State of 
Mississippi, and made receivable by the > State" Commissioner for 
debts due the “Sinking fund; the residue amounting to $12,796 041 
was disbursed intaking up pay warrants of the issues of previous 
years, -— 
The monthly reports from the Auditor during 1849, show the to- 
tal amount of pay warrants issued that year, to be $270,823 38 ;. 
whereas the total amount redeemed at the Treasury, of these war- 
rants was $265,642 64, leaving $5,180 74 of them still outstanding . 
on the-1st of January, 1850. ‘But it will be seen that the total dis- ` 
bursements of 1849 amounted to $317,428 37, being $51,786 23 ' 
more than was paid on account of pay waraants issued during that 
year. The Planters’ Bank bonds and coupons consumed $42,636 00 
of-that amount; disbursed for pay warrants of previous years $5,- ; 
630 29 ; and the remainder, amounting to $3,519 94, was expen- 
ded towards liquidating the unredeemed “Funded Debt." e 

During the ‘present year, it is supposed the expenditures and dis- 
bursements for the ordinary expenses of State Government and other’ 
purposes, cannot prove as heavy as they were during either of the 
two. preceding years, inasmuch as there is less of “Funded Debt" 
outstanding, and fewer of the Auditor's pay warrants unredeemed. . 

From an examination of the “Disbursement Books," and the 
“Statement Book of Funded Debt,” in the Treasury office—the on- 
ly reliable sources from which evidence can be obtained ofold war- 
rants still unpaid—the total amount ofthe “Funded Debt” unredeem. . 
ed is estimated at $10,163 29, including interest, calculated to the 
28th of February, 1848, when it cedsed to accrue ; and the outstand. 
ing pay warrants, of former years issues, amount to $21,256 35, as 
exhibited by said books, on the 1st day of January, 1850.' 

Most probably the precise amount of the State's liabilities on State 
warrants unredeemed, of both funded and unfunded, cannot be ac- 
curately ascertained. Many are of long standing—running more 
than ten years back ; some may have been taken up and not enter- 
ed upon the books referred to; and it is fair to presume that acon- 
siderable amount has been lost or destroyed, and will never be pre- 
sented at the Treasury for payment. ` 

Specific information, relative to any particular fimd will be cheer- 
fully and promptly furnished whenever called for, so far as the dafa 
in this office will enable. .

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REPORT 


OF THE STATE COMMISSIONER. 


: Jackson, Jan. Ist, 1850. 
To His Excellency J. W. Matthews, 
Governor of the State of Mississippi: 
In obedience to the requisitions of the act appointing a State 
Commissioner, and the several acts amendatory thereto, I have 
the honor to submit the following report: 


SINKING FUND. 


Since the 7th of March, 1848, the day I entered upon the duties 
ot this office, there has been paid into the State Treasury on ac- 
count of the Sinking Fund, thirty-two thousand nine hundred and 
sixty-four dollars in bonds and coupons of the Planters’ Bank. 
There is, also, a further sum of three hundred dollars, in coupons, 
in my hands, which were received by me as per agreement of my 
predecessor, from Mr. Dougherty of Hinds county. A question 
as to amount of interest due from Dougherty to the Sinking Fund 
had arisen, and the matter had been referred to A. Hutchinson, 
Esq., for arbitrament. These coupons had been cut from a bond 
paid into the treasury, and were placed in the hands of a third 
person, subject to the arbitration." Since then, the case has been 
decided in favor of the Fund, and the coupons paid over to me. 
The Treasurer cannot receive them, being prohibited by the act 
of 4th of March, 1848, from receiving any conpon unless it is ac- 
tually cut by himself from the bond. I would respectfully suggest 
that the Legislàture so amend this act as to provide for this and 
similar cases. "There are other coupons which have.been ten- 
dered me, which have been cut from the bond, when the same was 
paid into the treasury, which ought to be received. ‘ 

Suits have been commenced both in the Chancery and Cireuit 
courts for all debts which were believed could bé collected, aad 
from which I am advised a much’ larger amount will be realized - 
than in any former year. 

Soon after my appointment, I visited the counties of Carroll, 
Yalobusha, Tallahatchie, Coahoma, Bolivar and Copiah, to ascer- 
tain the condition and quality of the lands purchased for the Sink- 
ing Fund by my:predecessor, large amounts of which I found had 
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been transferred tọ bona fide purchasers, more than four years. be- 

fore: the- date of the: judgment under which the State aéqüired 

` themi. I have procured, at great trouble and- expense to myself, 

transcripts ofall adverse titles, and from Washington city a tran- 

script showing the name of the original patentee for each tract. 

The result of thése investigations convinced me that the State's title 

thus acquired was, at least, toa large portion of said land, worthless. 

Viewing ‘the matter in this light, I have, with the approbation of 
the Governor and Attorney General, agreed upon the terms of a 

compromise with R. J. Walker, Esq., (from whom most of the- 
lands were obtained,) by which he is to pay to the Sinking Fund: 
the amount originally borrowed, both for himself and as security 

of E. G. Howell, amounting in the whole to fifteen thousand five- 
hundred dollars. This arrangement, it is believed, will meet the 

approbation of the Legislature. Other compromises have been 

effected with parties notoriously insolvent, by which- about three 
thousand five hundred acres of land of fair quality and undisputed 

title has been acquired, worth about ten thousand dollars. 

The whole amount due the Sinking Fund, principal and interest, 
up to the Ist of January, 1850, is seven hundred and five thousand 
eight hundred and forty-five dollars and twenty-six cents. A very 
large proportion is desperate, and can only be arranged by lib- 
eral compromises. 


s SEMINARY FUND. 


The available balance of the Seminary Fund consists in good 
judgments to the amount of about eleven thousand five hundred 
dollars, in progress of collection. About two thousand acres of 
land, say worth about eighteen thousand dollars, and rents now 
due, and which will be paid in a few days, of seven hundred and 
sixty dollars, and rents to fall due, nine hundred and sixty dollars, 
making thirty-one thousand two hundred and twenty dollars ; (this 
is,exclusive of over six thousand dollars enjoined in my hands by 
Geo. Work,) all of which is good, and will be collected as soon as 
the tardy course of the law will permit. Amount paid into the 
treasury on this Fund, three hundred and seventy-one dollars and.

eighty-five cents. 


TOWN LOT FUND. ° 

It is impossible to state with any degree of accuracy, what 
amount is yet due and,outsfanding on account of the Town Lot 
Fund, as bills in Chancery are pending to enforce the lien of the 
State for balances due on certain lots; the amount that will be 
realised is therefore uncertain. I have two judgments, amount- 
ing in the aggregate to about nine thousand dollars, which were 
to have been paid in time to include in this report, but have not ; 
they will be paid during this winter, as the parties are perfectly 
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solvent. I would estimate the probable amount yet due and avail. 
able to this fund, to be about sixteen or seventeen thousand dollars.. 

By reference to the accompanying statement of accounts marked 
“A,” it will be seen that the whole amount collected by. me from 
all sources, is thirty-six thousand five hundred and thirty-four dollars 
and thirty-six cents; whole amount paid into the treasury, is thirty- 
three thousand three hundred and thirty-five dollars and eighty-five 
cents; and amount paid eut for costs, attorneys’ fees, taxes and 
salary, four thousand three hundred forty-six dollars and seventy- 
two cents ; making total and of credits, thirty-seven thousand six 
hundred and eighty-three dollars and eleven cents.

To his Excellency, Joseph W. Matthews, 
Governor of the State of Mississippi : 


Str: With the close of our fiscal year, it again becomes our duty 
to report td you the present state of the prison., We the more 
cheerfully comply with this requisition, inasmuch as we are justified 
in stating, that the institution is in a good and rapidly improving 
condition. Accompanying this, you will receive the reports o£ the 
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Superintendent and Physician, together. with. such documents and. 
- tabular statements prepared. by the Clerk, as are ‘necessary ‘to fur- 
nish you, specifically, the operations of the past year, and to which 
your attention is most réspectfully.invited. These being so full, it 
will only be necessary for us barely totouch apon ostot: the; points 
_ presented. i 
:In relation to the. manufacture of coarse cotton and woollei goolls, 
to profit, by the convicts, we would-say, it no longer remains an ex- 
periment: While-in the minds of many, the introduction of. this 
kind of labor into ‘the prison with -sutcess, was regarded as pro- 
-blématical ; and while the operations of one year left little doubt on 
the minds of your board, of ultimate success, the, past, year has 
most satisfactorily and clear ly proven to all,.that the experiment “has 
eminently succeeded, even beyond our most sanguine anticipations ; 
‘ and we do not now hesitate to recommend and urge the necessary 
“provision to direct the labor of all the’ convicts in the, prison tothis 
L wn except a few, such as are pee to be refained in. the

There i remains no doubt in the minds .of your board, if ‘this curse 
"were adopted, but that the Penitentiary would, in a reasohable 
- time, pay back into the treasury, the full amount of the appropria- 
“tion, and thénéeforward become tributary to the State, i iristead of an 
* expense as heretofore. 

‘Inour lastreport, we alluded to the bill ‘hich passed” both 
branches of the Legislature, unanimously, appropriating one thau- 
sand dollars for the purchase óf machinery, and providing f for the 
-erection of-a house for the ` Superintendent, but which, bý some 

^ means, was overlooked, and failed to receive the signatures of the 
proper officers." We "would beg respectfully to call your attention to 
our remarks in that report, adding siinply; that both Svere "imperi- 

: ously demanded ; and as the bill contemplated. both; it was déemed 
"advisable fo carry out the whole provisions of the law. . 

CO That portion of the main ‘building occupied by the Superintendent 
As à residence, but originally intended-for -a hospital ‘for the sick 
convicts, was required for that, purpose, during thé prevalence of a 
_ disease. of an epidemic charactef, which broke out. among the con- 
victs inthe month of July of last year. 
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It was the opinion of the Physician, that unless provision was 
made for them in, large. and airy rooms, the disease. would not only 
terminate-fatally with a large number of the sick, but that the con- 
tagion would spread throughout the whole prison. | 

Since our last report, the board háve been informed, that i in the 
original plan of the building, it was not designed by the architect, 
and those ‘directing the construction, that this portion of it’should 
be occupied as a residence, and for some time past we have had 
serious doubts as to the propriety of appropriating it to‘this use. 

This formed another urgent reason for the erection of a dwelling 
for the Superintendent, as suitable accommodations within the walls, 
‘could only be had by the Superintendent vacating the rooms 80 oe. 
cupied by him. 

. Again ;. in order to render the previous investments in maeka 
ry profitable, it became absolutely necessary to add. at least the 
. amount appropriated in the bill alluded to. It will be seen, howev- 
er, by reference to the Superintendent’s report, that we have great- 
ly exceeded the amount, in this particular, (because of expediency: 
and necessity) besides erecting a suitable residence for the Supér- 
intendent, out of the means of the Penitentiary, and without. addi- 
tional drafts upon the treasury ; and we feel assured that-thd’ results 
which the purchase of machinery show, and the addition of valua- 
ble arid necessary property to the State, will nieet the hearty, ap- 
proval of your Excellency and the Legislature. ' 

Regarding the suggestion of the Superintendent i in relation to the. 
_ appointment of a salesman, as a very important one, without fur 
ther argument, we respectfully commend it to your attention. We 
will'express the same sentiment in regard to the construction of at 
leastten large cells for the purposes designed, and if thought ne- 
cessary, could add many strong and cogent arguments in favor ‘of 
such an arrangement. Your Excellency is doubtless aware of thé 
experience of other and ólder prisons, on this subject, which expe- 
rience corresponds with ours, and we theréfore leave: the matter, 
thus barely alluding to it. : 

In relation to the re-establishment of the diia of Chaplaiusoe 
«Moral Instructor," jas recommended by the ee we 
` cannot refrain from saying a few words. 

The legitimate object of punishment, is the prevention of crime; 
and surely no means will so well accomplish this end, as tlie moral 
. reformation of the delinquent. Among the inmates of our prison, 
. is found almost every variety of character and degree of criminality, 
from the comparatively innocent youth; detected, perhaps, in“ his 

first transgression of the law, to the depraved wretch ‘who lias 
. grown ‘gray in the ways of wickedness, Amorig these, there are 
doubtless some for whom even the most benevolent cah have but 
little hope 3" yet,-on the other hand, there are many, who have tiot 
advanced so far in the ways of transgression, as to be beyond t the 
reach of moral influence. We think the ‘religious and’ moral ‘in-

struction -of our State. prisoners, is a matter ‘whith: has, perhaps, 


been too much overlooked by the State. "Though these’ unfortunate 


beings. have forfeited their rights as members of ‘society, still, they

felt by every. wise statesman, and every intelligent philanthropist, ` 


Not alone does humanity- require that the stern punishment 


which justice inflicts upon transgressors, should be mingled with 
the mild teachings of moral instruction; the interests of society 
also require it; for, very soon many of these delinquents, having 
suffered their appointed punishment, will be ‘turned loose upon the 
world, perhaps again to prey upon society; for if chastisement 


prove not salutary, it will most assuredly have the contrary effect.- 


We would therefore concur with the Superintendent in recom- 
mending the re-establishment of the Chaplain’s office, and the ap- 
pointment of a suitable person to fill it, whose duty shall be to la- 


bor at all times, by every means in his power, for the moral im- - 
, OY every ud p ? : "im 
provement of the. prisoners. And in connection with this, ‘we : 


would not lose sight of the procurement of a. suitable library for 
the use of the convicts. We think the means proposed would in- 
deed bé productive of happy results. ' ~

The well attested experience of other and older prisons in our 


country, is that the labors of this office, independent of its ‘influ- 
.ence.upon future character, tends greatly to promote subordination 


and obedience to the rules of the prison; and we do esteem it es-. 


pecially the duty of the State to provide for the moral well being 
of those’ who are so directly under her charge: and we doubt not 
that every intelligent statesman will admit the truth and force òf our 
remarks. NE 

We therefore sincerely trust that every means which a well di- 
rected ‘spirit of humanity can devise, may be used to induce our. un- 


fortunate fellow beings, who lave been guilty of a violation of the: 


law, to return to the paths of rectitade and honor.. 


Before closing this subject, your board would unite with the Su- ` 


perintendent. in expressions of gratitude to the clergy of Jackson, 
who have so kindly ministered to the moral and spiritual wants o 
the prisoners. ` EE: 

By reference to the Physicians report, it will bè seen that gen- 


eral good health has prevailed among the prisoners during the' past . 
year.. This is attributable to the faithfulness and skill with which 


he has discharged his duty, by promptly arresting disease in its'in- 
cipiency, and the scrupulous cleanliness observed by'the Superin- 


tendent in-tlie cells and prison grounds. The removal of decayed . 


timbers from the cells on the ground floor, and the substitution of 


brick floors; the periodic whitewashing kept up during the past ` 


, year, together with comfortable clothing and great care in the pro- 
vision of wholesome and substantial food, have all, no doubt, contri- 
buted much to the health of the prison. 
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In conclusion, we cánnot but express our most hearty and entire 
approbation of the course pursued by the- Superintendent during 
his administration, and our unwavering confidence in his qualifica- - 

ons and ability to fill the onerous duties of his office. _

To the Board of Hispectons of the — . 
- Mississippi Penitentiary : 

GENTLEMEN: : The time has again arrived, when it becómes my 
duty to present to you my annual report as Superintendent of the 
State Penitentiary, showing in detail the condition JE this depart- 
ment of the State Government. 

We have great reason to express our unfeigned gratitude to our 
kind Benefactor for the unexampled health we have enjoyed during 
the past year. "Whilst other communities and othér prisons have 
been severely scourged with disease and death, we have enjoyed 
almost uninterrupted health since our last report. 

We have but one déath to, record during the past year,. and that 
was an old man, nearly seventy years of c age, whose. constitution: 
was broken down before he came here as a prisoner. i 

During the past year the prisoners have conducted themselves 
well, generally speaking. They have been obedient and respect- - 
ful to their officers and the rules of the institution. We have had 
but few cases calling for severe punishment, a simple reprimand 
generally being sufficient to correct any neglect of duty, or viola- 
tion of the rules of the prison. 

Whilst this is the general character of the prisoners, yet we 
have a small number, that require à different mode of treatment; 
and in this connection, and for the special benefit of such, I would 
recommend the erection of ten large cells of sufficient size to ad* 
mit of one man to labor in each cell. Any one can ‘readily im- 
agine that among such a large number of criminals, there will be 
some who are turbulent, hard to control and disposed to excite acts 
of rebellion and insubordination ; such characters should never be 
allowed to have intercourse with the other prisoners, or the privi- 
lige of the: yard. Solitary confinement and appropriate punish- 
ment, when necessary to enforce labor, would be the proper dispo- 


s 
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sition to make of such- cases. ` As our code of discipline for the goy- 
ernment of.the prison now stands, it is altogether inadequate to ` 
maintain good order from such prisoners, and a ready obedience by. 
them to the rules and regulations of the prison. - — .- ." ^ > 
+ I would recommend the re-establishment of the Chaplain's office. 
Reformation is one of the prominent objects of Penitentiary punish- 
ment. ` The forlorn condition of the prisoner seéms to invité advice 
and wholesome counsel, Shut out from family and, friends, and all 
the allurements and temptations of the world, and.closely confined 
in prison, it seems to me that the labors of a wise, faithful and godly 
man, would be the most probable way by.which that reformation 
could be effected ; many of them are emphatically “ sick and in pri- 
son, and truly need the consolations which the administrations.of a 
devotedly pious gospel minister affords ; he should ‘be a man who’ 
could and would devote much of his time during the week, and the. 
whole of the Sabbath to their religious instruction. 
There should be à well selected library provided for the use of 
the prison; we have been entirely dependent upon a few benevo-: 
lent individuals and religious societies for all the reading matter 
and religious instruction that has been furnished during my term of 
office’; and we are under ‘many lasting obligations to thé clergy of 
the city of Jackson for the very kind. attention they have given the* 
prison. This, however, does not remove the obligation which rests 
upon the State to make provision for the moral instruction of the 
prisoners. The Penitentiary is a State institution, and upon the 
State the responsibility rests, and by the State, provision should be 
made for their religious instruction. Whilst it is a place of punish- - 
ment, it is nevertheless the duty of a christian’ people to alleviate 
the sufferings and elevate the mental condition of their unfortunate . 
fellow beings. ! 

"The experiment of manufacturing coarse cottori and woollen , 
goods by convict labor, has-been fairly. tested during -the past year, 
and I am fully satisfied that it is the most profitable employment 
that they can be engaged in, as may be seen by reference to the 
tables showing the results of the different branches of business 
carried on in the Penitentiary 

Though we have had to contend with many difficulties in the 
manufacturing department, yet it shows a much larger profit than 
any other business, according to thé number of hands employed. 
The total cash receipts this year have increased $6,120 68 over 
the cash receipts of last year, the most of this increase may be 
attributed to-the cotton and wool manufacturing business., One of , 
the great advantages of this business is, the ready sale we find, - 
and the increasing demand for our linseys, osnaburgs and cotton 
yarns. Į would, therefore, respectfully suggest that a sufficient 
amount of machinery be purchased to give employment to all the 
convicts, together with an engine of sufficient power. The en-' 
gine we now have is too small for our puropses. “Our 
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operations this year have been crampéd and affected ‘at least 
twenty per cent. for the want of an engine of . sufficient 
power. | M EE ae 2 

We have a large:amount.of manufactured articles’ on hand, 
which have been accumulating for years before I took charge of 
the institution, and which are depreciating in value every year. 
I would urge the propriety of selling all such articles at public auc-. . 
tion, and appropriating the proceeds to the purchase of machinery, : 
which can be actively employed and rendered profitable ; but as it 
now stands, those articles are.becoming less valuable every. year. 

I would respectfully, suggest, that an. office of Salesman be cre- 
ated, and an officer appointed, whose duty it shall be to take an ac- - 
count of all raw materials brought into the institution; take an'ac- 
count of all articles manufactured for sale, enter them in an invoice `` 
book, when made and received by him for-sale, and when any of 
such articles shall be sold, he shall issue his receipt warrant to the _ 
Superintendent to recieve the amount of such sale. The Super- 
intendent shall acknowledge the receipt of said amount to the 
salesman, and at the monthly settlements of the Superintendent 
with the Inspectors, the invoice book and the receipt warrants in 
the hands of the Superintendent shall be the data of such settle- 
ments. ` 

I would also respectfully suggest, that two commissioners be ap- 
pointed, whose duty it shall be, associated with thẹ Superintendent, 
to value all the work done by the convicts for the State; estimate 
all the repairs and improyements made for the State ; take an in- 
ventory of all the manufactured articles on hand, and all the stock 
in raw material, and- make a true return upon oath that they'have 
well and truly performed, the duty of their office. ! x: 

My reasons for this are: First, that the proper authorities and 
the public may know precisely the condition of the institution ; and’ 
secondly, to preventany misrepresentation from going abroad un--. 
justly to the prejudice of its officers. Under the present arrange- 
ment, for want of some such definite and authoritative decision, in- 
dependent of the Superintendent, many unfounded reports have 
gained currency. 

For example, it has been brought to my notice that such reports: 
as the following were abroad, viz: ‘That the Superintendent and 
other officers have it in their power to so arrange their reports as to 
show that the Penitentiary was a source of profit to the State, when 
in fact it was a burden, and losing large amounts. Again; that 
the Penitentiary has been in the habit of charging double rates for 
all work done for the State, and adding in the same proportion to 
the value of all manufactured articles and raw material on hand as 
rendered in the inventory. The force of these recommendations 
seem obvious, and founded in justice to the officers of the: institu- 
tion, as well as good policy towards the State.

. hundred aud: ninety.hine 50-100 dollars fron the. treasury; this 
stands as a charge on the-treastirer’s books -against us; while We 
have no'eredit for ‘$2729 99:100 paid for new machinery; four 
thousand dollars worth of brick made for the Lunatic Asylum, and 
four thousand dollars worth. of material and work in a house built 
for the Superintendent, and sundry charges for repairs and improve- 
ments. on the State prison, the property of the State; thus exhibit- 
ing the Penitentiary a charge upon the books of the treasurer to a 
large amount, without the credit: of -a.cent !—-though upon correct 
principles of accounting, the State would be indebted to the Peni-

It will appear by reference to the tables of this report, that a 
large number òf prisoners have been pardoned by, the Goveriior 
during the past year; a very large majority of these pardons have 
been granted only .one or two days before the expiration of their 
sentence; this has been done on account of the good conduct of 
the prisoner for the purpose of re-instating hint to the privileges of 
citizenship, the officers of the institution entertaining strong

The absolute necessity of a good fire engine belonging to the pri- 
son is so evident, that it will certainly command your attention in 
your recommendations to the Governor. : e 
* In reviewing the history of this institution for the last two years, 
during the most of which time the present Board of Inspectors have 
been the advisory body, I am exceedingly gratified that it is.in my 
power to say to you gentlemen, that'the institution is in avhighly 
prospérous condition, and much of that prosperity may be attrib- 
uted to the faithful manner in which you have discharged your 
‘duties as Inspectors. It is known to you that we have had many 
difficulties to- contend with during the past year, and whilst they 
have required the exercise of sound discretion, they hive all been 
disposed of without serious detriment to the institution.

It is but justice to the Superintendent to say, I attribute this im- 
munity from disease, in a great degree, to the attention which he 
has given to the personal cleanliness of thé prisoners ; to the whole- 
some and well prepared food with which they have been supplied, 
and to the zeal and faithfulness with which he has carried out such 
sanatory regulations as I felt it my duty, from time to time, to

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REPORT. 


To His Excellency, Joseph W. Mattthews, 
Governor of the State of Mississippi : 


In obedience to an act of the Legislature, approved 4th March, 
1848, entitled “an act to establish a Lunatic Asylum in the State 
of Mississippi," the undersigned, Commissioners appointed in pur- 
suance of said act, proceeded to the discharge of their duties, by 
the selection and procurement of a suitable place for the erection 
of a Lunatic Asylum, about one and a half miles north of the city 
of Jackson, combining, as they believe, more advantages for the 
purposes intended, than any other spot that could have been select. 
ed within a reasonable distance of the Capitol. The experience 
of the last fifiy years has demonstrated that Hospitals for the in- 
sane, when intended as curative establishments, should be located 
in situations. combining the advantages of health, retirement, as 
far as ispracticable, from the excitements connected with business; 
and with sufficient space for gardens and grounds in which the un- 
fortunate inmates may be as seldom reminded as possible, of the 
restraints necessary to be imposed upon them, and may find that 
healthful exercise and pleasurable recreation which are considered 
necessary in all wellregulated institutions of this character for the 
comfort of the patients, and the restoration of their mental faculties. 
Having examined, with much care, the locations of the principal 
Insane Hospitals in the United States, under the superintendence 
of the most eminent medical men, who have given their whole 
lives to the study and practice of this particular branch of their 
profession, the Commissioners proceeded to dispose of lot No. 6 
north,.in the city of Jackson, which was donated by the Legisla. 
ture for this purpose, and in lieu thereof, purchased one hundred 
and forty acres of land, situated as before described, and admirably 
adapted to the purposes intended, upon which they have proceeded 
to erect the Asylum. The proceeds of lot No. 6, which, after pro- 
per notice, was sold to the highest bidder at public sale, amounted 
to the sum of seven hundred dollars, and the land purchased in lieu 
thereof, amounted to the sum of seventeen hundred and fifty dollars, 
which was paid, and the title properly secured to the State. The 
plans and estimates of the building furnished bythe Architect, as 
well as the progress made in the erection of the same, will be found 
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in the statement herewith appended, marked A, as well as the es: 
timates made by the Architect for the sum that will be necessary 
to complete it, according to its original design. Tothis must be 
added the sum of dollars, for the purchase of furniture, fix- 
tures and ordinary.appliances for the safe keeping and comfortable 
accommodations of its inmates, after which, it is believed, that it 
will not be incumbent on the State to make any further appropria- 
tion for the support and maintenance of the Institution. ‘The va- 
rious descriptions of work, necessary in the erection of the build- 
ing, were let out to the lowest bidder, security being taken in all 
cases for the faithful performance of the contract, which contracts 
are herewith apppended, marked B and C, and are believed to, be 
asreasonable as any that have been made for similar work in this 
part of the State ; and the sums of money drawn trom the Treasury 
under the act before referred to, as well as the manner in which 
they have been appropriated, will be found in statement D, here- 
with annexed. 

The undersigned would here close this report, and leave to the 
enlightened humanity of the Legislature the pleasing duty of ma- 
king the necessary appropriations for the safety and relief of this 
most unfortunate class of their fellow-citizens, whose appeals for 
assistance are made in the eloquence of suffering and silence, but 
for the misrepresentations that have gone abroad, and the false im- 
pressions that have been created upon this subject by the ignorant 
or designing. 

When the attention of the undersigned was first called to this 
subject by their appointment to act as Commissioners, they felt it 
to be their duty to lay the foundation of such a structure as would 
be in some degree commensurate with the necessities of the people 
of the State, and in accordance with the spirit of liberality which 
dictated to the Legislature the necessity of making soine provision 
for the safe keeping and restoration of the insane, within its bor- 
ders. l 

To have completed and furnished a building ready for the recep- 
tion of patients, with the means appropriated by the Legislature, 
-vould have been an utter waste of the tund appropriated; it would 
neither have met the expectations of the people, kave been com- 
patible with the dignity of the State, or at all compared with other 
public improvements dictated by the correct taste, and public spirit 
of the peoples’ representatives. "The insane in the State of Missis- 
sippi, according to the census of 1840, amounted 198, and when it 
is remembered that great delicacy exists upon this subject, and a 
strong disinclination on the part of friends and relatives to report 
a “lovedone” as falling within this class, we may safely estimate that 
atleast one-halfthe number were overlooked. "The proportion of 
the insane in the United States, as compared to the whole population, 
amounts to 1 in 997, which, in a population estimated now to amount 
to at least 450,000, would make at least 450 in the State of Missis- 
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sippi; and when it is remembered that the history of the world has 
proven that insanity exists to a much greater extent, in all countries 
where speculation exists, where fortunes are suddenly acquired, 
and suddenly lost, where commercial enterprise, and a constant 
strain upon the mind in the acquisition of money, tend to impair or 
break asunder the cords that bind up the human intellect, we may 
fairly set down our own State as being entitled to rather more than 
her fair proportion in this mournful ratio. From a memorial re- 
cently presented to the Legislature of the State of Alabama, (by 
one who has taken much pains to obtain correct information upon 
this subject; one who has spent a life time in visiting Prisons, Alms- 
houses and Asylums, and whose memory will be consecrated in the 
hearts of the American people for all time to come, for efforts un- 
paralleled in behalf of this unfortunate class of society,) we learn 
that the insane in that State, amount to 600, and making the pro- 
per allowance for the difference of population, we may safely esti- 
mate the number of the insane in our own State at 500. Many 
of these unfortunate beings have been sent to other States, where 
the enlightened humanity of the Legislators has made provision for 
such sufferers. Many have returned from these Hospitals entirely 
cured, and been thereby restored to their friends and society. Ma- 
ny, (from the crowded state of foreign Hospitals,) have been de- 
nied admission and were forced to return, and having been deprived 
of the restorative treatment which a well conducted Hospital only 
affords until their disease assumed a chronic form, they have been 
doomed to pass the residue of their lives under the dark cloud in 
which disease and misfortune have enveloped them. Some are 
wandering through the country, from the inability of their friends 
to restrain them—endangering the safety of individuals and neigh- 
borhoods—others are subjected to such restraints as family and 
friends impose—some, in the hands of unfeeling strangers, are fa- 
miliar with tlie chain and ring, the stern rebuke, and not unfre- 
quently the lash, while many others are the inmates of Prisons, and 
the associates of Felons, breathing the poisoned odors of the dun- 
geon, and denied the blessings ot any other light than the strug- 
gling rays that wander through iron grates, and this not for crime 
committed, or even meditated, but .for the misfortune of being in- 
sane. 

To provide for this class of unfortunate beings; to bring within 
the reach of curative means all such as might be restored by pro- 
per medical treatment, united to kind and sympathising attentions, 
and to provide a safe and comfortable retreat for the incurables, 
where the residue of their lives might be passed in a way to pre- 
vent them from injuring themselves, or others, and as free from 
personal restraints as would be consistent with a due regard for their 
safety, seemed to be the object of the Legislature, influenced by 
the dictates-of an expansive charity, and in accordance with the 
benevolent enterprise of the age. While, in every free country, 
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Legislative interposition is demanded, taxes imposed, and large 
sums appropriated, in order to enlighten the human mind by the es. 
tablishment of schools, colleges and academies, in which the minds 
of the rising generation are trained to knowledge and virtue, and 
the means of education are placed within the reach of all; which 
it has become the boast of our State,.that by our system of free 
Schools we are training up the infant minds of the country to be- 
come the safe depositories of our free institutions; and while an 
enlightened constituency cheerfully submit to the imposition of taxes 
for this purpose, shall it be said that a large class of our population, 
who, under the heavy hand of affliction, or the reverses of fortune, 
have been deprived of their reason, shall be denied the blessings of 
restoration to society and usefulness, and be doomed to remain ten- 
ants of the dark Prison house of insanity, bereft of that conscious- 
ness which endears man to his existence, and forever cut off from 
the hopes of this world or the world to come; or shall the poor ma- 
niac, deprived of friends to watch over and guard him, wandering 
in destitution and want, find no public sympathy to provide him a 
better home than the county jail, and no bettter treatment than that 
which falls to the lot of felons? Religion, humanity, public spirit 
and State pride alike forbid it. 

It has been, comparatively speaking, but a few years since the 
subject of insanity, and the peculiar treatment necessary for the 
restoration of reason, has engaged the public attention, and receiv- 
ed from the hands of Religion, Philosophy and Scientific Analysis, 
a remedial treatment, commensurate with its necessities. The in- 
sane were everywhere considered as an outcast species, upon whom 
the anger of Deity had set the black mark of reprobation, and 
whose existence was not only deplored, but only tolerated by claims 
to humanity, too urgent to be wholly disregarded. The simple 
and harmless monomaniac with his disordered fancies, who, by pro- 
per medical treatment, united to the soothing appliances of friend- 
ship, might have been speedily restored to the full {exercise of his 
mental faculties, was left to the vagaries of his own bewildered 
imagination until the disease became chronic in its character, and 
the light of reason wholly extinguished; and having, as it was then 
thought, become a fit subject, he was consigned to the rags and 
filth of the Almshouse, committed to the care of some drivelling 
crone, herelf insane, and there, without friends or sympathy, cut off 
- from the world and lost to hope, they were destined to pass the long 
and dreamless night of insanity. If, however, their better condi- 
tion in life admitted of it, they were sent to the mad-house, where 
every species of bodily restraint was imposed upon them, where 
chains and dungeons were considered as the only means of securi- 
ty, andthe whip the only instrument to procure submission; and 
there shut out from the world in gloom, in darkness and in filth, 
were those unfortunate wretches doomed to wear out the remainder 
of their lives, forgotten and uncared for by the world, suffering for 
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the want of medical assistance, and, above all, for the soothing con- 
solations of. friendship. 

France, always first in testing the results of philosophical inves- 
tigation, gave the powers of her mighty intellects to the great work, 
and amidst the fires of her first revolution sent forth the great Pinel 
to demonstrate to the world, that insanity was not an incurable dis- 
ease, and that retirement, kindness, sympathy and an absence from 
exciting causes were the sure assistants to medical treatment in re- 
storing man to the image of his maker. "This great Philosopher, 
armed with the public authority, and attended by one of its most 
distinguished functionaries, visited the mad-house near Paris, and 
at once commenced the work of liberation. The keepers fled in 
alarm, and even Coulton quailed, while Pinel toiled in drawing 
bolts, and knocking off chains, until at the expiration of a few 
hours, he was surrounded by fifty-three furious maniacs, that had 
long been the terror of their keepers, andthe subjects of the most 
rigid and barbarous prison discipline, and in this crowd was found. 
one who had been confined to one staple for forty years, and in the 
time, had destroyed one or more of his keepers. So far from doing 
Pinel an injury, they hailed him as their deliverer, and under the 
influence of his kind treatment, most of them were soon restored 
to health, to reason, and to society. 

England at once took up the subject, and by the union of individ- 
ual enterprise, and parliamentary enactment, magnificent Hospi- 
tals for the treatment of the insane were established in various 
parts of the kingdom. This subject has received increased atten. 
tion at the hands of succeeding parliaments, until at the cost of ma- 
ny millions of pounds sterling, an insane Hospital under the charge 
of accomplished medical superintendents has been established in 
every county; and so much attention has been given to remedial treat- 
ment of the insane under the fostering care of the goverment, that 
it has been satisfactorily established that at least 80 per cent. of all 
the cases of recent occurrence. that are submitted to Hospital treat- 
ment are speedily restored. Under the influence of this curative 
system, some of the most distinguished members of parliament, 
eminent Divines, and literary savans, have been brought back 
from their temporary abberrations, and again become the lights and 
‘ornaments of the age. An eminent medical superintendent of an 
institution of this character in Massachusetts, a few years ago, vis- 
ited most of the insane Hospitals in Europe, and upon his return, 
tesiified to the increasing attention which this subject is engrossing 
on the other side of the Atlantic ; as well as to the good order, 
systematic arrangement, humanity, and freedom from personal re- 
straints, that characterise the management of these institutions. 

Nor have the people of the United States been regardless of the 
claims of 22,000 lunatics, scattered over the whole country, and 
appealing to their sympathies in every form that suffering humanity 
can urge for assistance and relief. Most of the States of the 
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Union have been in advance of us in demonstrating their regard 
for this unfortunate class of their fellow creatures by making some 
provision for their wants. And notwithstanding the provision made . 
in almost every State for the safety and recovery of the insane by 
the erection of Hospitals, these institutions are so crowded with 
applicants for admittance, that so far from being able to accommo- 
date the unfortunates of other States, they have been compelled, in 
many instances,to erect new Hospitals for the accommodation of 
their own citizens. New York, at a cost to the State of more than 
a million and a half of dollars, has erected and supported two, in- 
stitutions capable of accommodating about one thousand patients. 
The city of New York has established a large Hospital for the 
insane poor of the city, at an enormous expense, and sufficient to 
provide for the wants of about six hundred. Besides these, there 
are two large Hospitals established by individual enterprise for the 
exclusive accommodation and treatment of the. insane. And yet 
with these great facilities, New York is not yet provided with the 
means of properly caring for her insane population, and in a few 
years will doubtless build up another State Hospital for tho insane, 
that will rival, if not surpass, her splendid “Bloomingdale Asylum,” 
now the ornament of the city and the pride of the State. 

Massachusetts has established her “McLean Asylum" at the cost 
of $250,000, and her Worcester Hospital for the insane at the 
cost of $155,000, besides private Hospitals of the same character; 
and all of these, under the superintendence of some of the most em- 
inent medical men of the age, are dispensing the blessings annu- 
ally to thousands. 

Pennsylvania, for many years, had two Institutions of this char- 
acter, but finding them insuflicient to accommodate the whole of 
this class of her population, and influenced by the eminent success of 
Doctor Kirkbride in his treatment of the insane and his eloquent ap- 
peals in their behalf, has recently, at the cost of $325,000, establish. 
ed the “Pennsylvania Hospital for the Insane," at the head of which, 
is placed that eminent medical Philanthrophist, a monument alike of 
the Legislative wisdom of the State, as well as of the genius, philan- 
throphy, and medical attainments of its present distinguished super- 
intendent. 

Virginia, as early as 1769, established a Lunatic Asylum at, Wil- 
liamsburg, but finding this insufficient to meet the wants of her pop- 
ulation, has within the last few years, at the cost of $106,000, estab- 
lished another at Staunton, both of which are supported by annual 
appropriations made by the Legislature. 

New Jersey has recently erected a Lunatic Hospital, at the cost of 
$153,000; Kentucky has two, and Tennessee has very recently ap- 
propriated $40,000, with which to commence the erection of a se- 
cond Hospital of this character; while Maryland, Ohio, the Caro- 
linas, Georgia, Louisiana, Indiana. Illinois, Missouri, and almost 
every other State in the Union, have made large and liberal appro. 
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priations, in order to meet the wants of this class of their popula- 
tion, whose claims are now being recognised by every civilised gov- 
ernment on earth. ‘ 

In view of these facts, so grateful to the teclings of the good and 
humane in every part of the world, may we not exclaim in the lan- 
guage of Dr. Bell, one of the most eminent and eloquent medical 
men of the age, that ‘in casting our eye over the great field of be. 
nevolerce in which institutions for the benefit of the insane are en. 
gaged, the project is truly noble and encouraging. In our own land, 
new Institutions are arising, in which liberality, zeal and intelli. 
gence are combined, and emulously striving to surpass those al- 
ready established in the wisdom of their provisions and the amount 
of their facilities; while those which have been long established 
are anxious to make continued progress, and to add totheir means 
the experience of all countries. An enlightened humanity is pro- 
viding proper care for the rejected insane of the lowest rank, in the 
intellectual and social scale ; the personal exertions, and sacrifices 
of philanthrophists of both sexes are felt in new impulses of private 
benevolence, and new enactments of Legislatures. The diminu- 
tion of the deep-rooted, morbid prejudices respecting insanity, and of 
the unsound views of its nature which formerly prevailed, and its 
recognition as a physical malady involved in neither mystery or dis- 
grace, mark this better era. Last, and perhaps not least, among 
the propitious cirenmstances attending the insane in our land, are 
the friendly co-operation and honorable confidence amongst those 
called to the direction of our public Institutions, manifested in their 
free communications with each other.” 

“In other countries, a new and energetic spirit seems to be awa- 
kened, which will not rest until ancient abuses are done away. 
In Great Britain, the aroused attention of the Imperial Parliament 
to this subject; the wise and thorough inspection exercised by the 
great commission of lunacy ; the eflurts to do away with personal 
restraints, and as a necessary concomitant, to elevate the class of 
those entrusted with the immediate care of the insane ; the grow- 
ing—perhaps decisive manifestations of an intelligent public senti- 
ment against committing those bereft of reason into the hands of 
uninspected and interested private individuals, are all worthy of 
being observed as presages of a better day for the insane of that 
country, and furnishing poor communities with means of avoiding 
.the wrongs and difficulties, which appear for ages to have surroun- 
ded that unfortunate class. 

*Whilst so much has been done and is doing for the cause, the 
relief and the protection of the insane, may it not be hoped that the 
still more important subject of the prevention of the disease, may 
awaken more attention than appears yet to have been awarded to 
it? that a more careful and philosophical cultivation of the intellect, 
the moral powers and the affections, may guard the constitutionally 
predisposed, from those ill balanced conditions of mind, and mis., 
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proportions of character, which so often precede positive alienation? 
and that the education of the feelings, the temper, and self-control 
of the young, may be so directed that physical disorder shall not 
so often find the reason recdy for overthrow.” 

Since the above was written, much has been done to test the ef- 
ficacy of remedial treatment, not only in arresting the progress of 
insanity, but in restoring the patient permanently to the possession 
of his faculties, and it has been too clearly demonstrated to admit 
of any doubt whatever, that the treatment received in well regula- 
ted hospitals for the insane, is eminently curative in its caracter, 
and while it secures the individual from injuries inflicted upon him- 
self, it gradually weans him away from his disordered fancies, and 
once morc restores to him the empire of reason. The very worst 
cases of mania, if submitted to hospital treatment at an early stage 
of the disease, almost invariably give way to the remedies used, 
and the patient is sent hack to the bosom of his family, again fitted 
to fill, and perhaps to adorn the station allotted to him in life, 
whereas a delay in seeking the proper remedies, or the excitement 
consequent upon a transportation to the hospital of a distant State, 
invariably aggravate the symptoms of the disease, and most gener- 
ally leave the patient beyond the reach of recovery. 

Impressed with these views, the commissioners believed that an 
asylum for the insane should not only be established under the au- 
thority, and by the patronage of the State, but that in its location 
and erection, it should be adapted to the wants, and just expecta- 
tions of the people of Mississippi. The design of the building 
was adopted after a careful examination into the plans and recent 
improvements introduced into some of the principal hospitals of re- 
cent construction, and when the same shall have been completed 
according to its design, it will not be sufficiently extensive to ac- 
commodate more than one-half of the insane in this State, nor cost 
(as it is believed) one-half as much as any similar State institution 
in the Union. ‘To have erected it upon a more extensive scale, 
would not, in the opinion of the commissioners, have been consis- 
tent with that due regard to economy which they felt it to be their 
duty to keep constantly in view, and to have curtailed it of its fair 
proportions, and to have omitted those appliances so absolutely es- 
sential to the safety and recovery of the afflicted, would neither 
have comported with the dignity of a State institution or have met 
the spirit of humanity, or just expectations of the Legislature that 
made the appropriation. Liberal allowances are made by all chris- 
tian nations for the erection of hospitals where the poor and afflic- 
ted may find proper nourishment and medical assistance, and shall 
it be said in this enlightened age, that five hundred human beings 
afflicted with the worst of all human maladies (the loss of reason) 
shall hold up their hands and implore the Legislature in vain for 
protection and relief? It would be a libel upon the people's repre- 
sentatives to suppose this to be possible.

By an examination of the plan and estimates of' the architect, 
herewith submitted, it will be seen that the sum of thousand 
dollars will yet have to be appropriated by the Legislature in order 
to complete the building according to design, and this might be 
made in two annual appropriations, giving the largest sum for the 
present year, in order to meet the heaviest expenditures which will 
accrue from the purchase of materials essential in the present con- 
dition of the building. By an appropriation of a less sum than 
this, the completion of the building, and the benefits intended to be 
conferred by it, must be procrastinated to some far distant day. To 
deny an appropriation, would be equivalent to an abandonment of 
the enterprise, and result in the loss of the materials already pur- 
chased, and the labor heretofore bestowed upon it; but if this is to 
be the final result, sound policy would dictate that it should be done 
now and further expenses saved to the State. But the commission- 
ers will not permit themselves to believe for a moment, that such a 
state of feeling, or such contracted views could possibly exist in the 
minds of the representatives of the enlightened and highly intelli- 
gent people of Mississippi. Nor do they conceive it to be their du- 
ty to knock at the door of the Legislature and humbly implore re- 
lief for this suffering class of their fellow-citizens, when they re- 
member with pride, that it is the character and temper of the 
times, for legislaturesto seek for cases of suffering humanity, and 
by some general and adequate provision, bring relief to the distres- 
sed. Neither will it be considered necessary to enforce upon an 
assembly of educated, humane and liberal minded men, the neces- 
sity of making provision for those unhappy and destitute beings who, 
by a wise, though inscrutible dispensation of Providence, have been 
made subject to this awful calamity, and whose sufferings and help- 
less condition demand that they shonld receive an unusual share of 
sympathy. Nor need we remind the Legislature in the eloquent 
language of Lord Ashley, that while to.day they are sitting in de- 
liberation as a set of reasoning men, to-morrow they may be as 
helpless as those poor creatures whose cause we are pleading. A 
fever, a sudden reverse, the loss of a dear friend, the loss of tor- 
tune, any one of these may in an instant reduce them to the level ; 
their minds may become a wreck, and they remain a sad but salu- 
tary lesson of the frail tenure by which we hold all that which is 
most dear to us.

To the Commissioners for the State Lunatic Asylum : 

GENTLEMEN: Herewith I hand you a report containing the in- 
formation “requested,” of the situation and progress of the different 
contracts on the Lunatic Asylum, previous to your reporting to the 
Legislature. 

The contract for digging the foundations and cellar was made 
"th November, A. D. 1848, with J. Spengler; was to have been 
completed by the 25th day of December, A. D. 1848, but owing to 
very rainy weather, it was not completed for some time afterwards; 
consequently, the brick contractors, Messrs. Parker, were unable 
to commence the brick work as soon as was intended; butas soon 
thereafter as the weather was favorable, they commenced and pro- 
secuted their contract with vigor, as long as they had brick; and 
have been in readiness to finish their contract by the fime named 
therein, viz: lst December, A. D., 1849 ; but owing to an unu 
sual season for brick making, this last summer, the Penitentiary was 
unable to furnish the brick in time for the bricklayers to complete 
their contract by the time required ih said contract. A part of the 
brick were made, but not burned, in consequence of which, Messrs. 
Parker were compelled to take most of their hands from the build. 
ing, and had to find employment for them at other places until the 
brick were ready. However, there was a portion of brick at the 
brick-yard and at the building, at the time Parkers were absent 
from the work with their hands, but they were not such brick as 
were fit to lay in the foundations of a heavy building, consequently 
I instructed Mi. Parker not to use them, nor any other than well 
burned brick, until the work was clearly above the surface of the 
ground; and in fact there ought to be no salmon brick used 
unless it were in the upper story ; because salmon brick used when 
there is any disposition towards a settlement in any building, will 
split through fifiy feet of plumb wall; and hard brick used with good 
cement, will generally overrule settlements, and each of the com. 
missioners have had this pretty clearly demonstrated to them about 
Jackson. ; 

The brick work has progressed far enovgh to be ready for one 
tier of joists, and I suppose there is about eight hundred thousand 
brick laid, (probably a little more) as I have not made an accurate 
measurement in consequence of the walls not being at any regular 
level, but as soon as the building is leveled all around, say ready 
for the joists, I will make a definite measurement. So far as it 
has progressed, it is creditable to the Messrs. Parker, and according 
to contract. 

The iron furnished by G. W. Langley & Co., has not been yet 
used, and I preferred to leave it in their possession until the time it 
was to be used on the building, as the commissioners had no special 
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agent to take charge of it until wanted, which will be at the level 
' of the joists. . 

The carpenters’ work of two tier of joists and two tier of win. 
dow frames, which was contracted for by N. G. Grant, has been 
progressing. One tier of window frames for the cellar, has been 
placed upon the building, and the centre tier of joists upon the 
wings. I believe all the balance of the lumber to complete Mr. 
Grant's preserit contract is at the building, but as there was some 
detention about the brick, Mr. Grant does not finish his work faster 
than is necessary to keep out of the brick layers’ way, although he 
has given no detention to the progress of the building in any way, 
and is ready, I believe, to complete his contract as fast as the build- 
ing progresses to permit him. 

Should the State prosecute this work to its completion, it will 
take two millions of brick to complete the present plans adopted 
by the commissioners; andi can say to the commissioners the côn- 
tracts that they have made are as low as can possibly be made, and 
the work done is of the most substantial character. 

If the building continues to progress, one of the first things 
necessarily wanted, will be cast iron registers of different sizes for 
the opening and shutting of the warming and ventilating flues, as 
they ought to be built into the walls as the walls go up. 

I also hand you the plans of the building, for your use or that of 
the Legislature. - 

If the commissioners ask the Legislature for an appropriation to 
complete the building begun, it will take fifty thousand dollars to 
complete them. -

Of the amount drawn at Washington City, the suni of $5,039 83; 
belonged to the two per cent. fund, and $13,049 86 tó the three ` 
per cent. fund; and which last ainount has been paid to the three 
per cent. fund, out of the two per cent. fund in the State Treasury. 
The total amount received by Messrs. Weir and Watts, as above

By a resolution of instructions to Messrs. Weir and Watts, they 
were required, among other things, to “make monthly reports to 
the Secretary of the Board, of their progress and prospects in the 
purchase of slaves, and to require similar reports from their assis- 
tants.” And as soon as the purchases were completed, they were 
required to make a detailed report of their proceedings, jointly and 
severally showing the number, names, ages, and costs of the 
slaves and the expenses incurred by them and their assistants, in 
buying, supporting, and conveying them to Brandon, in this State. 
This commission, for the purchase of slaves, was closed by order 
of the Board of Commissioners, on the 26th of July, 1848, and Mr. 
Watts returned home in the month of September fullowing, and 
B. G. Weir was directed to remain at the North for the purpose 
of making a contract for the purchase of railroad iron. He re. 
turned home about the first of November, 1848, and was then 
called upon for æ report of their proceedings, under the commis- 
sion for the purchase of slaves; he having, as chairman of the 
committee, retained in his hands, all the books, papers, and ac-

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counts in ‘connection thérewith, He promised to make a report, 
and to render his account at the néxt meeting of the Board, in 


‘December: At'that meeting he failed to-attend, and shortly after. 


left the State, and remained absent until in February, 1849. In 
the mean time, all efforts to obtain a settlement of his accounts’ 
proved unavailing. ; 7 

There were no means of coercing a settlement of this account, 
as all the books, papers, vouchers, (except the bills of sale for the 
negroes,) were never delivered to the Board of Commiasionérs, 
until presented in connection with an account rendered by him in 
behalf of himself and Mr. Watts, to.a meeting of the Board, on 
the "7th of. May last. . , 

B. G. Weir left the State-on the 30th of March last, and had 
not returned at the date of the last report, to-wit, on the 15th of 
June last. This account, as furnished by him, is on its face, man: 
ifestly incorrect, and in some of the principal items, for the pur- 
chase of slaves, inconsistent with the vouchers upon which it pur- 
ports to be based. 

The following summary of an examination and re-statement of 
this account, made by order of the Board, and by them received, 
and agreed to on the 11th of June last, will exhibit to your Excel- 
leney, the disposition of the above amount of $60,774 81, as made 
by Messrs. Weir and Watts :

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From the foregoing, it appears that Benjamin G. Weir aud. 
James E. Watts were in arrears, at the date of last report, in the 
sum. of $5,679 45, on account of the amount received by them for 
the purchase of slaves ; and the Board of Commissioners instruct. 
ed the Secretary to report the fact to your Excellency, which was - 
accordingly done. He was also instructed to inform you, in jus- 
tice to James E. Watts, that it appeared from'the memorandum of ^ 
a settlement between Messrs. Weir and Watts, returned by B. G.- 
Weir with the acconnt furnished, and other vouchers endorsed in., 
the hand-writing of B. G. Weir —** Weir and Watts’ settlement: 
and vouchers, March, 1849,"— that there remained in the hands 
of James E. Watts, the sum of $1,330 40, of which Mr. Watts” 
had paid over previous to: former report, the sum of $380, leaving, “ 
according to this memorandum of settlement, only the suni of" 
$1,000 40 in his hauds, subjected to a deduction for his claim for, 
services as agent for five months. — ' > wu 

B. G. Weir remained absent from the State until about the 25th 
November last, and every exertion within the power of the Board, 
to obtain 2 settlement of the balance due on his account, has been 
made, before and since his return, but have hitherto proved unsuc- ; 
cessful; and the fact is again reported to your Excellency, for such - 
executive action as you may: deem proper. b. m 

No further settlement between Messrs. Weir and Watts, than 
the memorandum: above referred to, has ever been reported to the 
Board, er any further éxplanation.thereof made, and it being a 
matter exclusively to he settled between them, fio action of the. 
Board, in reference thereto has been had. BN 

Since the date of the report of the 16th of June, 1849, James: 
E. Watts has paid over the sum of $600 40, being in full of the . 
balance then declared against him, agreeably to the memorandum , 
of settlement between him and B. G. Weir, after deducting the 
sum of $400, which was allowed him as compensation for his ser- 
vices as agent for five menths. 

Three of the negroes purchased, have proved diseased and . 
worthleess, and one of them died about one month after his arrival, . 
evidently from the effect of chronic disease; but the board ‘expect 
to recover their value ou the warranty of the, vendors, who are 
believed to be solvent, and suits are now being prosecuted against 
them for that purpose. One has been killed whilst runaway, by a 
citizen of Rankin county, acting, as he supposed, in necessary self 
defence; and in view of all the circumstances of the case, it was. 
not deemed advisable to attempt the recovery of his value. Six 
more of the negroes are considered unsuitable for the service of 
the road. 4 oh EE " 

Very little trouble or difficulty, has occurred in their manage- 
ment, and much less than was apprehended ; and under the excel-'. 
Jent treatment of the general superintendent, S. J. Denson, they 
have suffered very little from acclimation, and have remained unu- 
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sually healthy, . No accident has occurred to any, of them, in the . 
operations of the road, which, it is believed, will materially -njure ~ 
their value. and there lias been, a very decided improvement Ti" 
cart value and condition since their’ drrival and location on lie;

In July; 1848, a contract for the purchase of three miles of Rail- 
road iron from the Vicksburg and Jackson Railroad, of the sime ~

This cargo of iron only arrived in New Orleans, on the 7th of 
November last, from delays before mentioned, and has been laid 
down on the road as fast as it could be delivered from the Depot in 
Vicksburg. 

The former bridge over Pearl river, was found on examination, - 
to be wholly unsafe and insufficient, and it was removed and a héw ° 
one erected in its place, at a cost of $5392 33.100, which has 
proved entirely satisfactory, and is in plan and construction, believéd’ 
to be entirely safe, permanent and reliable. The balance due up- ` 
on the contract for the erection of the former bridge had been with- ` 
held from the contractor by fhe Commissioners of the Jackson and 
Brandon Railroad and Bridge Company, and the matters in con. 
troversy between them had been submitted to arbitration upon 
which an award was made in favor of the contractor, and the pre-: 
sent board were compelled to pay the sum of $1049 79-100 in sat-' 
isfaction of the award. i 

À suitable and convenient depot, 30 by 100 feet has been erect- 
at Jackson, at an entire cost of $1642 84-100 exclusive of the turn 
table, side track &c., which are charged to Jackson‘depot account. 

A small portion of the road had been previously laid with flat 
bar iron, which being considered uisafe and objectionable in many. 
respects, it was taken úp and the present rail adopted. "We have 
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now oii lard about k15 fois of. this flat bar iron, for which, under. 
the contract between the Jackson and Brandon-Railread and Bridge: , 
Company and S. B.. Newman,. Receiver .in Chancery,. in the 
case'of the State of Mississippi, vs. Mississippi Railroad Company, - 
we were compelled to. pay the sum of $5218 29-100 which consti- 
tutes the principle item eharged against said company... ‘This-iron 
is now offered for sale and is not included in stock aceount, and 
when sold, the proceeds will be properly entered as a credit to the 
account of the Jackson and Brandon Railroad and Bridge Company. 
The following plan of construction of the road has been adopted: 
Transverse mud silisy7 feet in length, of post-oak or white oak, and 
hewed to a thickness of 8 inches onthe opposite sides, and facing at - 
least 10 inches at the smaller.end, are laid in the ground at distan» 
ces of 9 feet at right angles tothe line of the road. Upon these 
longitudinal mud sills 18 feet in length, also hewed to a thiekness of 
8 inches and facing at least 10 inches at the smaller end, are laid 
parallel with the centre line of the road on each side, so.as to joint, 
directly on the transverse sills; upon these are laid transversely at 
a distance of 3 feet a part, sawed white-oak eross-ties 7 feet ín 
length and 4 inches thick, except the one in the centre of the rail, 
which is used for the reception of the cast iron chains. A cast iron 
chain 1 inch thick and weighing 94 lbs. is placed in the centre 
cross tie and is made to’ fasten securely in a notch 1 inch square, 
cut out of the lower wéb on each side of the centre of the rail; 
upon this is placed a T. rail weighing 40 lbs. to the yard, and secure- 
ly fastened by 16 wrought iron spikes, 4 being used in each chain 
and four in each splicing plate at the junction of the rails, and 2 in _ 
each remaining cross-tie. The following approximate . estimate, 
furnished by C. W. Bancks, esq., will exhibit more speeifically the, 
cost of constructing 1 mile of track, according to the above plan: .

The foregoing approximate estimate has been found by experi- 
ente to be in some respects too low, and in others too high—de- 
pehding, however, so far as the timber for superstructyre is con- 
cerned, on the distance transported, and the supply -of the proper .. 
kinds; but which, owing to-the scarcity, and the distance to be - 
hauled, has, for much the greater quantity used on‘the road, cost at 
least 20 per cent. above the estimate——it being necessary to haul a 
large portion ofit more than two miles; whilst for the cost of plate . 
and spikes a deduction of gt least four cents per pound would be . 
proper, and for laying superstructure, $40 per mile. A track cons 
structed with'such materials, on the above plan, by which all the 
timbers used can be covered with earth, it is believed will last for 
fifteen years, and ean be kept in repair at a trifling expense, until 
it becomes necessary to renew it. 
To those -who may object to the supposed extravagance of the. 
original construction, we have only to say, that true economy con- 
sists in doing thoroughly, at first, whatever it may be necessary to; - 
do in the end. To every practical mind it is evident that repairs 
and alterations cost more than double the additional cost of proper 
construction in: the first instance. Such has invariably been the 
experience in -regard to the construction of cheap railroads 
throughout the United States, though they generally cost nearly 
as much as good ones; and we are entirely willing to abide the. 
result to prove the correctness of our conclusions. The grading 
has beer completed for the distance of 141-6 miles, and the wooden. 
superstructure laid for a distance of 134 miles, the necessary 
culverts put in, and 796 lineal feet of trestle work erected.- The 
iron rails have been laid down for about 104 miles, and are now 
being laid as fast as they can be delivered on the line of the road, ` 
being at the rate of about one mile per week. The plan upon 
which the road has been thus far constructed, under the direction 
of the former chief engineer, the Board believe far more expensive, 
both in original construction, as well as more expensive-to keep. 
in repair, than the construction simply by ballasting and- eross- 
timbers of sufficient size, without the use of the ordinary mud-sills 
and cross-ties y which latter plan the Board have determined to 
adopt.

Which may be considered the amount actually expendéd in the 
construction of 134 miles of road, (leaving a surplus of two miles 
of railroad iron,) being at the rate of $8, 649 30 per mile, includ- 
ing all expenditures for graduation, superstructure, bringing rail- 
road iron, and the erection of the depots at Jackson and Brandon, 
&c.; which is a much larger amount than it should have cost, under 
the direction of an experienced and qualified engineer. Upon the 
organization of the Board they employed C: W. Bancks as chief 

. engineer, who came well recommended. They entrusied him with 
the direction of the road, and such other matters as are usually 
entrusted to a chiefengineer, and gave to him their fuli confidence, 
until repeated failures to do his duty, extravagant and wasteful con- 
tracts, and an unwarrantable indifference in carrying out the orders 
of the Board, and total inattention to a proper supérintendence of 
the work under his charge, determined the Board to dispense. with 
his services, -and his resignation was accepted on the 3d day of 
‘September last. 

- The chief obstacle on the line of the road between J ackson and 
Brandon, is the hill upon which Brandon is situated—the Cut being, 
‘at the summit, 441 feet, and the extreme length of the cut being 
193 chains; and the total elevation to be overcome, by means of 
excavation. and, embankment and grade, being 152 feet,in 1j 
.miles, The cut is about half finished, and is expected to he fully 
completed in about four months.. The operations by'the negroes 
havé been Breaky. retarded by the extreme incelemiency of the 
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weather from the 1st of November, 1848, until about Ist Septem. 
'* ber, 1849. ^ : 

A twelve ton locomotive,-of the best quality and construction, 
' ahd combining the latest improvements, has been purchased at a 
prime cost, exclusive of freight, insurance, &c., of $6,930,.and has 
now been put in running order. By a mistake in the construction 
ofthe width, it was necessary to procure a new set of wheels; but 
which were furnished by the contractor without any loss to us. 
1 first class 8- wheel passenger caf; -1 negro.or baggage car ; 1 hand 
car; 8 freight box 8-wheel cars, and 4 freight stake ears, 
have been purchased, which,.together with the engine; and all 
expenses of freight, insurance, &c., have cost tlie aggregate sum 
of $21,732 02. Allthe cars purchased are of the best quality and 
construction ; but, in the opinion of the Board, the cost was en- 
tirely too much for the present service of the road. A resolution 
was passed on the 10th day of November, 1848, vesting the en- 
gineer with full power to purchase suitable passenger and burden 
cars for the road. He unwisely purchased more burden cars than 
were needed, and made a most extravagant and injudicious outlay 
for passenger cars. : 

À contract has been entered into with the Vicksburg and Jackson 
Railroad, to run the Southern Railroad for a period of twelve 
months from the time it is completed, to the temporary depot near 
Brandon—they to have the use of the cars and engine, as above 
specified, to be returned in good order, ordinary wear and tear 
excepted, at the termination of the agreement ; and the earnings 
of the road to be equally divided between the parties, and paid 
over monthly to the Secretary of the Board. 

Statement marked ** B ” exhibits the amount and cost of stock 
now on hand, including negroes, horses, wagons, carts, &e., and 
also locomotives, cars, and the total cost of the same. 

The total amount of premium received on the United States 
Treasury Notes is $6,114 50, as appears in exchange account, 
and $1,284, as appears in note to balance sheet, 4th January, 
1850; of which the sum of $685 12 was received by Messrs. 
Weir & Watts, in Washington City, as above stated, and 
$3,809 98 received by the Secretary in New Orleans, by sale of 
$32,250, at 63 per cent. premium, and $12,950 at 8% per cent. 
premium, being a portion of the amount appropriated for the pur- 
chase of railroad iron. The remainder has been realized, at dif- 
ferent times, and at various rates of premium, by sales made to or 
by the agency of William Morris, Esq., of Jackson, and which was 
the highest that could be realized, without incurring the risk of 
transmission by mail, and expense and risk of agencies abroad. 
The last sale was closed on 4th January, inst., before this report 
was handed over—as willappear by note at the foot of the balance 
sheet—Aat 8 per cent. premium. 

In concluding our report, we cannot forbear calling the atten- 
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tion of your excellency. to the necessity of such measures as will 
insure the completion of the road, at an early day, to the Alabama. 
line, through which State- it will doubtless be continued to Mont- 
gomery, thus uniting the Mississippi river, at Vicksburg, with the 
Atlantic seaports, and forming an uninterrupted line of railroad 
' communication to'the eastern boundary of our Union. Omitting 
all patriotic and national considerations, such as the rapid trans- 
portation of the mail and troops, or the reasons which, in the 
present aspect.of our political affairs, render a rapid-communica- 
tion between States bound tegether by peculiar domestic institu- 
tions, of great; if not vital importance, .and placing the question 
purely on the ground of pecuniary interest, there are abundant 
reasons why this road should be speedily built, and every conatitu- 
tional and proper aid afforded by the State. From unquestionable 
authority we learn that, in our own State, the value of real estate, 
in counties using railroad facilities, rose 1170 percent.; the number 
of slaves 378 per cent., and the amount of State tax 358 per cent.; 
while in four counties not using the railroad, the value of.real 
eslate rose only 129 per cent., thé number of slaves 29 per cent., 
and the amount of State tax 52 per cent. Other evidences of the 
influence of railroads on the wealth and business of the country 
can be furnished, but, as measures are believed to be in progress, 
in other quarters, to present these facts to the legislature, they are 
omitted here. The line of the proposed railroad is highly favorable, 
the distance less than one hundred miles, and, from former surveys, 
and the’ best. calculations that can be. made, the estimates vary 
from $10,800 per mile to $12,200 per mile, making the total cost 
of th ex oad to the Alabama line from 31,080,000 to $1,200,000. 

Assurances have been given by some of the most intelligent and 
influential representatives of the State, of their exertions to appro- 
priate to this work at least 100,000 acres of the State lands, worth 
about $300,000 ; and it is confidently believed that Congress will 
at its present session, donate alternate sections of: the public lands 
on the route, worth, ptobably, halfa million of dollars. -Some 
plan devised by which the present force .on the road can be em- 
ployed until said lands can be made available, will insure the com- 
pletion of this great work. . 

Any additional information desired by your excellency, in rela- 
tion to the affairs of the road, will be at all times promptly given ; 
and an examination of the books, accounts, vouchers, and all pro- 
ceedings of the Board by your excellency, or. any citizen of the 
State, is respectfully invited.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE UNIVERSITY OF 
MISSISSIPPI. . 


To the Legislature of the State of Mississippi: 


In accordance with the law, which requires the Trustees of 
the University of this State, “to report to each regular session of 
your honorable body, a detailed statement of the fiscal condition of 
the'University, and the manner and purposes for which they haye 
expended its funds," the undersigned beg leave to make the fol. 
lowing 


REPORT. 


Up to the 31st-.December, 1849, the Trustees have drawn from 
: the State Treasury the sum of $50,000, as authorized bythe act 
of 1846; and the farther sum of $15,701 2}, the amount of 
the accruing interest on the university furid, in the State Trea- 
sury, together with the standing ‘semi-annual appropriation of 
$3,113 374, down to the 1st July, 1849, as authorized by the act 
of 1848, making au aggregate of $65,701 24. This sum has 
been expended in the following manner: ‘The Board proceeded, 
with the assistance of a competent architect, Capt. Wm. Nicholl, 
immediately after the appropriation for the erection of buildings 
was made, in 1846, to carry the law into effect, 'They have 
erected the principal building, sixty by ninety feet, three stories 
high, of brick, with a portico in front, resting on six columns, of 
the Corinthian order, finished in a plain, neat and substantial 
manner. Jt contains spacious and airy halls, and nine large 
rooms, well adapted to college purposes. 

They have: also built. two dormitories, three stories high, each 
containing thirty-six rooms, of capacity'to accomodate two students, 
making one hundred and forty-four in all. They have also erect- 
ed four houses for professors, so united, however, by double walls, 
as to constitute but two buildings. Each building contains twelve 
rooms, with the requisite out-houses attached. i 

"They stand upon a simiscircular area, occupy a space of several 

9-s. : 
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acres, in a grove of lofty forest trees, and present a beautiful and 
imposing front, as they are approached from the east. 

In the rear.of the main building, some fifty steps, there is a 
capacious steward's hall, fitted up for the accommodation of the 
students. The houses and gardens of the professors, and the hall 
of the steward have been handsomely enclosed.. ‘The buildings 
are all of brick, of unpretending exterior, but of neat, substantial, 
and durable structure. These, with the necessary wells for 
water, some incidental repairs, and bills for printing various ad- 
vertisements, have cost the sum of $53,345 03, all of which has 
been paid. The whole constitutes, in my mind, a just monument 
to the liberality which founded them, to the good taste of the arch- 
itect who executed them, and to the prudent, judicious, and econo- 
mical expenditure of public money, by the executive committee, 
upon whom mainly devolved the duty of their superintendence. 

The farther sum of $9,508 07, has been expended in the sala. 
ries of professors, of the architect, treasurer of the Board of Trus- 
tees, and expenses of transporting funds from Jackson. The ex- 
penses, also, of most of the members of the Board of Trustees, 
have been paid, at the rate of two dollars per day for every twen- 
ty miles travel, and at the same rate whilst in attendance upon 
the Board. When all this is deducted, it leaves a balance on 
hand of $2,847 921. l 

The buildings were completed in October, 1848, and the insti- 
tution went into operation on the ist Monday in November, 1848. 
The faculty consists of a president, with a salary of $2,000 per 
annum, who is also professor of mental and moral philosophy, 
rhetoric, logic, and political economy; of a professor of mathe- 
matics and astronomy; of a professor of chemistry, natural philo- 
sophy, and geology; and a professor of ancient and modern lan- 
guages. Each of the professors receive a salary of $1,500 per 
annum. The students pay thirty dollars per session of ten months, 
' as a tuition fee, which also goes to the professors; but by a reso- 
lution of the Board of Trustees, each senatorial district in the 
State is entitled to send one student, without any charge for 
tuition. 

The salaries of the professors are paid semi-arinually, in Jan. 
uary and July. A purchase of books has been made in one of 
the eastern cities, to the amount of $500, as the conimencement 
of a library; also, from the trustees of the State library, of the . 
judicial reports and code of the State, to the amount of ninety 
dollars, which are as much,as our limited finances would allow. 
The books have been received; but those from the East have not 
been paid for, on account of the difficulty of procuring exchange; 
those from the State have not been paid ‘for, because of a reason, 
which it is hoped, will readily suggest itself to your honorable 
body. This constitutes the only outstanding liability of the 
fund. : : 
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The annual income of the institution is $10,949 09, and arises 
from the interest on the Seminary Fund in the State treasury, and 
the semi-annual appropriation ‘made by the act of 1848..- Out of this 
amount various incidental éxpenses for repairs, farther improve- 
ments, and other contingencies, besides the salaries of the profes- 
sors, have to be paid. When all these are deducted, not more than 
$2,500 will probably remain'per annum. This constitutes the 
only fund under our control for the- purchase of a library, and the 
varied apparatus necessary to the successful conduct of a literary 
and scientific institution of a high order. 

It gives us great pleasure to state that, owing to the vigilance 
and integrity of our treasurer, we do not believe a single cent of 
the fund has been lost or misapplied. It may be proper to add that 
the instalment -due on the 1st of the present month is not included 
in this report. 

The Faculty of the University is believed to possess a very 
elevated degree of merit. In scholastic attainments, in experience 
as professors, in moral and intellectual worth, they stand in the 
front rank of their profession. At the close of the last session the 
students,evinced a very high degree of proficiency in their various 
studies, and their examination called forth from the trustees then 
present a testimonial, whicli was placed upon their records, to the 
learning and fidelity of the professors, and to the diligence of the 
students. There are now sixty-five students, and we have received 
from the President the most gratifying assurances of their correct 
moral deportment, of their studious habits, progress in study, and 
general good conduct. 

In conclusion permit us, with all earnestness and sincerity, to 
recommend this institulion,’endowed by the munificence of the 
general government, and placed under your guardianship and super- 
vision, to your most favorable consideration.

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REPORT THE TRUSTEES OF THE INSTITUTION FOR 
THE BLIND. . l 


To the Honorable Senate and House of Representatives of the 
Legislature of the State of Mississippi : 


The undersigned, trustees of the “ Chapin Institute,” established 
for the instruction of the Blind, respecttully submit to your honorable 
body, the following report, containing a brief statement of their 
official acts, and the present condition of the institution : 

Under the provisions of the act of incorporation, the trustees were 
clothed with authority to purchase or erect suitable buildings for 
the institution, and do all other acts necessary to put it into suc- 
cessful operation. The funds appropriated proved too limited to 
answer the benevolent design of the Legislature, or to render the 
enterprise commensurate with the wants of that unfortunate class 
of our population, whose moral and intellectual welfare demands 
the enlightened consideration of the government. 

The sum of two thousand and five hundred dollars was appro- 
priated for the year 1848. The difficulty of organizing such an 
institution, with so small an appropriation, became apparent. 
Suitable buildings were to be provided, and competent teachers 
employed. The Rev. James Champlain, through whose active 
instrumentality the claims of the Blind were presented to the 
favorable consideration of the Legislature, had bargained for a lot 
of ground, containing about two acres, and situated in a pleasant 
but retired part of the city. The buildings were suitable and-con- 
venient. The sum appropriated for the year 1948, we were ad- 
vised, was intended to cover the price of said lot ; and the trustees, 
believing that the terms of purchase were fair and reasonable, 
deemed it their duty to confirm the bargain, which they did. We 
have not been able to pay all of the purchase money, and: defray 
the necessary expenses of the establishment. There is a balance 
` of nine hundred dollars still due, and we would beg leave to recom- 
mend an appropriation to pay it. 

We are well satisfied that the annual appropriation is too small 
an endowment to meet the expectations of the public, orto provide 
for the education of the Blind in our State. We have been com- 
pelled, reluctantly, to exclude many applicants from the benefits of 
the institution, The number of charity pupils have been neces. 
sarily limited, although there are large numbers of Blind persons 
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within ‘our borders, who are, doubtless, in a state of moral and intel- 
lectual datkness. l 

We refer your honorable body to the accompanying reports of 
the Treasurer and Principal of, the Institute. The report of the 
Treasurer exhibits the financial condition of the institufion, or àn 
exact statement of the moneys received and disbursed. The report 
of the Principal, the Rev. Philip Lane, challenges your particular 
attention. It embodies much valuable information, and, emanating 
from one who received his instruction in a similar institution, it 
evinces a capacity benignly developed by the process of a peculiar 
education. His report contains an eloquent appeal to the liberality 
of the public, and we doubt not that it will meet a generous re- 
sponse in the acts of your honorable body. 

We would most respectfully urge that the institution should-be 
liberally endowed, to enable the trustees to place it upon a perma- 
nent basis. Females have, hitherto, been excluded from the 
benefits of the institution, and must continue to be excluded, unless 
we can employ a matron to superintend them. The present fund 
is altogether insufficient, and we, therefore ask an appropriation 
which will be ample to carry out the benevolent enterprise into 
which the State has embarked. 

We deem it important, if an appropriation is made, that the 
Legislature should authorize the trustees to draw on the treasury 
at the beginning of every quarter, in order that they may more 
readily meet and provide for contingencies.

TO THE TRUSTEES OF THE MISSISSIPPI INSTITUTION FOR 
: THE INSTRUCTION OF THE BLIND. 

Gentlemen :—In conformity to the custom observed in all similar 
establishments, it becomes my duty to report to you the condition, 
past and present, of this institution. From the first moment of its 
UNS until this, it has been silently, but certainly, working out 
good. EE 

Under the existing law, the school opened with two pupils, on 
the 3d day of April, 1848.  Forthree months its affairs were con- 
ducted by Mr. Champlain, to whose zealous exertions it is mainly 
indebted for its existence. On July Ist, Mr. Champlain suspended 
the operation of the institution, and left the State ; and in the suc- 
ceeding September, he resigned his situation as Principal of the 
institution. By an act of your Board, on the Ist of October, 1848, 
I was appointed to fill the vacancy thus occasioned; and, in the 
early part of Novembér following, the school was reopened, with 
two pupils. Within two months after, the number was increased 
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to five. This number has not been allowed to augment. Several 
applications. have been rejected, and females excluded, in conse- 
quence&'of the limited means of the institution. Pe 

By an act of your Board, the sum.of forty dollarsjwas fixed as the 
maximum appropriation to defray the current monthly expenses of 
the institution. This sum, meagre as it is, has, by the most rigid 
economy, been made fully to meet the monthly demands. Nothing 
like luxury has been permitted, and most comforts have been dis- 
pensed with. The house furniture is plain, to a fault, and the 
table has been furnished with nothing but articles of prime neces- 
sity. I have drawn all the monthly appropriations from July 1st, 
1848, to January Ist, 1850. The whole amount of money that I 
have received for current expenses has been six hundred and 
sixty-three dollars, and the whole amount paid out, six hundred 
and fifty-four dollars and forty cents—leaving the sum of eight 
dollars and sixty cents in possession, subject to your order. 

From thé reopening of the school, until this moment, it has been 
in regular. constant operation. The pupils have been taught read- 
ing, geography, grammar and. arithmetic, in all of which they 
have made a degree of progress highly creditable to themselves 
and greatly encouraging to their friends. During the past year, 
the advancement ofthe pupils has been greatly retarded fof want 
of necessary books. To supply this deficiency, much of the in- 
struction bas been oral; and if, upon examination, it should be 
found that the progress of the pupils has not been as great as the 
public had a right to expect, the defect must be attributed to the 
absence ofthe necessary school apparatus, rather than the want 
of capacity in the pupils themselves, or to any fault in method 
of instruction. ~ 

As the mode of instructing the blind is far from being generally 
understood, I shall here briefly explain it. 

Some one ot the ancient philosophers was wont to describe man 
. as an animal, having two hands—believing that his superiority 
over the brute was mainly attributable to this circumstance. Al- 
though Í am not disposed to adopt the definition of the philosopher, 
yet it must be acknowledged that to the Blind, especially, the hand 
is of incalculable advantage. With them the hand performs the 
most important offices. The eye is, as it were, transferred to the 
ends of the fingers ; and the books employed in their instruction 
must be adapted to this kind of light. To this end, a method of 
embossing has been introduced ; the letters being stamped on one 
side, stand out in relief on the other. In this way, books, maps, 
and mathematical figures are prepared, and the ideas they are de- 
signed to convey are as readily transmitted to the mind of the 
blind, through the sense of touch, as to those ofthe seeing, through 
the sense of sight. ` 

Should the Legislature, at its next session, take any measures 
for the enlargement and continuance of this institution, several ad- 
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ditional necessary expenses must be. incurred. .A complete appa- 
- patus, to be employed'in school instruction, should. be purchased ; 
such as books, slates, types. maps, globes; &c., &c. Females 
must’be admitted, and a suitable person employed to discharge the 
iluties of matron and governess, -Several repairs will-be needed, 
and the erection ‘of a small additional building is indispensable. 
Should the existence. of this institution be prolonged, I recommend 
that such mechanical branches as are usually taught in other and 
similar establishments, be introduced, at the earliest possible mo- 
ment; such as the manufacture of willow baskets, .mattrasses, 
amats, bead baskets, &c., &c. Although the erection of such a 
department, in this institution, would be ‘somewhat expensive; 
and although, in the beginning, something must be allowed for the 
awkwardness of the workmen, and for the waste of material, yet 
1 doubt not that, in a short time, the-proceeds of the sales of manu- 
factured articles would defray its expenses, and perhaps yield a 
-surplus that might be applied to its enlargement, or.to.other pur- . 
poses. But, whether this should be so or -not, no institution for 
the Blind is complete without a manufacturing department. 

Should this institution continue, I further recommend that music 
be introduced as a branch of instruction. To the cultivation of 
music the Blind are peculiarly adapted { the acuteness of the ear, 
and the power of the voice, being augmented by the loss of sight. 
This increase of strength in the auditory and vocal organs is, how- 
evér, entirely attributable to increased exercise. Beside the great 
physical and moral benefit that would be conferred upon the pupils 
by furnishing them with mechanical and musical instruction, the 
knowledge they would thus acquire might, in after lile, be made 
adjuvant to their own support. I further recommend that the 
salaries ofthe Principal, and others that may be employed, be 
fixed at such a sum as will render their situation comfortable and 
respectable. ‘The miserable pittance that the Principal has hitherto 
received is scarcely equal to the compensation usually given to. 
grocery clerks. "This is a great fault, and a great injustice ; for 
why should he whose business it is to enoble feeling, elevate. 
thought, and shape aright the immortal mind, be less libefally re- 
warded than the man who works upon the perishable materials of 
wood and iron, or than he who sells food or raiment to supply the 
physical necessities of others? In order, to accomplish what has 
been here recommended, the sum of five thousand dollars per an- 
num will be required; and I respectfully suggest, that in the bill 
that may be presented to the Legislature, this amount be inserted 
-as the minimum appropriation that ought to be made for the benefit 
of this institution. 

In consequence of the small number of pupils that.we have 
hitherto had, it may be- supposed that the scheme in which we are 
engaged, is useless and impracticable-; but a brief reference.to the 
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original condition of all similar institutions will, I think, be suffi- 
cient to silence all objections and dissipate all doubt. e 

' ‘Fhe institution for the blind, in New York, for three years, did 
not number more than ten pupils; that in Boston, for a similar 
period, did not contain more than eight; that in Ohio, for two 
years of its existence, contained but four pupils; in Kentucky, 
there were for some time but five, and, in Philadelphia; one. All 
thesé are now large and flourishing establishments. Thus, the 
argument of numbers, instead of against us, renders our chances. 
for permanency and prosperity decidedly favorable. E 

As a brief account of the origin of institutions for the instruction 
of the Blind may be somewhat interesting to those unacquainted 
with the subject, I shall here insert an extract from an article 
which I recently published. ` 

“The civilized world is indebted to a heathen country for the 
origin of institutions for the blind.. The first establishment of this 
nature, of which we have any account, was in Japan. In this 
country, says the Father Charles Voix, academies were established 
at the public charge,’ in which the blind are taught, not only to 
cultivate their memories, but frame into verses what they have 
learned, and to adorn, with all the beauties of poetry and music, the 
finest points of history. To them is confided the charge of keeping 
the records of the most important events; such as the history of 
great men, the annals of the empire, ancient titles of families, &c. 
Their knowledge is handed down to posterity by a sort of tradition, 
the correctness of which is never disputed. They have their gen- 
eral and subordinate officers; enjoy a high degree of consideration ; 
and are, perhaps, the only persons among this people whose lives 
are wholly devoted to literature. Verily, Christendom, with all its 
boasted civilization, in the great work of humane reform, is very far 
in the rear of heathen Japan. In 1774 public attention in Europe 
was directed to the instruction of the blind, by Valentine Hauy, 
brother of the celebrated Abbe Hauy. Through his exertions, an 
institation for the blind was established in Paris, and, within a 
: short time after, similar institutions were erected in almost every 
country in Europe. In 1829 the attention of the people of the 
United States was directed to the subject of educating the blind, 
by a few benevolent gentlemen in the city of Boston. ‘These men, 
in the same year, applied to the legislature of Massachusetts, in 
behalf of the blind ; and that body, with an enlightened liberality, 
immediately appropriated the sum of six thousand dollars per 
annum. Since that time, there have bcen, including this, seven 
other institutions established in the United States, most of which 
are in a flourishing condition.” 

Such is the peculiar character ofthe misfortune of the blind, and 
so close is their confinement at their houses, or in alms-houses,. 
that they are but rarely exposed to public gaze. "Their number 
hitherto has, therefore, been supposed exceedingly small; but a 
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careful. examination has shown it to-be surprisingly great, there 
being scarcely a.town or village without one or more.of this un- 
fortunate class. 

In an address published some years since by the trustees of the 
New England Institution for the Blind, it was stated to have been 
ascertained that, in Middle Europe, there is one blind person to 
- every seven hundred inhabitants; in Zurich, and some of the 
Austrian provinces, one to seven hundred and forty-five ; farther 
north, between the.50th and-'70th degrees of north latitude, they 
bear a smaller proportion—there being, in Denmark, Sweden and 
Norway, about one blind person to every one thousand inhabitants. 
In the United States, owing to a combination of countervailing 
causes, this calamity is more rare; yet the number of the blind is 
lamentably large—their proportion to the seeing being about one 
to two thousand inhabitants. ‘The census of Mississippi, for 1840, 
reports but forty-six blind persons for this State. This is, unques- 
tionably, an error; but similar inaccuracies are of frequent occur- . 
rence in all the States. To refer to but a single instance: -The 
census of 1830 returned but forty-six blind persons for the city of 
New York; but, after more thorough examination, the number 
Hes found to be ninety—showing in the returns, an error of forty- 

our. 

From this, and like data, I hesitate not to charge the last census 
of Mississippi with inaccuracy. The present white population of 
this State is probably three hundred and seventy-five thousand. 
Admitting the correctness of the above mentioned proportion, and 
deduct seventy-five thousand for transient inhabitants, we have one 
hundred and fifty as the number of blind now in this State. Surely, 
a number sufficient to command public attention ! 

But, whatever the number ofthe blind may here be, it is certain 
that that number is rapidly increasing; for congenital and acci- 
dental misfortune keeps pace with the numerical advance of the 
population. The capacity of the blind for receiving an intellectual 
and mechanical education, is in no degree inferior to that possessed 
by those who see; nor is their ability to practice what they may 
learn a whit less—there being, with the exception of painting and 
anatomy, no path in science, literature, or the arts, that has not 
been successfully trodden by them. . 

The notion concerning the incapacity of the blind, so current 
among those who see, proceeds from a narrow and groundless 
prejudice ; and the chief difficulties which the blind have to en. 
counter, arise not so much from want of sight, as from the discour- 
aging treatment they receive from others. The blind child is told, 
by his relatives at home, and by all others with whom he may 
meet, that he cannot see, and, therefore, can do nothing. This is 
daily, and even hourly, repeated, until such a degree of discourage- 
ment is produced that the attempt to do anything is considered 
hopeless, and consequently never made. 
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Thus the unfortunate individual, ds he advarices in life, tortured 
by the humiliating idea of his own utter uselessness, becomes, be: 
yond description, miserable ;, being made at once burdensome to 
others and intolerable to himself.. But this knowledge of his own 
worthlessness, false and destructive as it is, is all that he can ever 
acquire in the school of popular ignorance and popular prejudice. ` 
Men often bewail the oppression exercised by European despots 
upon their subjects; but the oppression practiced, by the seeing 
upon the blind, is far more criminal in its character, and far more 
terrible in its consequences. In the former ease, the individual is 
deprived of a few rights, and the physics] man trammeled, while 
the mind is left comparatively free ; but, in the latter, the physical 
and mental energies are crushed by the repeated and annihilating 
blows of a monstrous discouragement. 

Society deprives the blind of all rights, and casts them, both 
body and soul, into outer darkness, where there is, indeed, “ weep- 
ing, wailing, apd gnashing of teeth." 

To check this system of barbarous oppression, and to avert the 
dreadful consequences it may produce, are the objects which an 
institution for the blind proposes to eccomplish. ‘Through the in- 
strumentality of such an establishment, a comparatively helpless 
and degraded class of beings may be elevated to usefulness and re. 
spectability, and placed where they have an indisputable right to 
be—on a level with their fellows. 

In conclusion, permit me to say to you, gentlemen of the Board, 
that you, as trustees of this institution, are the guardians of its in- 
terests. Fidelity to the obligations you have thus assumed, requires 
that whatever influence you possess should be exerted for the ex- 
tension and permanent security of those interests. Afflicted hu- 
manity implores that whatever power your social position may 
bold should he exercised for its relief. Christianity, advancing 
civilization, ard all else that is elevating, demands that you should 
do something for the furtherance of this most generous reform. 

Should this report meet the eye of any member of the legisla- 
ture, I trust he will ponder well upon what has been said ; and that 
in him may be awakened a generous sympathy for those who are 
from the cheerful ways of men cut off, and for the book of knowl- 
edge fair, presented with an universal blank of nature’s works ex- 
punged and razed.

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REPORT OF THE VACCINE AGENT, 


FOR THE YEARS 1848 AND 1619. 


To His Excellency, 


Jos. W. MarrTEREWSs, Governor, &c.: 


Sır :—In conformity to law, I beg leave, herewith, to submit to 
you this, my second report, as Agent of the Vaccine Depot, estab- 
lished in this city by act of the Legislature, approved 16th Feb- 
ruary, 1846. 

During the years 1848.and '49 there have been, at different 
periods, various cases of Small Pox, or Varioloid, introduced intothe 
State, causing, for a time, much anxiety and alarm in the public 
mind. l 
In the months of January and February, 1848, in several of the 
counties bordering on the Mississippi and Yazoo rivers, small pox was 
introduced by steamboat travel, and, in some instances, before its 
nature was fully revealed, or the patients, insulated from the com- 
munity, it was reproduced in some of our citizens. In the summer 
of 1848 one case occurred in this county, in a young man, recently 
from New Orleans; but, by,strict care, I believe that the disease 
was not communicated to any of his attendants. 

During the winter and spring of 1849, I have been advised by 
letters, from Natchez to Bolivar, on the Mississippi river, and on 
various points of the Yazoo river, of the existence of Small Pox. 
uc disease also made its appearance in Kemper county, in May 
ast. x 

From the foregoing facts, it may be truly inferred that the appli- 
cations for vaccine matter have been numerous—so much so, in- 
deed, that from 1st J anuary last to 20th March, I could not fill all 
the orders sent me as promptly as wished ; and, although I kept on 
hand, during the whole of this period, patients under the influence 
of the vaccine disease, from whom I was gathering the matter every 
few days, yet some of the applications were necessarily postponed 
for want of matter; and I find, by reference to my Register, that it 
was not till 24th of March that all applications were supplied. 
Since that period I have had an excess of matter over the supply 
of all applications. ; 

I herewith exhibit the directions with which I accompanied the 
packages of matter distributed, and also the form of the circular 
letter, which the law requires. the agent to send to each county in 
the State, semi-annually. "This mode of giving information of the 
agency, and its duties, by addressing one or two, or a dozen letters, 
to private individuals in each county, once or twice a year; I bave 
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found very inefficient ; and I trust that the legislature will remedy 
this defect, by authorizing the agent to give publicity to this subject 
in at least five or six newspapers of the most extensive circulation 
in different parts of the State; for I am well assured, from nearly 
four years’ experience, that the more fully and widely the agency 
is known, the more it will be-appreciated and relied on, and: the 
more numerous and steady will be the applications for it, from all 
parts of the State. I have found no difficulty, for the last two 
years, in obtaining suitable patients for vaccination, from,whom an 
adequate amount of virus could be obtained for distribution ; and it 
has only been when a crowd of applications has come on me, 
almost at the same time, from an apprehension of danger, that 
I have been unable promptly to supply them. 

The number of patients vaccinated by me, from Ist January, 
"1848, to the present date, (7th of December, 1849,) is one 
hundred and forty-three. The number of packages of matter 
distributed, during the same tíme, is one hundred and eighty- 
one. "The number of persóns vaccinated, in 1846 and 1847, was 
one hundred and two. 'The number of packages of matter dis- 
tributed, in the same years, was seventy. In 1846 and 1847 
I distributed many packages of matter where no application was 
made. In 1848 and 1849 I mostly restricted the distribution to 
applicants, and yet the increase of distribution of the last two 
years, over that of the two preceding, stands as one hundred 
and eighty-one to seventy. i 

I herewith exhibit a list of persons to whom the matter has 
been distributed during the last four years. Should the Legis- 
lature determine to continue the agency, after an examination of 
what it has been able to accomplish in the last two years, I 
trust that a committee will be raised, as was done by the last 
legislature, to examine the subject more in detail, with such infor- 
mation as the agent may be able to lay before them.

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VACCINATION—MODE OF OPERATING. ^ - 


With the point ofa clean, sharp lancet, needle, or common pen- 
knife, I puncture or scratch very slightly the skin, until I see dis- 
tinctly the appearance of blood. If the wound should bleed too 
freely to permit the matter to remain in contact with it, I wipe off 
the blood, and wait a few minutes, till it ceasesto appear, when the 
matter is applied with the poirit of the operating instrument. I 
usually vaccinate the left arm, about midway between the elbow 
and shoulder. I select this arm because it is least used. 

Preparation of the Scab.—The hardest amd darkest part of the 
scab should be selected and crushed to a powder on any hard, 
smooth surface, (I use two small glass plates for this purpose,) to 
which add a drop of water, which will soon change the powdered 
scab to a thick, milky fluid. The application of this fluid to the 
wound, and keeping it in contact with it till it dries, completes the 
operation. When the fresh lymph from the pustule is used, it 
should be taken about the ninth day, or, when the pustule is well 
filled, froma slight puncture near the margin, made with the point 
of a needle or sharp Jancet, the clear lymph which exudes from the 
puncture will be found more certain in its effects than the scab; 
but I would not recommend a frequent resort to the pustule to 
obtain the lymph, for this might interrupt its regular course, and 
modify, to some extent, its influence upon the system. 

Subjects for Vaccination.—Unless there be a necessity, arising 
from an apprehension of small pox, I would not usually vaccinate a 
child under a year old; after this age all should be submitted to the 
operation. Cutaneous diseases, chronic or recent ulcers, especially 
if they at all affect the general system, forbid vaccination. Children 
in delicate health and of irritable temperament should not be vac- 
cinated, unless there be a strong necessity for it; for in such pa- 
tients extensive erysipelatous inflammation may supervene, or the 
genuine vaccine disease may not be formed; in either case no 
protection will result to the vaccinated, from the operation, and it 
should be postponed till health is restored. "That the vaccine 
disease may be fully developed—that it may run its course regu- 
larly, without interruption—the health of the patient should be good 
at the time of vaccination, and the condition of the skin as perfect 
as possible. 

Appearance of the Genuine Vaccine Pusiule.—On the fourth or 
fifth day after vaccination a small red pimple makes its appearance 
at the point where the matter was inserted, the slight wound having 
entirely healed. On the second and third days, after the vaccine 
inflammation has been distinctly formed, this pimple gradually as- 
sumes the character of a vesicle, elevated above the surrounding 
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skin; round or slightly oval in form, of a light pink red, almost semi- 
transparent ‘in, the circumference, and distinctly depressed in the 
centre. About the ninth day, usually, the. vaccine pustule is per- 
fectly formed and filled with lymph, the centre remaining depressed; 
and around it, varying from one to two inches in extent, the skin 
becomes infldmed, and of-a deep scarlet color. If the. pustule be 
now pierced with a needle or lancet, a transparent, clear fluid will 
be found to-exude-from it, which is the genuine vaccine virus. 
About the tenth or eleventh day the depressed centre begins to 
assume a darker hue, and, the pustule subsiding, this hue is ex- 
tended slowly over the whole surface, where the transparent lymph 
is changed into the vaccine scab, of a deep mahogany color, 
usually about the size of a five cent piece. 

Symptoms of the Genuine Vaccine Pustule.—The local symptoms 
are, itching during the forming stagé, pain in the maturing or ma- 
tured stage, and soreness afterwards. About the seventh or eighth 
day the patient has more or less febrile symptoms, attended with 
enlargement and soreness of the glands in the armpit. These 
febrile symptoms are usually so slight as to require little attention, 
and frequently escape observation or complaint ; and, again, they 
are decided, well marked, and require attention. I have seen the 
patient with quick pulse, hot skin, flushed cheek, headache, sick 
stomach and furred tongue—though such cases are rare. 

Treatment.—The vaccine pustule requires no local treafment— 
all that is necessary is to preserve it from pressure and friction, so 
that it may not be ruptured. If, however, considerable inflamma- 
tion supervene, which should be regarded as an accidental, rather 
than as a necessary result of the operation, sugar of lead water 
and poultices may be used to advantage. For the febrile excite- 
ment, a dose of castor oil, quietude, and abstinence from excitants, 
are all that will be necessary. - 

Difference between the True and the Spurious Pustule.—The 
true vaccine pustule never appears till the end ofthe third or be- 
ginning of the fourth day after vaccination ; the spurious always 
before, and with considerable inflammation. The true is marked 
with regular defined margin, and flat, indented surface: the spu- 
rious, with irregular margin and elevated surface. The true is 
first a vesicle, then a pustule ; the spurious is never a vesicle, but 
runs at once into suppuration. The true is never fully matured 
until from the ninth to the tenth day ; the spurious is generally 
well by that time. The true leaves a regular, well defined scar, 
with pitted surface ; the. spurious an irregular scar, with smooth 
surface. 

And, Finally—lt is recommended, earnestly, that every patient 
be submitted to the examination of a careful physician, or of some 
one well informed as to the appearance and progress of the vaccine 
disease; for it is not every pustule produced by the genuine virus 
that is genuiney and, to enable the physician to decide on its char- 
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acter with confidence, he should see it during its forming, matuting 
and declining stages—that is, about the fourth. ot- fifth, eighth or 
ninth, and eleventh or twelfth days. - 

of. course the Faculty will perceive that the re detail is 
not given for their instruction, but. for that of those who will assume . 
the responsibility of vaccination, without competent poy ee to 
conduct it.

To His Excellency, Joserx W. MarTBEWS, 
Governor of the State of Mississippi : 


Sır :—The undersigned. Secretary of State of the State of Mis. 
sissippi, and ex officio General School Commissioner, has the honor 
to to submit the second biennial report of the condition of the com- 
mon Schools ofthe respective counties herein designated, under the 
operation of the school laws approved March 5th, 1846, and March 
4th, 1848. 

In my last official communication returns were embodied from 
one-fourth of the counties of the State ; and I have to regret that, 
either from inefficiency or inattention of the Boards of Commis- 
sioners and County Superintendents, I am now only able to report, 
in a meagre and unsatisfactory manner, the condition of the common 
schools in eleven counties. 

It will also be observed that, in my former report, information 
was communicated from several counties, from: which no official 
returns have since been received. 

The board of commissioners for the county of Clarke, in Septem- 
ber, 1848, reported an insufficient fund to sustain more than one 
teacher in the county, and, under the act of 1846, consent to im- 
pose a special tax could not be obtained. 

No school had been established in the county up to that period, 
in consequence of a misapprehension of the provisions ofthe act of 
4th March, 1848, amendatory to the act of 1846. They reported, 
on account of the sale of the 16th section, $325 14, including a 
note for $43 18, sued on. Received from licenses, $786 51. In 
the aggregate, $1,165 51, loaned at eight per centum, and well 
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secured. ` On the. 4th June last, they further report that, in conse- 
quence of the deficiency of the school fund, no school had as yet 
been established, but express.the hope that they will soon succeed 
in doing so, They have $1,515 77 loaned at interest, and well 
secured, excepting the sum.of $43 18, which is considered doubt: 


The board of commissioners for the county of Chickasaw repre: 
sent, on the Ist June, ultimo, that there was in their county 
treasury, to the credit of the Common School Fund, $548 69; that 
nothing had been expended; that there are, in the county, one 
hundred and sixty-eight children who are deemed proper bene. 
ficiaries of said fund. i 

The board had determined to pay one dollar per month, for a 
term not exceeding five months, within the year 1849, for each of 
such children as might be duly sent to, and taught in, any common 
school in the county—payment to be made at the end of the year. 

The board further represent that a decree of forfeiture had been 
obtained against individuals, upon which the District Attorney had 
collected five hundred dollars, but had not then paid the same, or 
any part thereof, over to the county treasury. No sixteenth section 
fund had ever been created in the county. l TM

on the 13th September, 1848, transmitted to this Department the 
assessors’ report of the number of children between the ages pro- 
vided by law, as follows:

As per report just received, the aggregate amount of the Com. 
mon School Fund in Hinds county is four thousand eight hundred 
and seventy-six dollars and thirty-four cents, exclusive of commis. 
sioners’ salary, etc. 

The amount derived from twenty-five per cent.tax is four 
thousand six hundred and seventy dollars and thirty-four cents ; 
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fines, etc., two hundred and thirty dollars; licenses, nine hundred 
dollars. . 

In the month of April last, it is stated, there were twenty-five 
hundred and forty children in said county, between the ages pre- 
scribed by law. Forty-seven common schools had been estab- 
lished, embracing thirteen hundred and sixty pupils, including 
therein attendants upon the Jackson Free School. There were 
eleven private schools, numbering two hundred and sixty-four 
scholars. The Sixteenth Section Fund yields an annual revenue 
of forty-five hundred dollars. ‘The average salary paid to teachers 
is estimated at forty dollars per month. ` 
_ 'The superintendent of the county of Holmes makes returns of 

the enumeration of children, without specifying the age (and hence 
I have not classified them) of the aggregate number of sixteen 
hundred and eight. 

The condition of the School Fund in Jones county was reported 
to be, June Sth, 1848, as follows: Amount of notes arising from 
the sale ofthe sixteenth sections, $1,175 ; from tavern license, 
$75, and interest, $140, making a sum total of 81,390 90. "They 
had received, on account of principal and interest, from sundry 
persons, $105 73; paid and loaned out, $105 18 "They further 
state, on the 4th June, ult., there had been received $40 31, and 
$40 loaned out. No schools have been established in the county, 
and no other report received therefrom. 

it appears from the return of the assessor for Jefferson county, 
dated September Ist, 1848, that there were, between the ages 
provided by law, free white children in said county as follows :

The late superintendent of common schools for said county, on 
the 20th October, ult., reports that the poorest townships in said 
county distribute to every child within their limits the sum of three 
dollars and sixty-six cents, and the richest, the sum oftwenty-five to 
thirty dollars. ; 

In May, 1848, a special tax of ten per centum of the State tax 
was imposed, from which they derived a revenue of $1009 36. 
The aggregate amount of the School Fund, in April last, inclusive 
of the special tax accruing from licenses, etc., amounted to the sum 
of $1,699 36. After deducting superintendent's salary, and com- 
missions of other officers, there remained $1086 44 to be distri- 
buted among the townships entitled to the same. A scale of dis- 
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‘tribution was adopted in appropriating the fund to the respective 
townships, in order to equalize the benefits thereof proportionably 
to their several number of children— establishing, as their minimum, 
the township having the poorest sixteenth section fund, and apply- 
ing, for the benefit of each child, an amount equal to that derived 
‘from the sixteenth section fund. Provided the sixteenth sections 
were all available, he estimates a tax of twenty-five per centum 
would equalize neatly one-half of the townships in the county. A 
tax of fifty-five per centum would give each child, in twelve town- 
ships, the sum of $16, and the sum of $4 from each parent or 
guardian, added to this amount, would enable each child to attend 
school eight months in the year. 

The board have divided townships, when necessary, into two 
equal parts, and established two schools therein, having the re- 
equisite number of pupils in each part. In some instances they 
‘have retained a portion of a township as one district, and the other 
portion has been added to the part of an adjoining township ; of the 
two a second district was formed. Children residing at the ex- 
treme limits of a township were permitted, with the consent of the 
trustees concerned, to pass over and attend school in adjoining 
townships. In pursuance to this plan ten or twelve schools were 
established, averaging twenty-five scholars each. 

A report from Lawrence county, dated 31st October, 1848, pur- 
porting to be an assessment return, was received at this Depart- 
ment, from which it appears there are eleven hundred and eighty- 
one children in the county ; but, as their ages are not specified, in 
„pursuance to law, it is deemed unnecessary to Classify them. The 
superintendent for said county, in November, 1848, states that 
trustee elections were held in eighteen townships, and (with one 
-or two exceptions) there are not, in the remaining townships, a 
sufficient number of persons willing and capable to serve. Three 
schools had been established, under the act of 1848, and others 
would have been, provided the people had been informed of the 
advantages of the law. ‘The total number of children attending 
school was estimated at one hundred and fifty. He estimates that 
the county school fund, including the twenty-five per centum of the 
State tax, willdefray about one-half of the expenses of the schools. 

In his second annual ‘report, made, in November last, he gives 
information of the organization often schools, and speaks encourag- 
ingly of the future prospect. 

The school commissioners for Lauderdale county, by a recent 
‘report, represent that there are five schools in successful operation, 
-and one hundred and fifty-six pupils in attendance thereon. The 
amount of general school fund is stated to be $1,731 26, $481 76 
of which is in the county treasury, and $1,249 50 loaned on in- 
terest, and secured. There has been paid to teachers, during the 
past year, out of the sixteenth section and general school funds, six 
hundred and forty dollars. In one township there is a school fund 
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of $785 95, $56 89 of which is in the county treasury; and the 
balance on interest, and secured. One-half of thé amount of the 
salaries of the respective teachers is paid from the School Fund, 
and one moiety by individuals. : 7 

The board of school commissioners for ' Pike county, in Decem- 
ber, 1848, reported five schools in successful ‘operation, in the 
month of June preceding, and the number gradually increasing. 
They further state the aggregate number of days of tuition, be- 
tween the 7th September, 1847, and 3d June, 1848, to have been 
as follows: `

They have expended for their tuition from two and one-third to. 
five cents per day—the balance being paid by parentsand guardians.. 
The amount of permanent funds of the several townships was re- 
ported to have been $3,806, all of which is loaned, on good security. 
‘The amount of the Education Fund is stated-to have been $10 26. 
In June, 1849, the board gave information of six schools in opera- 
tion, at which there had been, during six months, seven thousand 
five hundred and eighty-four days’ attendance of the different 
scholars. "There had been paid five cents per day, for three hun- 
dred and thirty-six days' tuition, and one cent per day for nine 
hundred and eighty days—the balance having been paid by parents 
and guardians. Eighteen teachers had been licensed, and mostly 
employed. The amount of permanent funds belonging to the 
several townships was $3,886 52, $9 22 of which was in cash, 
and the balance in notes, with good security. The Education Fund 
amounted to $54 24. 

The superintendent of public schools in the county of Wilkinson 
made a report, on the 10th September,.1948, from which it appears 
that boards of trustees were duly elected in all the townships but 
two. They were afterwards filled as the law directs. By refer- 
ence to the assessors’ returns it is shown there were, between the 
ages specified in the law, nine hundred and thirty.six children. 
Of this number it was supposed that about six hundred would avail 
themselves of the benefit of the free schools. It was thought, by a 
careful distribution ofthe fund arising from the highest tax, (fifty per 
cent.,) allowed in the law, that the children might be educated, 
* with a very small demand on the parents.” ‘The township funds 
v very much in amount, from $20 per annum, to $800, or from - 
$300 to $22,000 capital. **There are but two townships in the 
county able to pay all school bills, without charge to the general 
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fund or the parents.” There are five townships, having from one- 
half to two-thirds ‘of what will be required. “These will never 
‘draw anything from the county fund, as the average of distribution 
will never reach their present income ; besides the fact*that these 
townships are wealthy." ‘There are nineteen townships ‘in the 
county, and two fractional. Finally, to meet the educational de- 
mands 6f these, at least twenty five schools will be required. A 
variety of obstacles had prevented the organization of more than. 
four schools, under the provisions of the law. Eighteen teachers 
had applied for examination, and beer licensed. 

The superintendent again reports, under date of the 21st No- 
vember, ult., the present condition of common schools in Wilkinson 
county. Five hundred and sixty-one children have attended the 
township schools during the past year. There are nine hundred 
and thirty-six children in the county of lawful age. One hundred 
of these have attended private schools. "This leaves some three 
hundred children who have not had the benefit of instruction during 
any part of the year. Reasons are assigned for this destitution, 
and suggestions made as to some modifications of the law, which, 
in the main, is considered wise and salutary. 

A tabular statement accompanies this communication, specifying 
the number of children in each township ; number at school in each 
township; number at school ; number to and from another town- 
ship; time, and branches taught in the school ; amount of capital 
in each township, and amount of income; amount per child; cost 
of houses and tuition, arid amount paid, per child, by the county, 
are all given in detail. ` 

The school commissioner of Yazoo county, in December, 1848, 
furnished a tahular statement, from which it appears that there 
were, in the aggregate, eight hundred and nine children in the 
county—four hundred and thirty-three attending school.. Seventeen 
teachers were employed, who were paid $2,385 out of the Sixteenth 
Section Fund, $628 out of the School Fund, and the balance by 
individuals. In the month of March last they further report the 
aggregate number of children to have been one thousand and 
seventy-three; four hundred and twenty-nine of this number were 
at school. "They employed seventeen teachers, who were paid 
from the Sixteenth Section Fund $1,570, and $553 out of the 
School Fund, and the balance by individuals. 

Your commissioner has thus, in pursuance to law, given a sum- 
mary of all the returns on file in this Department from the School 
Commissioners and Superintendents. 

My predecessor in office prepared suitable blanks to be filled up 
by the school commissioners, and distributed them as required by 
law—not one of which has been returned to this office ; and, in 
in the absence of uniformity of returns, great difficulty is expe- 
rienced in presenting such facts as are desirable to a complete under- 
standing of this great enterprise.

It is. worthy of remark that, in several counties, gréat emphasis 
is placed upon the fact of their inability to procure competent 
teachers., This is assigned as a chief cause of their destitution of 
schools. “Ireland, Scotland, Canada, New England, New York, 
and the Western States, furnish nearly all of our teachers." It is, 
unfortunately, too true—“ Very few native teachers are employed, 
from the fact of their incompetency." This melancholy truth is 
observed by men of intelligence throughout the State, and is con- 
sidered one of the greatest obstacles to a successful establishment 
of any general system of education. We are at a loss which the 
most to condemn, an entire state of ignorance, or an erroneous and 
false tutelage of our youth. ` 

The pedagogue who implants upon the tender mind habits at 
war with the true principles of science, does a lasting injury to 
society, and deserves the reprobation of mankind. This important 
consideration, so obviously true, renders it our highest duty, in per- 
fecting a system of education which is.to enure to the benefit of the 
present and future generations, to look well to the character and 
qualifications of those to whom we confide the instruction of our, 
children. 

Men are often employed to instruct our youth, entirely void of all 
literary qualifications, destitute of sound moral principle, and en- 
tirely unfit for their stations. We must overlook their foreign 
accent and stupid vulgarity, or be enticely deprived of school privi- 
leges. ‘The only conceivable corrective is in the establishment of 
schools, whence teachers of the right sort may be procured, bring- 
ing the proper credentials as to character and literary qualifica. 
tions. Various systems have been resorted to, in other States, te 
obtain this end, and it appears to be conceded that academies and 
colleges, in their discipline and instruction, are not well calculated 
for the instruction of teachers. 

Your commissioner respectfully suggests for your consideration 
the paramount importance of establishing one or more schools of a 
Normal character, having for their object not only the implanting 
of mere positive instruction, but a mode of discipline peculiarly 
adapted to the wants and training of teachers. The objects, course 
and branches of instruction of a Normal school may be briefly de- 
fined thus: Candidates for admission as pupils into the school, are 
examined in orthography, definition of words, reading, English 
grammar, history of the United States, geography, arithmetic and 
penmanship. Their average of scholarship must be such as to entitle 
them to admission, after a most. thorough examination in these 
branches. The mode of instruction and discipline are peculiarly 
adapted to the training of teachers. It is not only necessary that 
the pupil should acquire knowledge, but they must give evidence 
of their ability to communicate it to others. “In the Normal 
school the pupil must spend time in recitation that would be unne. 
cessary in ordinary schools; they are not only required to recite 
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a lesson, but to illustrate it, as they would in teaching the same 
subject. One essential element in carrying out the object of the 
school, is the admission of pupils of proper dispositions and habits, 
with sufficient literary attainments to render it unnecessary to 
devote much time to their instruction in the elementary branches, 
except with reference to teaching them. à 

Lectures should be given on school government, and instruction, 
by lectures and recitations, in natural philosophy, chemistry and 
physiology. **In arranging the course of instruction," (remarks 
an able author,) “the aim is to restrict it chiefly to such branches 
or subjects as are essential to a complete fulfilment ofthe duties of 
a teacher, under whatever circumstances -he may be placed; and 
not only in the instruction, but in every relation the pupil holds to 
a school, his future destinations as a teacher is kept prominently 
in view.” The purpose of the school being particularly to develop 
the talents of the pupils as instructors, after a prescribed course of 
instruction, on any topic is indicated by the principal, the recitations 
are left to be carried on by the pupils themselves. 

*'l'he method of instruction is founded upon strictly inductive 
principles, always proceeding from the known to the unknown." 
In pursuing this course, much time is required, and the patience 
and skill of the teachey are subjected to the severest test ; while 
mere routine teaching, or simply imparting positive instruction, so 
generally practiced, because attended with less labor, is carefully 
avoided. Inthe application of the first method, the mind, being 
necessarily the active agent in obtaining knowledge, is unfolded ; 
while in the latter, by its being the passive recipient, it is liable to 
be overburdened, and the memory only improved. if the positive 
knowledge acquired by the inductive method is ever lost, the habit 
of thinking remains, and the reasoning powers are developed and 
disciplined.” Thought and reason are fully developed, and prin- 
ciples are substituted for arbitrary rules. 

The following branches of instruction have been adopted in some 
institutions of this character : 

Lectures on the principles of education, embracing mental, 
moral and physical education ; instruction in school government, 
and teaching the elementary branches, and practice in teaching. 
In the department of mathematics, elementary arithmetic, and in- 
struction in higher arithmetic, and algebra and elementary as- 
tronomy. In the department of grammar, English grammar, and 
instruction in etymology, rhetoric, and elements of composition. 
In reading and history, instruction in English literature and the art 
of reading, geography and history of the United States of America, 
history of England, and general history of the world. Instruction 
in writing, drawing and music may also be added. 

Your attention is invited to the “ Act to provide for and establish 
schools in the counties of Hinds, Holmes, Tunica, Jefferson, Wil-

kinson, Lawrence and Amite," and particularly to the 17th and 
18th sections thereof. A 

The minimum number of scholars, in order to make a complete 
district, is twenty. The trustees cannot draw the funds from the 
county treasury without the full complement of scholars, From 
the sparseness of population, and other causes, in many instances 
the objects of the law will be defeated, unless modified to some 
extent. If the number was reduced, or made subject to the dis- 
cretion of the trustees and superintendent, the number of schools 
would be increased. 

- As there has been a wnnt of uniformity in the legislation of the 
State upon the subject of common schools, it would be an endless 
task to refer to the numerous appeals made for modifications of the 
"laws on this subject. It has occurred to the undersigned that the 
cause of education would be greatly conserved throughout the 
State, should the legislature, in its wisdom, provide by law for the 
appointment of one or more State Superintendents, who should 
have a supervisory care of the educational wants of the State, and 
devote their exclusive time and energy to the establishment of 
schools and the perfection of a general educational system, adapted 
to our population and insfitutions. Ifthe right sort of talents were 
enlisted in this behalf, great good might be effected. 

In conclusion, your commissioner indulges the pleasing hope 
that the potriotic design of extending educational privileges to each 
child in the State may speedily be accomplished, and thereby 
elevate the standard of morals, and secure the blessings of civil 
and religious liberty to the remotest posterity. o

Sig: The undesigned, Superintendent of Common Schools for 
Hinds county, in compliance with section twelve, of the school 
law, approved March 4, 1848, respectfully submits the following 
report, containing facts, suggestions, estimates, and such proposed 
modifications of the existing law, as experience would seem to 
demand, together with an exhibit, showing the number of free 
white.children, between the ages of six and twenty, in the county, 
and in each township, as per assessor’s returns, Sept. 1848; the 
number of common schools, and the number of scholars attending 
them, during the year ending May, 1848; the number of private 
schools in the county, and the pupils attending them; the township 
or 16th section fund in each township; the amount of common 
school fund appropriated to each township, etc. 


1. DIFFICULTIES ENCOUNTERED IN PUTTING THE SYSTEM INTO 
OPERATION. 


The law of 1848, proposed to introduce and establish a system 
of means for the education of “all free white children,” entirely 
- new and untried. Difficulties were to be expected, in startjng and 
establishing such a system. Among these, may be mentioned, as 
the most prominent, a general apprehension or suspicion in the 
minds of our people that the law would not be permanent. 

The objection has been urged, as an excuse for inaction on the 
part of many good citizens, “a new school law every session of 
the Legislature, always doing and undoing, making changes and 
experiments, producing nothing but confusion, and accomplishing 
no real and lasting good." 
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The limitation of twenty scholars, (section 8,) proved an insu- 
perable difficulty to some boards of trustees, in the establishment 
of schools. Ignorance, apathy in regard to education, generally, 
manifested chiefly by those not feeling personally interested; ob- 
stinacy and unconquerable prejudice on the part of a few, and an 
unpardonable selfishness in many, who would not have a school, 
but where they would have it, and the consequent disagreement as 
to locations, may be reckoned as contributing their full share of 
the difficulties to be overcome. 


2. GOOD EFFECTS OF THE LAW. 


If the law of 1848 has failed to accomplish all the good which 
was contemplated, and desired by its friends, it has not failed to 
awaken public attention, in a degree unprecedented in this lati- 
tude, to the immeasurable iniportance of popular education. I do 
not hesitate to say, that more has been thought and said in Hinds 
county, on this subject, during the last year, than has been thought ' 
and said in any twenty years preceeding. 

The funds belonging exclusively to the township, arising from 
the lease of 16th sections, have been more carefully looked after. 

The township trustees, generally, with an earnestness and an 
energy altogether new, in this department, and highly benefitting 
the sacred responsibilities of their station, have gone to work like 
men, waked up the sleeping holders and debtors, and startled them 
from their hiding places. The most stringent measures have been 
adopted, for forcing payment and securing funds. In this regard, 
the board of trustees are worthy of all praise. . 

I think we may safely reckon, as one of the happiest results of 
this law, the practical demonstration which, as an experiment, it 
has furnished, that a system of common schools, aiming to carry 
the means of instruction to all, can live in this State. 


3. SCHOOLS AND SCHOOL FUNDS. 


The Exhibit accompanying these sheets, is based chiefly upon 

the reports of trustees, rendered in April, 1849, and shows:

"The amount per scholar in townships having available 
16th section funds, was more or less, in proportion to tlie 
value of those funds, and is not exhibited. Supposing these 
funds all due and yielding an interest of ten per cent., and 
distributed, we would have, aggregate 16th section funds, 
$4,500—2540-—]per child, . 0 « + . 179 

The Exhibit furnished is necessarily imperfect, and probably in- 
acurate, and is by no means as satisfactory as could be desired. 
The time of the attendance of scholars is not given. The average 
time is about —— months. The average salaries of teachers is 
about $40 per month. 

The funds set down to each township, indicate the assets of 
each, amount in the aggregate, to about $4,500. These funds, 
though generally safe and good, are in some instances, unavailable 
at present; and in some ‘townships a portion of the notes is not 
due. In others, the 16th section, remains unsold, and is worth 
but little. In one township, the 16th section is rented annually, 
and yields about $350. Another, in like manner, yields about 
$40 per annum. ' These are indicated in the Exhibit, as being 
assets, severally amounting to $3,500 or $500. 

In several fractional townships, the school section lies wholly, 
or in part, in an adjacent county. 

The common school fund distributed, is the nett amount. Thus,

4. ESTIMATES. 


In comparing the number of scholars with the number of child- 
ren in the county, it is important to notice, that the legal school 
age is from six to twenty. Many thus enumerated, are young 
men engaged in business; others are young ladies whose educa- 
tion is finished, and nota few are mistresses of families, "The 
number of such as do not need, and cannot be expected to go to 
school, must be atleast 500. If so, then we have. 
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The number of children that ought to go to school, 2000 
To the 1,360 attending common schools, add the, 

number at private schools, 1,860—264  .  .- - 1624 
‘Leaving the number at school, ^ - -, . 916 - 


Again; we may safely assume 1,800 as the highest number of 
scholars that can be expected, "under any circumstances, to attend 
the common schools in any one year, without a very considerable 
increase of the population of the county. 

Now, supposing the township funds al} due and yielding an 
annual income, and the school tax to remain as at present, (the 
licenses will fall short several hundreds) we have the following:

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(Txacgens T have found myself: happily disappointéd ‘in: the 
number of compétent and faithful practical: teachers offering thêm- 
selves to our schools. As thé licensing system was entirely hew, | 
it waisthought best to deal gently at first. And, besides, I was. 
fearful a sufficent number of well qualified teachers could not be 
had, and under this. impression, gave certificates tó too many. ap- 
plicants who, to say the least, were no better than théy should be, 
A considerable number, were, nevertheless: rejected as’ utterly 
unendurable. I now feel satisfied, from the experience‘of the last 
‘few months, that -with a fund such as would accrue from & tax 
equal tó 75 per cent. of the State tax, our county may very soon 
become the glory and pride of the State in respect to schools. 
We have now a considerable number of teachers, who are in all 
respects * workmen who have no need to be ashámed." Men of 
enlarged, liberal, cultivated, and practical minds; men who know 
their duty, and have hearts to perform it. This number may be 
increased to any desirable extent. Itis true, those we have are 
self-sacrificing men — and labor faithfully in the great cause with 
very moderate salaries. But let it orice be understood, that Hinds 
county has the means, and the right sort of teachers will not be 
wanting. 

The people are willing; they are prepared. To say they are 
not yet prepared for measures so liberal, is only another way of 
saying they are not willing to be taxed. "This may be true of a 
small minority. But there are a few men in every community, 
who are not willing to be taxed for any thing, not.ever for making 
roads and the support of government. I do not hesitate to express 
my belief, however, that a large majority of our citizens are now 
ready and willing to pay any tax for educational purposes, (6 pro- 
vided it is sufficiently high. What they want is a system of free 
schools. Many, who are opposed to the present law, because of 
the stinted amount of funds raised, are in«avor of a liberal policy ; 
such a tax as would produce four times the means we now have. 
This would elevate the character of common schools, so that those 
who seek superior advantages for their children could not find 
them: elsewhere. 

Teacuers’ IwsrrTUTE. An association of teachers has been 
formed, and although its meetings are not as numerously attended 
as is desired, yet as a means of mutual improvement, devising and 
suggesting the best methods of communicating instruction, uniform- 
ty of text books, and the management of schools, it promises much 
good. Such an association, in the absence of any thing like a 
Normal school, bringing the teachers together to hear and deliver 
lectures upon educational topics—to consult and ‘advise with each 
other—to propose and discuss modes of teaching; to form acquaint- 
ances, and cultivate good feeling and a professional spirit, may be 
made productive of incalculable good to teachers, pupils, and the 
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community-at large; and-cannot, fail. greatly to enhance. the value - 
and efficiency ofthe common school system. : 
.' "E*weuld earnestly ‘recommend that a small -appropriation from, 
.. thé ‘common; school fund, say $——, to: be. voted by the board of 
“police, and with appropriate restrictions, be made for defraying the 
expenses -nécessarily incurred by the members of this association,

To his Excellency Gov. MaTTHEWS, 


Sır: Although I have but a slight personal acquaintance with you, 
Iam nevertheless induced on that acquaintance, and from a khowl- 
edge, indirectly, of the interest you have taken in the geological 
examinations that have been made in some portions of our State, 
to address you on that subject. and respectfully ask that public at- 
tention be called to it, as a subject of vast moment to all the citi- 
zens, especially the farmers of our State. 

I have read, with great pleasure, the occasional notices in the 
papers, of these examinations, which have been made by yourself 
and others in Mississippi, most of which go far to confirm me in 
the opinion, which I have formed, as to the results of investiga- 
tions, both extensive and minute. À 

Having had time to attend to it for several years, and having 
a small cabinet of minerals, well arranged for comparison, I de- 
termined, long since, to make such explorations as might satisfy 
my own mind, concerning the deposits in those parts of the State 
which I visited. Indeed, I had almost determined to make a spe- 
cial examination of three of our counties adjoining this, and pub- 
lish the results, but felt afraid that it might ‘interfere with some 
plan, which, I do sincerely hope, the Legislature will adopt, to 
have a geological survey ofthe whole State. 

At the instance of several gentlemen, who know the efforts of 
yourself and others, to induce action on this subject, I call your 
attention to it, as I am requested to do, not only by them, but by 
personal friends which have communicated, indirectly at least, 


‘ with you. I do, sir, most sincerely hope you will not leave the 


executive chair, without calling tlie attention of the Legislature to 
the subject; and I am sure Gen. Quitman will succeed your ef- 
forts, to have the mineralogical and geological resources of the 
State developed, in the only way in which it can be done effectu- 
ally. You know it must have not only individual effort, but State 
action. In fact, sir, there has been foo little legislation for the 
farmer. Science fully developed, aids immensely the masses, and 
especially the farming interests of our country. It not only devel- 
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copes the agricultural value of our lands, ‘but the mineral. resources : 
thereof, ` East Mississippi; and Madison, Hinds, Warren, Clai- 
bome, and Adams: counties, frem. my own observations would be 
increased one hundred- per cent, in value, if properly surveyed by 
. a geologist.. - TS 
Apart from the high estimate I entertain of your capability to 
judge correctly of the necessity for State patronage of every effort 
of her citizens, individually or collectively, for the promotion of 
education and: the improvement of the sciences, which can alone 
lead to a developement of her resources and: hidden treasures; as 
well. as. for her agricultural and. manufacturing advancement, I 
take the liberty to address you, even upon-a. very slight: acquain- 
tanpe, because I: know you to be a practical farmer, who, I have 
no doubt, is disposed to do all you can, to promote science and as- 
sist the laboring classes. ‘ S. EE 
"Though absent from the capitol of the.State, I have not been 
altogether idle. The earth has afforded me considerable employ- 
ment, and an occasional.essay, generally, incognito was the result. 
This: important subject, will, I sincerely trust, enlist your influ- 
ence with our Legislature, about to convene in Jackson. 1 have 
traveled extensively in the southern and some of-the eastern coun- 
ties of our State, and. have seen many-things to interest the geo- 
logist. Fossil remains, petrifactions, . phytolites, ictholites, &c., 
lime and sand-stone, which might be quarried to great advantage. 
Some of the sand-stone not inferior to that obtained from the quar- 
ries in Stratford county, Virginia, of which the pillars in the east- 
ern portico of the capitol of the United States are made. 
Inexhaustible hills, banks, and beds of compact, or-solid or por- 
ous, or soft marl, rich in calcareous matter, and which, with the 
hard limestone is filled with undecomposed shells of several. geo- 
logical series. There is mar] enough of the different varieties in 
eastern Mississippi, to make the soil as productive and durable as 
the delta of the Mississippi-river, or the richest prairies of the. 
South, if properly applied, and at the same time, residents.can en- 
joy as good health as those occupying mountainous regions. I 
have discovered that these natural meadows or prairies pass under 
the hills of lime, rock, marl, sand, and clay, making their appear- 
ance again at another place, and are to be found almost anywhere 
at the depth of from five to one hundred feet. When the over- 
lying deposit of sand and clay is not deep, good water cannot be 
obtained without going to a considerable distance below, and then 
guarding againstthe sepings of the underlying prairie, "There is, 
to me, a mystery about the formation of these prairies, which I 
think has never been solved by our best geologists. It has gene. 
rally been the impression that trees will not grow on them. This 
is althogether.a mistake. Fruit and ornamental trees and shrub- 
bery will grow as luxuriantly.on them, or more so than, other soils; 
and there is nothing in the nature of the soil, nor.too much lime 
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to prevent their growth ; ‘nor have these beeri destroyed from fre... 
quent burnings by tlie aborigines as was suppésed. | - ü Pes 

In every part of the poorest’ pine woods region, if we go deep ' 
endugh, we coine to this prairie soil, sometimes rich in calcareous” 
matter; and my own experience'has proved, that. some portions ob- 
tained, at the depth of sixty-six feet, made excellent manure for a. 
garden. Frequently, however, they contain too much ‘magnesia, 
and a carbonate of lime, similar to chalk, which only becomes a` 
fertilizer, after long exposure to the air and moisture, and when ` 
combined with vegetable matter. . When these are exposed, they 
are unproductive, and in the hollows or depressions, after continu- 
ed rains, succeeded. by hot dry spells, they form ‘incrustations of 
sulphate of lime and alumina, and chloride of soda, etc.  . " 

I have understood that there are fossil foot-prints, and I can ob. 
tain the bones or skeleton of a huge animal, no doubt of an ‘ex. ° 
tinct species or genera. 

My investigations and observations have been confined mostly 
to the surface, as you may well suppose, not being fully prepar- 
ed for a geological survey. Yet, there cannot be a doubt, but 
that here hoary Nepturne and hot Pluto, have had a desperate 
struggle. The evidences of volcanic action are numerous and 
strong, and the upheaving of many places once submerged, is most 
apparent. ; 

I have added something to my former collection, and may have 
an opportunity of laying them before the géological society. In 
these hills, valleys, and swamps, the botanist may find additions to 
our floral and medical botany; the mineralogist many specimens 
to enrich his cabinet, and the conchologist innumerable shells, the 
truest types, when well set, to explain the transitions of antedilu- 
vian ages; and it is not fmpossible, that many resources and hid- 
den treasures of importance to the State, yet remain to be disco- 
vered by the geologist. MAE DM 

I well recollect that Virginia was thought to be poor in mineral 
resources, and without the means or material to recuperate herex- 
hausted soils, until Prof. Rogers made his first geological survey 
and report to the legislature, and so it has been with most of the 
States. The immense coal-fields, marl-beds, &c., were brought 
to light in Maryland by Prof. Ducatel. . 

Prof. Mathers, by his geological survey, greatly enhanced the 
prosperity of Ohio, and à survey is now' going on in Kentücky; 
and many of our sister States have have had and are now, encour- 
aging surveys ofthis kind; and shall Mississippi, which has taken 
a stand among her sister States, for energy and bravery in war, 
industry in peace, and her patronage of institutions for learning, 
with an overflowing treasury, be inactive? Will her great men 
and legislators remain indifferent on a subject of such vital impor- 
tance to her wealth and fame? ` k . 


It is a theory, the truth of which we cannot ‘doubt, that as we 
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descend into-the eárth, the temperature increases until all is in a 
state of liquification or fusion; and that it is only by an unchangea- 
ble Jaw or process. in chemistry, that in proportion as evaporation 
takes place from:the surface’ of a body, that body is‘ cooled, that we. 
are thus furnished with a crust or shell over the earth on which to 
stand and act. "When we seriously reflect that we are only a ' 
short days. journey from an océan of fire, it becomes us to be on - 
the alert to investigate our condition, and as far as practicable, the 
changes which have taken place, and the results of the past up- 
heavings and submergings which have occasioned these changes, 
and how they may be turned to profit. For this purpose, cam a 
better or more necessary office be created than that of a State. - 
geologist, with a moderate annual appropriation, to begin and 
carry on a geological ‘survey ? pap " 

Prof. T. C. Thornton and the professors having kindly proffered. . 
all the -assistance they can give in geological suryeys, and the ex-- 
amihations of material in a larboratory. I have been sometimes 
almost persuaded to commence this vast work myself, by taking a. 
county at a time, believing that the reports of such surveys would’ 
go far towards discharging the expenses of such a work, if not'euf- 
ficient to remunerate me for my time and labor. But my means 
being limited, I fear to commence without the ability to complete. 
Moreover, by extending as a base a geological line through ‘the. 
State, and working with reference to it; all the work could be done 
in more-uniform and less expensive manner, That which tends 
to-the interest of ali, ought to be done under legislative action and. 
patronage. : ‘ 

I discovered enough from my limited examinations, to know 
that a thorough geological survey of Mississippi would add to the 
actual value of the lands, on the lowest calculation, one hundred 
per cent. To designate the places where the lime, the building 
stone, the marl, the gypsum, the iron, would be found of vast im- 
portance to our citizens; and I know there are to be found in our 
State, clays aud earths for paints, and many mineral substances, 
that are not supposed to have an existence in this State. It is, 
sir, time for action ; who shall set this ball in motion? Shall poli- 
ties and subjects merely local, occupy all the attention. of our Le- 
gislature, and the great interests of education and science, in times. 
of peace and plenty, when we have abundant means, be laid on . 
the shelf ?: I hope not! This good work must be done, and it 
will be done by private and voluntary munificerice, if not other- 
wise. Pressed as I am, to use my efforts for its accomplishment, 
T authorize the use of this letter or any information, I can impart 
for the attainment of this desirable- object. Indeed, I would have 
addressed it to: the editors of the Mississippian, but that I had un-. 
derstood from others, the interest Gov. Matthews had taken in the 
establishment of a geological society at the capital of our State. _

GENTLEMEN: At the second meeting of “The American Às- 
sociation for the Advancement of Science,” held at Cambridge, in 
August last, the following resolution, reported by the standing com- 
mittee, was unanimously adopted : -— 

Resolved, That the American Association, for the advancement. 
of science, eordially approves of the establishment of societies for 
the developement of geology and natural history of the several 
States, and that a committee be appointed to memorialize the State 
governments, which have had no geological surveys, or which 
have had them suspended, on the importance and necessity of esta- 
blishing or resuming them. 

In accordance with this resolution, the undersigned committee 
respectfully ask the attention of your honorable body to the objeet 


* 


of thé memorial. 

The importance and necessity of geological surveys have long 
since been settled in the communities of the old continent; and 
in our own favored land, wherever the great interests of education 
bave seriously occupied the public mind, the utility of such explo- 
rations has been properly appreciated. In many of the States of 
the Union, partial surveys have been conimenced—amounting, in 
Some to a mere reconnoissance of the prominent features of the 
formations, and in others to mere elaborate investigation. Among 
the latter, New York has set an example of liberality, public spirit 
and high appreciation of this useful work, worthy of all praise; and 
in addition to the great local interests which have been developed- 
as the fruits of her. bounty, she has the proud satisfaction of having 
erected a scientific monument in the published reports which may: 
well serve as a model for her sister States. Prof. Hall’s work is 
-considered by-European geologists as “a standard work.on palæ- 
ontology of so high a character, that it will be equally essential to 
European and American students.” 

Massachusetts has done much, and the result have been given 
in valuable publications, which do honor to the State; but there 
remain yet to be accomplished ‘objects of large scientific interest, 
which, no doubt, will be effected. In other States, the published 
reports may be considered as only préliminary to more extended 
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and elaborate productions.: In several of the States, surveys hàyé . 
. been completed, but an unaccountable tardiness exists in giving'to . 
the public their valuable fruits. > ^^^ ^ 77 77 0 } 
An relation to the great agricultural ‘interests of the country, the. 
value of geological investigation cannot be too highly estimated. 
The origin and formation of soils—their fixed and transient pro- 
perties—their chemical and mechanical composition—their mine. ‘ 
ral constitutents—the presence of lime—of iron—of magnesia, of 
elements essential or injurious to vegetation—the means: of im- . 
proving or of correcting. their qualities—of adding to or reducing: 
certain constitutents —their adaptation to particular cultu 
these are dependant on principles which geology and its associate — 
sciences point out. — : cM MA a 
In anticipation of having our land overrun in all directions by 
railroads, such surveys are of lasting importance, and the:choice. 
of location may often be influenced to-the saving of large amounts 
of money, by the knowledge of the topographical geology of their 
proposed course. : xs 
To the civil engineer and architect, the knowledge of practical 
geology is all important, that they may adapt their. plans and esti- 
mates to the condition of-the country-in which they are employed, 
and in the selection of materials present, which, from local eircum- 
stances, may be most available, and in many cases ‘more suitable 
than what may be brought from a distance. -It js but: receritly 
that the new houses of Parliament of Great Britain have been 
constructed of a stone which was selected by a geological com- 
mission appointed for the purpose, as better adapted than what 
was in ordinary use, thus applying a new portion of nature's ma- 
sonry to valuable purposes of architecture. mE 
Our capitol at Washington is a prominent and familiar example 
of the want of such knowledge and foresight in the selection ofa 
perishable material for its construction. What is it that enables 
Egypt and Greece and Rome, now to enjoy the sympathy of other 
nations, but the grandeur of their architectural remains? Fortu- 
‘nately, these great works of antiquity were of durable matérials, 
and instead of crumbling and unmeaning masses of decomposing 
matter, we have models presenting beauty of design and architec 
tural elegance, as the memorials of perfected skill of a refined peo- 
ple, who enjoyed.all the luxuries of improved taste, ' — ; 
In the progress of the mechanic arts, a knowledge of geology 
contributes largely in furnishing constant materials for their vari 
ous processes, ae 
In Europe, mining is à special branch of education, and the de- 
velopement of our extensive mineral resources is rendering geolo. 
gical investigation a matter of necessity, and the want of educated 
miners is seriously felt. Silver; copper, lead, manganese, zinc, 
and other ores, exist in abundance in many parts of our. land, but 
skill is essential to appreciate: their convertibility to use, and to 
work them to advantage. 
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A bare allusion to the inestimable value of iron ores is sufficient 
to bring to your minds the utility of geological investigation foF:^ 
their discovery and developement. A reference is s¢arcely necés: | 
sary to the commercial wealth of. those sections of our land which : 
ate blessed with the presence of coal, so essential in its application 
tothe useful arts and to the domestic comforts of life." As a source ` 
of mineral wealth, its extent is incalculable. Scientific geology ` 
has settled with so much precision the boundaries of its local posi- 
tion, that the errors of expending £10,000 and even £20,000, as 
has happened in Great Britain, for'a single experimental search 
Without the aid of geology, will never again occur. 

Artesian wells are becoming objects of interest in many sections 
of the Union, and without geological knowledge, their location is 
as much a matter of uncertainty as the search after coal. ' 

In an educational point of view, geological surveys are.part and 
parcel of true progress in knowledge, and are calculated to rouse 
a spirit of inquiry among our people, and to stimulate the young to - 
investigate the phenomena of Nature's work, and their relations in 
the great economy of the universe. The observation of the resulte 
of geological study, requires so extensive an application of other 
departments of learning, that it may be, in fact, considered as em- 
bracing the whole circle of the positive sciences. In all our col- 
legiate institutions, it is now considered a branch of science neces- 
sary to every well educated gentleman. Surveys of the several 
States are of great ‘value to them individually, in comparison with 
the small amount of expenditure required in effecting them—and 
as: contributing to develope the scientific resources of the whole: 
country are au important consideration. 

In conclusion, the committee respectfully, but earnestly, recom- 
mends the publication of reports with proper illustrations, as the 
intimate connection of the associated sciences is such, that plates 
of the fossils are essential to a proper understanding of the geolo- 
gical results. " 

The dependence of geology on paleontology, or the history of 
the.ancient beings which inhabited the earth, is so important for 
its: illustration, that zoology must be understood to enable us to 
elucidate the most valuable results of geological investigation. In ` 
laying the foundations of comparative anatomy, the illustrous Cuvier 
has settled its principles on the bony framework ofthe whole animal 
kingdom, and extended them to the restoration of the frames of thou- 
sands of forms that once **lived and moved and had their being," in 
bygone ages. The utility of this knowledge is appreciable when it 
is remembered, that by the presence of the organic contents of the 
various’ strata, they are now recognized and arranged in a geolo- 
gical series. "They'are identified by their fossils, hence the value 
of illustrating, for comparison, all such characteristics. 

The science of the Union is beginning to be represented. The 
high position of its representatives is acknowledged and. respected 
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in the older communities, in the seats of learning which havé Jong

His Excellency, x 
Joseph W. MATTHEWS, : 
Goyernor of the State of Mississippi : 

Sır :—In obedience to an order from general head-quarters, 

four out of the five Major Generals of the State, detailed by your 

- order to review the present military organization of the State, and 

.to suggest improvements therein, met in pursuance thereof, in the 

city of Jackson, in the spring of last year. . The undersigned was 

named in your order.as the President of the Board, being the senior 
Major General of the State. 

After much deliberation, the Board determined to adjourn to a 
later day, and on that day no quorum was present. 

At the first meeting, however, various views were presented by 
the undersigned, which met the approval of the Board, and he was 
desired to draw them up in proper shape for further consideration 
at the second meeting, which, however, was never held. It was 
designed, then, to send them to the various members, but this 

design, for want of time, was never:accomplished. 

Believing that the following outline meets the éxpressed views 
of the Board, it is respectfully submitted to your Excellency.

Ist. There shall be substituted, for the present system of mili- 
tary organization, a new one, composed of companies of volunteer 
militia in each county; battalions and -+regiments, formed from 
such companies, in each division; and, as far as may be practi- 
cable, the regulations of the regular army shall be observed, in 
matters of drill, camp duty, discipline, and military law. 

2d. The present divisions of the State may be continued, or any 
other more convenient arrangement established ; and general 
officers only shall be elected, by the qualified voters at large, as 
now provided by law. ` : 

3d. There shall be an Adjutant General and Quartermaster 
General stationed at general head-quarters, to be appointed by the 
Governor; their duties to be similar to those discharged by like 
officers in the regular army, save that the Adjutant General shall 
be required, at .proper periods, to inspect the troops, and give the 
officers, especially, military instruction. 

4th. The companies within a division shall be formed into a 
regiment, if not more than ten; if more than ten and not less than 
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iwenty, into (wo regiinents  and'any number of compariies remiin- - 
ing, after an entire regiment, or more regiments than one are ` 
formed in a division, shall be formed inte battalion: The Major 
and Brigadier Generals of each division’ shall be a board to:de. 
signate the companies composing the regiments, or battalions in 
each division, regard being had to the residence of the companies. 

5th, Each Major General shall appoint, subject to approval at 
head-quarters, an Assistant Adjutant General, whose duty it shall 
be to-attend company meetings and drills, for the purpose of in. _ 
struction in tactics; and also to attend his chief on alk proper mili. 
tary occasions. ` 

6th. All regiments and battalions shall elect their own field 
officers; a regiment to be commanded by:a Colonel, Lieutenant 
Colonel and Major, and a battalion by a Lieutenant Colonel ; 
the reginients and battalion staff to be appointed, as in the regular 
service. 

7th. Seniority of commission shall give command, and deter. 
mine rank, regard being had to continuous service under succes» 
sive commissions. 

8th. It is proposed, as the two or three principal reasons why 
volunteer companies have always decayed and disbanded are, that 
they cannot buy uniforms, procure music, and pay for the care of : 
their arms, and meet the expenses of regular encampments—things 
all indispensable to their vigor and usefulness; that ways and 
means be devised sufficient to keep up, in thë large counties, two 
or three campanies, and in the smallest at least one ; and it is 
submitted that this may be done by appropriating the.poll-tax, and 
a small commutation in each county—first, to uniforms, which are 
to be the property of the company, and the procurement of arms, 
"should. not the general government supply us; and, after each 
company is thus equipped, to the yearly expenses of music and the 
care of arms in park, and to those of a grand division encampment, 
to be formed annually in some place to be selected by the Major 
General of each division, varying yearly, if practicable. It is 
further suggested that stringent means should be adopted to force 
the collection of such means as may be appropriated to the service, 
and that the moneys, when collected, shall be paid to a paymaster 
or treasurer of each company, in proportion to the active men-of 
the different companies reported to the Board of Police by the 
officers, which board shall distribute the fund among the company 
paymasters, or pay it to the paymaster of the company, if there be 
-only one. "The funds to be collected by the sheriff, and deposited 
with the county treasurers, to be covered by their bonds. "The 
paymasters of the companies to give sufficient bonds, and to draw 
money from the county treasurer upon the requisition of the com- 
missioned officer of his company.. 

9th. All members of voluntéer ‘companies shall take an oath 
faithfully to serve five years, unless honorably discharged, and 
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faithfully to observe the laws of the State,,: and, the military regula- 
“tions: to be. prescribed. : ; 

= 10th. All active members of volunteer companies shall be ex. 
empt from road and jury duty. ^ 

11th. Provision shall be made for courts martial, for the gov. 
ernment and protection of rank and file, as well as comthissoined 
officers. `

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RESOLUTIONS RELATING TO THE SUBJECT OF SLAVERY. 

. Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives, That 
slavery is a crime agaist humanity, and a sore evil in the body 
politic, that was excused by the framers of the federal constitution 
as a crime entailed upon the country by their predecessors, and 
toferated solely as a thing of inexorable necessity. 

Resolved, That the'so called “ compromises. of the constitution ” 
restrained the federal government from inferference with slavery 
only in the States -in -which it then existed, and from. ihter- 
ference. with the slave trade only for a limited ‘time, -which has 
long since expired ; and that the powers conferred upon: Congress 
' by the censtitution to suppress the slave trade, to regulate com- 
merce between the States, to govern the territories, and to admit 
new States—powers conferred with an.express intention ** to form 
a more perfect union, establish justice, insure domestic tranquility, 
provide for the common defence, promote the general welfare, and 
secure the blessings of liberty to ourselves and our posterity "— 
may all rightfully be used so as to prevent the extension of slavery 
into territory now free, and to abolish slavery and the slave trade 
wherever either exists under the jurisdictien of Congress. 

Resolved, That our Senators and Representatives in Congress 
be requested to resist, by all and every constitutional means,.the 
extension of slavery in any manner, whether by the annexation to 
slaveholding Texas of territory now free, or by the admission to 
the Union of territory already acquired, or which may be hereafter 
acquired, without an express prohibition of slavery, either in the 
constitution of each new State asking admission, or in the act of 
Congress providing for such admission. f 

Resolved, further, That our Senators and Representatives in 
Congress be requested to support every just and pradent measure 
for the exclusion of slavery from the District of Columbia ; for the 
entire suppression ofthe slave trade on the high seas, and wherever 
else Congress has jurisdiction ; and generally to relieve the federal 
government from all responsibility for the existence, maintenance, 
or tolerance ofslavery, or the traffic in slaves. . 

Resolved, further, 'That our Senators in Congress be instructed, 
and our Representatives requested, to use their exertions for the 
speedy organization of a territorial government for New Mexico ' 
and California, with a provision forever excluding involuntary ser- 
vitude, except for crime, therefrom.. : 

Resolved, That the Governor be requested to furnish a copy of 
the foregoing resolutions to each of our Senators and Representa- 
tives in Congress, and to the Governor of each State in the Union.

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"The Address of. Southern Delegates in Congress, to their 
Constituents. 


"We, whose names are hereunto annexed, address you in dis- 
charge of what we believe to be a solemn duty, on the most impor- 
tant subject ever presented for your consideration. We ‘allude to. 
the conflict'between the two great sections of the Union, growing 
out of the difference of feeling and opinion in reference to the rela- 
tion existing between the two races, the European and African, 
which inhabit the Southern section, and the acts of aggression and. 
encroachment to which: it has led. . 

The conflict commenced not long after the acknowledgment of 
our independence, and has gradually increased until it has arrayed 
the great body of.the North against the South on this most vital 
subject: In the progress of this conflict, aggression has followed 
aggression, and encroachment encroachment, until they have reach- 
ed a point when a regard for your peace and safety will npt permit 
us to remain longer silent. ‘The object of this address is to give 
you a clear, correct, but brief account of the whole series of ag- 
gression and encroachments on your rights, with a statement of 
the dangers to which they expose you. Our object in making it, 
is n@ to cause excitement, but to put you in full possession of all the 
facts and circumstances necessary to a full and just conception ofa 
déep.seated disease, which threatens great danger to you and the 
whole body politic. We act on the impression that in a popular 
government like ours,"a trüecconception of the actual character and’ 
state of a disease is indispensable to effecting a cure. | 

We have made it a joint address, because we believe that the: 
magnitude of the subject requiredthat it should assume the most im- 
pressive und solemn form. 

Not to go further back, the difference of opinion and feeling in 
reference to the relation between the two races, disclosed itself in 
the Convention that framed the Constitution; and constituted one of 
the greatest difficulties ip forming it. After many efforts, it was 
overcome by a compromise, which provided in the first place, that 
Representatives and direct taxes shall be apportioned among the 
States according to their respective numbers; and that, in ascer-: 
taining the number of each, five slaves shall he estimated as three. 
In the next, that slaves escapigg into States where slavery does nót 
exist, shall not be discharged from servitude, but shall be delivered 
up on claim of the party to whom their labor or service is due, In 
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the third place, that Congress shall not prohibit the importation of 
slaves before the year 1808; but a tax not exceeding ten dollars 
may be imposed on each imported. And finally, that no capitation 
or direct tax shall be laid, but in proportion to federal numbers ; and 
that no amendment of the Constitution, prior to 1808, shall affect 
this provision, nor that relating to the importation of slaves. 

So satisfactory were these provisions, that the second, relative 
to the delivering up of fugitive slaves, was adopted unanimously, 
and all the rest, except the third, relative to the importation of 
slaves until 1808, with almost equal unanimity. They recognize 
the existence of slavery, and make a specific provision for iis pro- 
tection where it was supposed to be most exposed. They go fur- 
ther, and incorporate it, as an. important element, in determining 
the relative weight of the several States in the Government of the 
Union, and the respective burden they should bear in laying capi- 
tation and direct taxes. It was well understood at the time, that 
without them the constitution would not have been adopted by the 
Southern States, and of course that they constituted elements so 
essential to the system that it never would have existed without 
them. The Northern States, knowing all this, ratified the consti- 
tution, thereby pledging their faith, in the most solemn manner, sa- 
credly to observe them. How that faith has been kept, and that 
pledge redeemed, we shall next proceed to show. 

With few exceptions of no great importance, the South had no 
cause to complain prior to the year 1819—a year, it is to be feared, 
destined to mark a train of events, bringing with them many, and 
great, and fatal disasters, on the country and its institutions. With 

t commenced the agitating debate on the question of the admission 
of Missouri into the Union. We shall pass by tor the present his 
question, and others of the same kind, directly growing out of it, 
and shall proceed to consider the effects of that spirit of discord, 
which it roused up between the two sections. It first disclosed - 
itself in the North, by hostility to that portion of the constitution 
which provides for the delivering up of fugitive slaves. In its pro- 
gress it led to the adoption of hostile acts, intended to render it of 
non-effect, and with so much success, that it may be regarded now 
as practically expunged from the constitution. How this has been 
effected, will be next explained. 

After a careful examination, truth constrains us to say, that it has 
been by a clear and palpable evasion of the constitution. It isim- 
possible for any provision to be more free from ambiguity or doubt. 
It is in the following words: “No person held to service, or labor, 
in one State, under the laws thereof, escaping into another State, 
shall, in consequence of any law or regulation therein, be dischaged 
from such service or labor, but shall be delivered up on claim of 
the party to whom such seryice or labor may be due.” „Al is clear. 
There is not an uncertain or equivocal word to be found in the 
whole provision. What shall not be done, and what shall be done, 
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are fully and explicitly set forth. The former provides that the fu- 
gitive slave shall not be discliarged from his servitude by any Jaw or 
regulation of the State wherein he is fouud ; and the latter, that he 
shall be delivered up on claim of'his owner.  .. | l 

"We do not deem it necessary to undertake to refute the sophistry 
and subterfuges by which so plain a provision of the constitution has 
been evaded, and, in effect, annulléd. Jt constitutes an essential 
part of the constitutional. compact, and: ot course, of the supreme 
law of the Jand. As such it is binding on all, the Federal and State. 
Governments, the States and the individuals composing them. The 
sacred obligation of compact, and the solemn injunction of the su- 
preme law, which legislators and judges, both Federal and State, 
are bound by oath to support, all unite to enforce its fulfilment, ac- 
cording to its plain meaning and true intent. What that meaning 
and intent are, there was no diversity of opinion in the better days 
of the Republic, priorto 1819. Congress, State Legislatures, State 
and Federal Judges and Magistrates, and people, all spontaneously 
placed the same interpretation on it. During that period, none in- 
terposed impediments in the way of the owner seeking to recover 
his fugitive slave ; nor did any deny his right to have every proper 
facility to enforce his claim to have him delivered up. It was then 
nearly as easy to recover one found in a Northern State, as one 
found in a neighboring Southern State. But this has passed away, 
and the provision is defunct, except, perhaps, in two States.* 

3 When we take into consideration the importance and clearness 
of this provision, the evasion by which it has been set aside, may 
fairly be regarded as one of the most fatal blows ever received by 
the South and the Union, This cannot be more concisely and cor- 
rectly stated, than it has been by two of the learned judges of the 
Supreme Court of the United States. In one of his decisions 
Judge Story said: “Historically it is well known that the object of 
this clause was to secure to the citizens of the slaveholding States 
the complete r ght and title of ownership in their slaves, as proper- 
ty, in every State of the Union, into which they might escape, 
from the State wherein they were held in servitude." ‘The full 
recognition of this right and title was indispensable to the security 
of this species of property, in all the, slaveholding States, and, in- 
deed, was so vital to the preservation of their interests and institu- 
tions, that it cannot be doubted, that it constituted a fundamental 
article without the adoption of which the Union would not have: 
been formed. Its true design was to guard against the doctrines 
and principles prevalent in the non-slaveholding States, by prevent- 
ing them from intermeddling with, or restricting, or abolishing the 
rights of the owners of slaves." i K 

. Again, “The clause was therefore of the last importance to the 
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“Indiana and Jilincis. — ' fv, 48 
TThe case of Prigg vs. the Commonwealth of Pennsylania. 
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safety and security of the Southern States, and could hot be surren- 
dered hy them without endangering their whole property 'in slaveg: - 
The clause was accordingly adopted in-the constitution by. the unau-^ 
imous consent of the framers of it— a proof ‘at once of, its intrinsic 
and practical necessity.” E S ee, 

Again. ;, “The clause manifestly contemplates the existence of a. 
positive unqualified right on the part of the owner 'of the slave; 
which no State law or regulation cain any way regulate, control, 
qualify, or restrain.” : 

The opinion of the other learned judge was not less emphatic 
as to the importance of this provision, and the unquestionable right 
of the South under it. Judge Baldwin, in charging the jury, said :* 
“If there are any rights of property which'can be enforced, if. one 
citizen have any rights of property which are inviolable under the 
protection of the supreme law of the State, and the Union, they 
are those which have been set.at nought by some of these defend- 
ants. As the owner of property, which he had a perfect right ‘to 
possess, protect, and take away—as a citizen of a sister State, en“ 
titled to all the privileges and immunities of citizens of any. other 
States—Mr. Johnson stands before you on ground which cannot be 
taken from under him—it is the same ground on which the Govern- 
ment itself is based. If the defendants can be justified, we have 
no longer law or government.” Again, after referring more par- 
ticularly to the provision for delivering up fugitive slaves, he said: 
“Thus you see, that the foundations of the government are laid, and 
rest on the right of property in slaves. The whole structure must 
fall by disturbing the corner-stone.” i 

These are grave, and solemn, and admonitory words, from a’ 
high source. They confirm all for which the South has ever &on- 
te.nded, as to the clearness, importance, and fundamental character 
of] this provision, and the disastrous consequences which would in-, 
evitably follow from its violation. But in spite of these solemn 
Warnings, the violation then commenced, and which they were in- 
tended to rebuke, has, been fully and perfectly consummated. The 
citizens of the South, in their attempt to recover their slaves, now 
meet, instead of aid and co-operation, resistance in every form’; ° 
resistance from hostile acts of legislation, intended to baffle and de- 
feat their claims by all sorts of devices, and by interposing every 
description of impédiment—resistance from judges and magistrates 
—and finally, when all these tail, from mobs, composed "of whites 
and blacks, which, by threats or force, rescue the fugitive slave 
from the possession of his rightful owner. The attempt to recover 
a slave, in most of the Northern States, cannot now be made with: 
out the hazard of insult, heavy pecuniary loss, imprisonment, and ' 
even of life itself Already has a worthy citizen‘of Marylaüd lost . 
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his life*.in makingan attempt to enforce -his claim to a fugitive sldve : 
under this provision: 5 wo 00 0 ez 7070 7. 0" 
‘Buta provision-of the constitution niay:be violated indirectly. && - 
well as directly y. by doing an act in its nature inconsistent with that’ 
which is enjoinéd.to be done. ~ Of this form of violation, there is &- 
striking instance carinected:with the provision under consideration. ` 
We allude to secret combinations which are believed to exist in 
many of the Northern States, whose objectis to entice, decoy, ep- 
trap, inveigle and seduce slaves to escape from their owners, and 
to. pass them secretly and rapidly, by means organized for the pur- 
posé, into Canada, whete they will be beyond the reach.of the pro. : 
vision. "That to entice a slave, by whatéver artifice, to abscond 
from his owner, intoa rion.slaveholding State, with the intention to. 
. place him beyond the reach of the provision, or'prevent his recov-^ 
ery, by concealment or otherwise, is as completely repugnant to it 
as its open violation would'be, is too clear to admit of doubt, or to ` 
require illustration. “And yet, as repugnant as these combinations’ 
are to the true intent of the provision, it is believed, that, with the 
above exception, not one'of the States, within whose limits they ` 
exist, has adopted any measure to suppress them, or to punish those 
by whose agency the object for which they were formed is carried" 
into execution. - On the contrary, they have looked on, and witness- 
ed with indifference, if not with secret approbation, a great number 
of slaves enticed from their owners, and$placed beyond the possis’ 
bility of recovery, to the great annoyance and heavy pecuniary loss 
of the bordering Southern States. ' ls 
When we take into consideration the great importance of this 
provision, the absence of all uncertainty as to its true meaning and 
intent, the many guards by which it is surrounded to protéct and; 
enforce it, and then reflect how completely the object for which it: 
was inserted in the constitution is defeated by these two-fold infrac- > 
tions, we doubt, taking all together, whether a more flagrant breach 
of faith is to be found on record. We know the language we have 
used is strong, but it is not less true than strong. . : 
There remains to be noticed another class of aggressive acts of ` 
a kindred character, but instead of striking-at an express and spe-- 
cific provision of the constitution, aims directly at destraying the 
relation between the two races at the South, by means subversive: 
in their tendency of one-of'the ends for which the constitution was - 
established. We refer to the systematic agitation of the quéstion 
by the abolitionists, which, commencing about 1885, is still contin. ` 
ued in all possible forms. Their avowed intention is to-bring about a 
state of things that will force emancipation on the South.  'Tounite 
the North in fixed hostility to slavery in ‘the South, and to excite" | 
discontent among the slaves with their condition, are among the: 
means employed to effect it. With a-view-to bring about the form > 
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er, every meang are resorted to in :order to render the South, and- 
the relation between the two races there, odious and hateful: tothe 
North. For-this purpose, sócieties and newspapers are everywhere 
established, debating clubs opened, lecturers employed, pamphlets 
and. other publications, pictures. and petitions to Congress, resorted 
to, and directed to that single point, regardless of truth. or decency ; 
while the circulation, of incendiary-publications in-the South, the 
agitation of the subject of abolition in Congress; and the -employ- 
ment of emissaries are relied on to excite discontent among the 
slaves. This agitation, and the use of these means, have been: 
continued with mere or less activity for a series of years, not with. 
out doing much towards effecting the object intended. We- regard 
both object and means to be aggressive and dangerous to the rights . 
of the South, and-subversive, as stated, of one: of the énds for which, 
the constitution was established. Slavery is a domestic institution. . 
Itbelongs to the States, each for itself to decide, whether it shall. 
be established or not; andif it be.established, whether it should 
be abolished or not. Such being the clear and unquestionable right 
of the States, it follows necessarily, that it would be-a flagrant act. 
of aggression on a State, destructive of itsrights, and subversive of 
its independence, for the Federal Government, or one. or more 
States, or their people, to undertake to force on it the emancipation 
of its slaves. . But it is a sound maxim in politics, as well as law 
and morals, that no one has a right to do that indirectly which he 
cannot do directly, and it may be added -with equal truth, to aid, or - 
abet, or countenance another indoing it. And yet, the abolitionists 
of the North, openly avowing their intention, and resorting to the 
most efficient means for the purpose, have been attempting to bring 
about a state of things-to force the Southern States to emancipate 
their slaves, without any act on the part of any Northern State: to 
arrest or suppress the means by which they propose to accomplish it.. 
They have been permitted to pursue their object and to use what- 
ever means they please, if without aid or countenance, also without ` 
resistance or disapprobation. What gives a deeper shade to the 
whole affair, is.the fact, that one of the means to effect their object, 
that of exciting discontent among our slaves, tends directly to sub- 
vert what its preamble declares to be one qf the ends for which the 
constitution was ordained and established: “to ensure domestic , 
tranquility,” and that in the only way in which domestic tranquility 
is likely ever to be disturbed in the South. Certain it is, that am , 
agitation so systematic—having such an object in view, and sought 
to be carried into execution by such means—would, between inde- 
pendent nations, constitute just cause of remonstrance by the party 
against which the aggression was directed, and, if not heeded, an 
appeal te arms for redress. Such being the,case where an aggres- 
sion of the kind takes:place among independent nations, how much 
More aggravated must it be between conféderated. States, where -~ 
the Union precludes an appeal to arms, while it affords a medium 
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through which it caw operaté-with vaetlyincressed force. and efeit? 
- That it. would be-pervérteb to suola use, never entered into te im- 
_agiiation of the generation which formed and adapted the constifa- 
‘tion, and, if it had:-been süppósed it would, it is" certgin that the 
. ;South never would have adopted it... 00 40 ee 0. 0 0 
_.... We now return to. the question of the admission of Missouri into 
the Union, and shall proceed to give a brief sketch'of the oceut- 
rences connected with.it, and the consequences to whichsit has di- 
rectly led. - In the latter-part of. 1819, the then /T'erritory of. Mis- 
souti applied. to Congress, in- the usual form, for leave to forma. 
State constitution and government, in orderto be admitted, into the 
Union., A bill was reported for.the purpose, with the üsual pro- 
visions in such cases. Amendments were offered, having for their 
"object to make it a condition of her admission, that her constitution 
should have a provision to prohibit slavery., This brought on the. 
agitating debate, which, with the'effects that followed, has'done so 
much to alienate the South and North, and endanger our political 
institutions. - "Those who objected to the amendments, rested theit 
opposition on the high ‘grounds of the right of self-government. 
They claimed that a territory, having reached the period when itis 
proper for it to form a constitution and government. for itself; þe- 
comes fully vested with all'the rights of selgovérnmerit ; ahd that 
even the condition imposed on it by the Federal constitution, relates 
not to the formation of its constitution and government, ‘but its ad- 
mission into the Union. For that purpose, it provides “as a condi- 
tion, that the government must be Republican. l o 
_ They claimed that Congress has no right to add to this condition, 
and that to assume it, would be tantamount to the assumption of the 
right to make its entire constitution and government; as no limita- 
tion could be imposed, as to the extent of the right, if it be admit. 
ted that it exists at all.. Those who supported the amendment, de- 
nied these grounds, and claimed the right of Congress to impose, at 
discretion, what conditions it pleased. In this agitating debate, the 
two sections sibod arrayed against each other; the Sonth in favor 
of the bill without amendment, and the North opposed to it without 
Àt.- .'Ehe debate and agitation continued until the session was well 
advanced; but it became apparent, towards its close, that the peo- 
ple of Missouri were fixed and . resolved in their opposition to the 
proposed condition, affi that. they would certainly reject it, atid adopt 
a constitution without it, should the bill pass with the condition. 
Such being the case, it required no great effort of mind to perceives 
that Missouri, once in possession of a constitution and government, 
not simply on paper, but with legislators-elected, and officers appoint- 
ed, to carry them into effect, the grave questions- would be present. 
ed, whether she was of right a Territory or State; and, if the lát- 
ter, whether Congress had the right, and, if the right, the power, 
to abrogate her constitution, disperse her Legislature; and to re- 
- mand her back to the territorial condition. These were great, atid, 
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under the circümstances, fearful questi»ms—tóo fedrfül.to be met ‘by 
those who had raised the agitation. ‘From that time the only ques. 
tion was, how to escape from the difficulty.  Fortunantely,a means 
, was afforded. A compromise (as it was called) was offered, baséd 
on the terms, that the North should cease to oppose the admission 
of Missouri on the grounds for which the South contended, and that 
the provisions of the Ordinance of 1787, for the government of the 
Northwestern Territory, should be applied to all the territory ac- 
quired by the United States from France under the treaty of Louis. 
iana, lying north of 36 30, except the portion lying in the State -of 
. Missouri. -The Northern. members embraced, it; and, although 
not originating with them, adopted it as their own. It was torced 
through Congress by the almost united votes of the North, against a 
minority consisting almost entirely of members from the Southern 
States. — ' ; : OR 

Such was the termination of this, the fitst conflict under the con- 
stitution, between the two sections, in reference to slavery in con. 
nection with the territories. Many hailed it as a permanent and 
final adjustment that would prevent the recurrence of similar con- 
flicts ; but others, less sanguine, took the opposite and more gloomy 
view, regarding it as the precursor of a train of events which 
miglit rend the Ünion asunder, and prostrate our political system. 
One of these was the experienced and sagacious Jefferson. ‘Thus 
far, time would seem to favor his forebodings. May a returning 
sense of justice, and a protecting Provideuce, avert their final ful- 
filment. 

For many years the subject of slavery in reference to the territo- 
ries ceased to agitate the country. Indications, however, connected 
with the question of annexing Texas, showed clearly that it was 
réady to break out again, with redoubled violence, on some future ' 
occasion. The difference in the case of Texas was adjusted by 
extending the Missouri Compromise line of 36 30, from its termi- 
nus, on the western boundary of the Louisiana purchase, to the 
western boundary of Texas. The agitation again ceased for a short 
period. a "E 

'The war with Mexico soon followed, and that terminated in the 
acquisition of New Mexico and Upper California, embracing an 
area. equal to about one-half of the entire valley of the Mississippi. 
If to this we add the portion of Oregon ackfiowledged to be ours by 
the recent treaty with England, our whole territory on the Pacific 

«and west of the Rocky mountains, will be found to be in extent 
‘but little less than that vast valley. The near prospect of so great 
an addition. rekindled the excitement between the North and. South 
in reference to slavery in its connection with the territories, which 
‘has become, since those on the Pacific were acquired, more uni- 
versal and intehse than ever. : als 

The effects have been to widen the difference between the two 
sections, and to give a more determined and hostile character to” 
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‘their conflict., "The. North no longer respects the Missouri com- 
romíse line, -althongh adopted by, their’ alinbst unanimous" Yote, 
Trntead of compromise, they avow that. their determination isto éx- 
lude slavery from all the territories of the United States, acquired, 
or to-be acquired; and; of coursé,. to. prevent the- citizens of the 
Southern States from emigrating with their property irt slayes into 
any of them.. "Their object, they. allege, is to prevent the ‘exten- 
' sion of slavery, and ours to extend it, thusmaking the igsue between 
them and us to be the naked question, shall slavery be extended ‘or 
not? We do not deem it necessary, looking to the object of this 
address, to examine the question:so fully discussed at the lasi ses- 
sion, whether Congress has the right to exclude- the citizens of the 
South from immigrating with their property into. the territories. be- 
longing to the confederated States of the Union. * What we proz 
pose in this connection is, to make a few remarks on what the 
North, alleges, erroneously, to be the issue between us and them, - 
So far from maintaining the doctrine whiclrthe issue implies, we 
hold that the Federal, Government has no right to extend or restriet 
. Slavery, no more than to establish or abolish it; nor has it any right 
whatever, to distinguish between the domestic institutions óf one 
State, or section, and another, in order‘to favor the one and discour- 
age the other. As the federal representatives of each and all the 
States, it is bound to deal out, within the sphere of its powers, equal 
and exact justice and favor to all. To act otherwise, to undertake 
to discriminate between the domestic institutions of one and another, 
would be to act in total subversion of the-end for which it was es- 
tablished—to be the common protector and guardian of all, Enter. 
taining these opinions, we ask not, as the.Nortlr alleges’ we do, for ` 
the extension of slavery. 'That would make a discrimination in'our ' 
favor, as unjust and unconstitutional as the discrimination they ask 
against us in their favor. It is not for them, nor for.the Federal 
Government to determine, whether: our domestic institution is good 
or bad ;. or whether it should be repressed or preserved. Tt belongs 
to us, and us only, to decide such questions. What, then, we do in. 
sist on, is, not to extend slavery, but that we shall notbe prohibited: 
from immigrating, with our property, into the territories of thé Uni- 
ted States, because we are slaveholders ; or, ‘in other words, that 
‘we shall not, on that account, be disfranchised of a privilege pos. 
sessed by all others, citizens and foreigners, without discrimination 
as to character, proféssion, or color. All, whether, savage, barba- 
ed eivilized, may freely enter and remain, we only being ex- 
eluded. . & 
We rest out claim, not only on the high grounds above sfated, but 
also on the solid foundation of right, justice and equality. The 
. territories immediately in controversy—New Mexico and: Califor- 
nia—were acquired by the common sacrifiée and efforts ‘ofall the 
States, towards which the South contributed far more than her. ‘full 
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¢ipate fully in the benefits. to be derived from their acquisitione— 
Butas inipregnable as ‘is this ground, there is another not less 8o. 
‘Ours is à Federal Government—a Government in which, not indi- 
viduals, but States, as distinct sovereign. conimuanities, are ‘the con- 
stituents, ` To thet,.as-merhbers of the Federál Union, the terri- 
-tories helong ; and they are hence declared to be territories belong- 
ing: to.the United States; ‘The Statesthen are the joint owners: Now 
it is conceded by all writers on the subjeet, thát in all such Gavern- 
ments their members are-all equal—equal in rights and equal in dig- 
nity. They also concede that this equality constitutes the basis of 
„Such Government, and that it cannot’be destroyed without changing 
their nature aud character. To deprive, then, the Southern States 
and their citizens of their full share in Territories declared to be- 
long to them, in common with the other. States, would lie in deroga- 
tion -of the equality belonging to them as members of a‘Federal 
Union, and sink them, from being equals, into a subordinate and 


- dependent condition. Such are the solid and impregnable grounds 


& 


on which we rest our demand to aù equal participation in the terri- 
tories. 

: But as solid and impregnable as they . arein the eyes of justice 
atid reason, they, oppose a-feeble resistance-to a majority, determined 
to engross the whole. At the last session of Congress, a bill-was 
passéd, establishing a territorial government for Oregon, excluding 
slavery thercfrom. The President gave his.sanction to the bill, and 
senta special message to Congress.assigning his reasons for doing 
so. ‘These reasons pre-supposéd that the Missouri compromise was 
to be, and would be, extended, west of the Rocky Mountains, to the 
Pacific ocean. And the President intimated his intention in his.mes- 
sage to veto any future bill that should restrict slavery south of the 
line ofthat compromise. Assuming itto-have been the purpose and 
intention of the North to extend the Missouri compromise line as 
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` above indiéated,.the passage of the Oregon bill could .only-bé re- 
garded as evincing the acquiescence of the South in that line... But 
. the developments of the. present -session of Congress have made it 
“manifest to all, that no ‘such purpose or intention now exists :4vith 
: the North to any: considerable.-extent. Of the truth of-this,-we 
have ample evidence in what has occurred already „in the House. of 
Representatives; where the popular feelings are soonest and most 
intensely felt. tei y C ee A se 
Although Congress has been in session but little more than one 
Imonth, a greater number of measures of an aggressive.character 
have been introduced and they more aggravated and dangerous, 
than have;been for years before. And what clearly ‘discloses 
whence they take their origin, is the fact, that they all. relate to 
.the territorial aspect of the subject of slavery,or some other of a 
. nature and character iritimately connected with it. . 
The first of this series of aggressions is a resolution introduced 
by a member from Massachusetts, the object of which is to repeal 
all acts, or parts of acts which recognise the existence of slavery, 
.or. authorise the selling and disposing of slaves in this District. On 
question of leave to bring in a bill, the votes stood 69 for and 82 
against leave. The next was a resolution offered by a member 
from Ohio, instructing the Committee on Territories-to report forth- 
with bills for excluding slavery from California and New Mexico.* 
. Tt passed by a vote of 107 to 80. That was followed by a bill in- 
- troduced by another member from Ohio, to take the votes of the in- 
habitants of this District, on the question whether slavery within 
its limits should be abolished. 

The bill provided, according to the admission of the mover, that 
free negroes and slaves should vote. On the question to lay the 
bill on the table, the votes stood, for 106, against 79. To this suc- 
ceeded the resolution of a member from New York, in the follow- 
ing words: “Whereas the traffic now prosecuted in this metropolis 
of the Republic in human beings, as chattels, is contrary to natu- 
ral justice and the fundamental principles of oür political system, 
and is notoriously a reproach to our country, throughout Christen- 
dom, and a serious hindrance to the progress of republican liberty 
among the nations of the earth- Therefore, 

“Resolved, That the committee for the District of Columbia be 
instructed toreport a bill, as soon as practicable, prohibiting the 
slave trade in said District.’ On the question of adopting the fe- 
solution, the votes stood 98 for, and 88 against. He was followed 
by a member from Illinois, who offered a resolution for abolishing 
slavery in the Territories, and all places where Congress has ex- 
clusive powers of legislation, that is, in all forts, magazines, arse- 
nals, dock-yards, and other needful buildings, purchased by Con- 
gress with the consent of the legislature of the State. 
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This resolution was passed over under the rules of.the Hotise 
without being put to vote. © zx 

The votes in favor of all these measures were confined to the 
members from the Northern States. True, there- are some patri- 
otic members from that section who voted against all of them, and 
whose high sense of justice is duly appreciated ; who in the pro. 
gress of the aggressions upon the South have, by their votes, sus- 
tained the guarantees of the constitution, and of whom we regret 

to say many have been sacrificed at home by their patriotic course. 
‘ . We have now brought to a close a narrative of the series of acts 
of aggression and encroachment, connected with the subject of 
this address, including those that are consummated and those still 
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On his motion, the rule was S SUSponded and the bill read the 
second time. 

On his further motion, the bill was considered as engrossed, read 
the third time and passed with its title as stated.

The following special message was received from His Excellen- 
cy, the Governor, through Mr. McDonald, his private Secretary : 
To the Speaker of the House of Representatives : | 

Srn—-I return to the House of Representatives, without my sig- 
nature, the bill entitled “An act toincorporate the Wilkinson coun- 
ty Manufacturing Company.” 

On ordinary questions of policy, where no constitutional objec- 
tions exist, I shall be ready to defer to the opinion of the Legis- 
lature, but there are cases where, from the magnitude of the evil 
apprehended, I feel it my duty to withhold my approval. Such is 
the character of the bill now presented to me. Itseems to me 
that the very extgnsive privileges granted to this Company, might 
result in serious injury to the public. The past history. of the State 
should admonish us to guard with jealous care, the grant of exten- 
sive powers to private corporations. Itshould be remembered that 
where once given, they are, by the decisions of our courts, beyond 
the redch and control of the Legislature. 

My objections to the bill are—First: That the corporation 
erected by it, is perpetual; second: That although declared to be 
established for the laudable purpose of manufacturing cotton and 
woollen yarns, and fabrics, and also for the making of all machi- 
nery necessary for manufacturing purposes, there are no words re- 
straining its business, nor the capacity to hold property to those ob- 
jects; and lastly: That there is no limitation to the amount of per- 
sonal and mixed property, which it may acquire, hold and possess, 
Although the leading purpose of the incorporation is stated in the 
bill, yet the substantial provision of the latter clause of the first 
‘section, which makes the Company “capable of purchasing, hold- 
ing and alienating all kinds of property, whether real, personal or 
mixed," is too broad to be considered as restraining its operations to 
the purpose first expressed. If so, what is to prevent the. Compa- 
ny from employing their associated capital and its accumulation in 
extensive mercantile operations, or controlling the. market by the 
monopoly of any article of necessity, of consumption, or, if the bu. 
siness should promise higher profit, by discounting notes, buying, 
selling, anddealing in exchange, and by the power of associated: 
wealth, driving off individual competition, and by that means, reg». 
ulating the value of exchange. 
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It is no answei to these. objecrions, that the character of the, very.

Mr. Catchings, from the joint standing committee on the Peni- 
tentiary, made the following report : 


Mz. SPEAKER :— The joint standing committee on the Peniten- 
tiary have completed their investigations, and beg leave to report : 
^ ‘That they have made a complete and thorough examination of 
the books and accounts; beginning at the period to which the in- 
 vestigation of the committee ‘appointed by the last session of the 
legislature extended ; and after scrutinizing every item in said 
boóks and accounts, and comparing each item with ‘its proper 
voucher, have found the same to be perfectly accurate and correct. 
The books are kept after the most approved mode of book-keeping; 
allthe vouchers are regularly numbered and filed, so that your 
committee had not the least difficulty in pursuing their investiga- 
tions, and arriving ata knowledge of the financial condition of the 
institution. 

Your committee beg leave to submit a statement made from a 
strict analysis of the report of the Superintendent, from . which it 
will be apparent that the institution has paid all its proper expenses, 
and made a clear profit of nine hundred and thirty-six dollars and 
ninety-four cents for the last year. 

'T'he State has advanced to the institution during the year 1849, 
the sum of $9,781 42. 

Against this sum, the institution is entitled to the following cred- 
its for work done for the State, &c. viz:

In this statement, your committee have credited the institution 
only with such Tabor and improvement as have added a permanent 
value to the property of the State, and with the cash paid into the 
treasury. ^ . EL. MN i B 
_ The law makes it the duty of the Superintendent te pay to each 
discharged convict a small sum of money, to enable him to support 
himself until he can find employment in some honest vocation. 
Under this provision of the law, the Superintendent has paid to 
discharged convicts during the year 1849, the sum of four hundred 
and fifty-four dollars and eighty-eight cents, for which the prison is 
fairly entitled to a credit, inasmuch as it does not properly come 
under the head of expenses, but is a bounty bestowed by the State 
from motives of humanityand policy. — :  . ` 

The institution is also entitled to a credit for the expense of 
keeping prisoners waiting for new trials, "which amounted in the 
year 1849 to.$109. This. charge properly falls upon the State, 
because prisoners sert to the Penitentiary for safe-keeping, while 
waiting for the decisions of the High Court of Errors and Appeals 
are not subject to labor, and of course can earn nothing. | 

Your committee cannot too strongly recommend the manufac- 
turing department of the institution to the fostering care of the le. 
gislature. This branch of industry seems tobe peculiarly adapted 
to Penitentiary labor, for the following reasóns: 

, Ist. The attention of the machinery affords constant employment 
to the minds of the convicts, and in this way bas ‘a tendency to 
prevent thoughts on plans of escape. l 

2d. 1t prevents them from being exposed to the weather, as must 
be the case in out-door work of all kinds, and in this way, promotes 
the health of the convicts. ) ? 

3rd. It cuts off all chance of escape, and requires a less number 
of guard. : "d "BR 

4th. It withdraws the miserable competition with the honest 
méchanies of the country, which has been so destructive to their 
prosperity. ^ T 

5th. It is not only the most- profitable branch of industry that 
has ever been pursued in the institution, but it furnishes a ready - 
market.for a large’ quantity of cotton, arid all the wool that can be 
furnished by the surrounding country. - . | "n 

Your committee have examined the yarns, linseys and osnaburgs 
manufactüred at the institution, and ‘do not-hesitate to pronounce 
equal to similar articles produced’ at any manufactory in ‘the 

nion. - — x. + m Ti Ee es SEN a E 
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Your committee attribute the prosperous condition of the insti- 
tution to the manufacturing department, although the engine and 
machinery now in use are only sufficient to employ about twenty- 
two hands; and the opinion is confidently expressed, that with a 
moderate and judicious appropriation of money, its operatious will 
become a source of revenue to the State. 

Your committee feel constrained, with a view to the comfort 
and proper medical treatment of the sick, and with a view to the 
conveniènt storage of goods manufactured in the prison, to recom- 
mend that the main front building, which is in a dilapidated and 
. dangerous condition, be taken down and rebuilt so as to afford 
suitable and convenient rooms for the storage and sale of goods, 
and for hospital purposes. l 

Your committee believe, that in order to fix the entire respon- 
sponsibility of the prison upon the Superintendent, as well as to 
give greater energy to its operations, the Assistant-Keeper should 
be appointed by the Superintendent, by advice of the Board of In- 
spectors, and be entirely subordinate to his orders. 

Your cammittee believe, that more frequent meetings of the 
Inspectors would increase the efficiency of the operations of the 
prison, and afford more satisfaction to the people. 

Your committee have noticed, that there is in the institution a 
large amount of manufactured articles, such as wagons, &c., 
which have been on hand for some time, and are transferred from 
year to year, to the stock on hand, at a nominal value. They re- 
commend that the Superintendent be authorised to sell such articles 
at public auction, after giving sufficient notice, as they are con- 
stantly decaying and decreasing in value, and that the proceeds be 
paid into the State treasury. 

The committee cannot bring this report to a conclusion without 
earnestly recommending that suitable provision be made for the 
moral and religious instruction of the convicts. 

The attention of your committee was called; at an early period 
of their labors, to an apparent discrepancy in the accounts of the 
Superintendent and State Treasurer. The communications of the 
Auditor and Treasurer, herewith submitted, will show that no dis- 
crepancy exists in fact. 

In order to carry out the views of the committee, the following 
bill is respectfully submitted.

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of 
Mississippi, That it shall be the duty of the Superintendent, under 
the direction of the Inspectors, at as early a period as possible, to 
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‘purchase an engine of sufficient power to propel three times the 
‘amount of machinery now in use, for the manufacture of cotton 
<and wool. l ee 

` Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That the Superintendent shall, 
under the direction of the Inspectors, purchase at the same time, 
such additional amount of machinery, to be used in the manufacture 
of cotton and wool, as will give employment to fifty hands. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted,That the Superintendent, under 
the direction of the Inspectors, shall sell at public ‘auction, all man- 
hfactured articles which have been on hand fora longer time 
iuan six months, except such articles as thé Inspectors may think 
tt advisablo to retain. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, That as soon as the new engine 
shall be received and put in operation, the Superintendent shail, 
under the direction of the Inspectors, sell the old one at private 
Sale, 

Sec.5. Be it further enacted, That the proceeds of the sale of 
-of the old engine, and of the manufactured articles to be sold at 
auction, shall be paid into the State Treasury. l 

Sec. 6. Be it further enacted, That the sum of fourteen thou- 
sand dollars be, and the same is hereby appropriated for the pur- 
-chase of the engine and machinery required to be purchased under 
this act. 

Sec. 7. Be it further enacted, That the Superintendent shall, 
under the direction of the Inspectors, take down so much of the 
main front building- as may be deemed unsafe by the Inspectors, 
and rebuild the same, so as to afford suitable and convenient 
rooms for the storage and sale of goods manufactured in the pri- 
son, and for hospital purposes. 

Sec. 8. Be it further enacted, 'That hereafter, the Assistant 
Keeper shall be appointed by the Superintendent, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Inspectors, for the term of two years ; 
«he shall be entirely subordinate to the Superintendent, and shall 
‘be actively engaged in the business of the prison according to his 
directions ; and he shall not be discharged from office without a ` 
fair trial before the Inspectors, and by their consent. 

Sec. 9. Be it further enacted, That a Chaplain for the prison 
shall be appointed annually by the Inspectors, for the term of one 
year, who shall hold divine service in the prison every Sunday, and 
devote a portion of that day to the moral and religious instruction 
of the convicts; visit the sick during the week, and..shall receive a 
-salary not exceeding three hundred dollars per annum. 

Sec. 10. Be it further enacted, That it shall be the duty of the 
Inspectors to visit the, prison once in each week ; te-make a tho- 
rough examination of the manufacturing and other departments, 
and to transact such other business as may be deemed necessary, 
‘and they shall be allowed to compensate their secretary for his 
-services in keeping their minutes, papers, &c., in a sum not ex- 
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ceeding three hundred dollars per annnm, according to the amount 
of services rendered. l l TE 
Sec. 11. Be it further enacted, That the 34th section of artis 
cle 17th, of an “act to amend the Penitentiary Code, and for other 
purposes," approved February 24th, 1844, shall not be so construed 
as to prohibit the officers of the Penitentiary from purchasing. pro- 
visions, drugs, paints, &c, from any Inspector or other officer of 
said prison.

Hon. R. S. Greer, Chairman Penitentiary Committee : 


Sir—Your note of yesterday is received. Discrepancies will 
unnecessarily exist in the reports of the officers of the Prison, 
from those of the Auditor and Treasurer. It grows partly out of 
the fact, that the fiscal year in the prison is counted between dif- 
ferent dates from those in which our balances are reported, and 
partly from the fact, that although their fiscal year closes on the 30th 
day of November, in each year, and'the accounts due on that day 
are then allowed, yet the Superintendent's orders on this office 
bear date on the-first days of December, 1848 and '49. With the 
exception of this difference in dates, growing out of the reason 
stated, there is no substantial difference in the statements of the 
monies actually drawn. í : 

My books, from Ist January to 31st December, 1849, show a 
disbursement of $10,106 42 on Penitentiary account. The Pri- 
son report, from Ist December, 1848, to 30th November, 1849, 
show $9,631 42, received of the State during that period—differ- 
énce $375. This am’t was disbursed by my warrant on 10th Jan., 
1849, but the voucher from the Prison was dated Ist December, 
1848, and was for.a quarter’s salary due on the 30th Nov’r, 1848. 
Hence the difference in the statements, though there is no real 
difference in the cash drawn. Though the Penitentiary account is 
closed on the 30th November, the drafts for the amounts are not, in 
fact, drawn until the 1st day of December, and yet the Peniten- 
tiary charges itself with the amounts so drawn. My report of 
disbursements has reference to the day on which my warrant is 
drawn ; that of the Treasurer, to the day on which it is presented 
to and paid by him. If you will examine their receipts, as dated 
in their reports, with the vouchers on file in my office, bearing in 
mind the difference in dates as stated, you will perceive that there 

` is no real difference as to the money actually drawn. I will ex- 
hibit them in detail to your committee with pleasure.

Sir—I am in receipt of your favor of yesterday, relative to “a 
diflerence in the amounts reported as drawn from the Treasury in 
the reports of the’ Superintendent and those of the Auditor and 
Treasurer," and requesting me “to state how it happens that these 
differences in the reports exist. ` ^ 

This diserepancy referred to, is only apparent, as may be seen 
uponfan examination of the vouchers filed in those departments. 
The report of disbursements at the Treasury, and that of the issue 
of pay warrants from the Auditor's office, cannot agree in any one 
year, éxcept from the merest accident. This arises from the fact, 
that holders of warrants do not always present them for payment 
during the year they were issued, and I have no means compelling 
them todo so. Again: the warrants of former years’ issue, (many 
of which are outstanding on various departments) are paid on 
presentation, and, of course, are reported.in the Treasury disburse- 
ments of the year in which they are paid; and hence the Auditor’s 
and ‘Treasurer’s reports of disbursements will not annually agree. 

The report of the Superintendent of the Penitentiary I have not 
seen; but Ihave no reason to believe that “any errors exist in 
the statement of warrants reported in the Penitentiary account.” 
That report, however, could not agree with mine, because the two 
run for different periódsz—one closing with November, and the 
other with December, in each year. 

Trusting a further examination will make this satisfactory to the

As the subject is before the Legislature, 
in the message of my predecessor, I deem it iniproper to accompa- 
ny these letters with any recommendations of my own.

To His Excellency, John A. Quitman, : ; 
S Governor of the State of Mississippi : 
Having been the only person who first made the arrangement 
to negotiate the Mississippi Bonds for the Planters’ Bank in this 
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and the London market, I feel it a duty I owe others, as wellas 
myself, who are still interested in those Bonds, to apply to your 
Excellency to lay before the Legislature, and recommend the pas- 
sage of a law, which will provide for the payment of these Bonds 
with the interest due thereupog. With that view, permit. me to 
. suggest the following, as a law, which, I think, the Bond-holders 
would be willing to accept, and your Legislature would pass, pro- 
vided you should recommend the same to that honorable body— 

First: That allthe back intesest due upon the Bonds and all 
Bonds already due, shall be funded into six per cent. Bonds, in the 
same form and manner as they were originally, and payable, both 
interest and principal in New York, and that it shall be optional 
with the State to renew the Bonds hereatter to become due from 
year to year, for the next ten years, payable at suchtime and times 
as they choose, having not over twenty years to run. I was at 
Jackson in 1848, when the Legislature passed the law to pay: a 
portion of the back interest om these Bonds, and appropriated lands . 
for the extinguishment of these Donds on certain conditions, neith- 
er of which, has been available to much extent, neither will be, so 
long as the greater part of the Bonds are held in Europe, by per- 
sons, who do not want lands, and are not willing to sell their Bonds 
at so great a sacrifice, as they would be obliged to do, to realize 
for them. Now as the State received all their pay in New York 
in specie, or its equivalent, and for the first half million, a small 
premium, and for the one and one-half million, ten and three-quar- 
ters per cent., it is right and proper that the original agreement - 
with the State Commissioners should be carried out, and the money, 
both interest and principal be paid in New York when it is ever 
paid, unless those holding the Bonds choose to accept of lands on ` 
the terms you have offered, or may hereafter offer to them. I 
therefore, as one of the Bond-holders, respectfully request you to re- 
commend to your honorable Legislature such a law, fully believing 
all the Bond-holders will accept of the terms and condition:. 

As your treasury is full and overflowing, and the State one of the 
most wealthy of the Union, I doubt not but that the Bond-holders 
would concur in such an arrangement, if entered into by the Le- 
gislature of the State ; moreover the constitution of your State re- 
cognises these Bonds, and on that account, the State, and the offi- 
cers of the State, are more solemnly bound to carry out such ar- | 
rangement than they would otherwise be. It is probable that oth- 
ers, interested in the Bonds, will petition and request payment of 
these Bonds and the interest due thereupon. F have therefore ta. 
ken some trouble to ascertain that the terms I have proposed, would 
be satisfactory to them, without exeeption. à 

I also believe, that if the Legislature pass such a law, author- 
ising you andthe proper officers to execute and exchange the Bonds, 
and pay the interest out of the treasury, that the whole matter will 
be settled, although. it may, at times, be necessary forthe Legisla- 
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ture to authorise an increase of taxes, that there may be always 
sufficient in the treasury, to pay the semi-annual interest. -

Dear Sir: On the 27th of. December last, I addressed you on 
the subject of the Planters’ Bank Bonds, and requested you to re- 
commend that a law be passed to fund the bonds now due, and the 
back interest, and to pay the same annual interest hereafter as it 
becomes due, and the right of the State to fund the other bonds as 
they become due, for the next ten years, at such time as the State 
pleases, not over twenty years, and to make the bonds in the same 
form, and payable in New York, both interest and principal. 

I yesterday received a letter from a friend in your State, inform- 
ing me that there are many projects suggested in regard to the pay- 
. ment of these bonds, and one is to offer the stock of a railroad to 
be built by the Staie, from Jackson. to Montgomery, Alabama. 
Now, as every such scheme as this, in my opinion, the bondholders 
would reject, [think it my duty to inform you, because it would turn 
out like the plan to pay in lands. ` I therefore, suggest, that in order 
to meet the proposition that may be .made to pay in stock of the 
railroad, or in lands, that it may be optional with the bondholders 
to take new bonds on the terms above, railroad stock, or lands, 
according to the last law to pay in lands. .I think this would obvi- . 
ate the objections that may be raised in regard to any plan proposed 
to defeat the plan I proposed of renewing the bonds, and funding 
those due and the back interest; and this plan would give the State 
the use of the money in the Treasury $500,000 00 to $600,000. 
00, at this time, except a dividend of six months or one year, which 
the last Legislature: ordered paid, but was not, owing to the fact 
that the Attorney of the Staté reported the law unconstitutional, and 
therefore, the money in the Treasury was not paid out as the law 
directed. Now, allow me to suggest, that.in case any one objects 
(as some have done,) to pay in lands, as the law provided, on ac- 
count of these lands being given for the internal improvement funds, 
have the law so altered that the bonds so taken for lands or for rail- 
roadstock, be transferred over to such funds for the same purpose as 
the lands were given for, and the-State continue to pay interest and 
principal to such fund or.funds, as it is applicable. Such is the 
case in this State, in regard to our canal fund and school fund, or 
any other having: occasion for investment or.expenditure. If you 
‘pass such a law, the Planters’ Bank Bonds will be a current bond 
in Europe and in this country, and the small amount of semi-annu- 
al interest will never be felt by your State, which is, and will be 
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one of the most wealthy of any in the Union, from the uticómimon ` 
richness of its soil. Itherefore beg you to have these laws passed. -

And whereas, itis likely that England will soon 
make overtures to our General Government demanding a release 
from all treaty stipulation, whereby she is obliged to keep her ex- 
pensive fleet upon the African coast for the suppression of the slave 
trade. And whereas, both the ‘Government of the United States 
and England are convinced that some other plan must be adopted 
to check that traffic. And whereas, the settlement of the African 
coast with colonies of civilized colored men is the cheapest and 
best plan of suppressing said triffic, being likewise calculated to 
further the work of colonizing our people of color, which plan of 
suppressing the trade, is true American policy ; therefore, 

Be it resolved bythe General Assembly of the State of Indiana, 
That our Senators and Representatives in Congress be, and they

Mr. SpeakKER—The joint select committee, appointed by the 
Senate and House of Representatives, to examine the report of the 
committee made under an act entitled “an act to provide for a com- 
mittee for the examination of the books of the Auditor of Public 
Accounts, Treasurer, and Executive Department of the State, and 
for other purposes,” approved March the 4th, 1848, and to report 
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what action should be taken thereon, have had the report and books: 
of said committee under consideration, and have instructed me .to 
report the general results of the examination, so far as it was made 
by said committee. ‘They have given a detailed statement of every 
thing connected with the papers and books of the offices examined. 
James R. Young is found to be due the State a balance of $2 45, 
on account of the sinking fund. The sum total paid into the Trea. 
sury ori account of this fund, up to March 3d, 1849, is $144,177. 
418. The statement shows that H. D. Mandeville, Esq., has re- 
‘ceived out of this fund, for fees and commissions; $18,417 88. 
James R. Young received on account of the literary fund, the sum 
of $346 00, which was appropriated to the payment of his salary. 
He also received on final dividend of stock of the State in the Bank 
of tlie State of Mississippi, $300 00, which was appropriated to 
the payment of his salary. The report gives full statement of. 
James R. Young's account with the town lot fund, showing a debit 
of $24,547 85, and a credit of $24,547 864. The report shows 
that Morgan McAfee, commissioner of the seminary fund, purchased 
out of that fund 1107 acres of land lying in Hinds and Yazoo coun- 
ties. James R. Young, State Commissioner, appearsto be charged 
with $8,973 82% on account of the seminary fund, and credited 
with that amount. Thomas F. Collins appears to have received 
‘notes for collection, principal and interest, $8,332 063, belonging 
to the town lot fund. He is credited with $6,379 294, leaving a 
balance in his hands in favor of this fund, of $1,952 77, which 
was settled by an act of the Legislature, approved January 26, 1846. 
The firm of Mason & Shelton, it appears received for collection 
notes belonging to this fund, principal and interest, amounting to 
$53,017 10. They are credited with $40,473 97, leaving a 
balance due by them of $13,143 123. John N. Drake, Esq., it 
appears, received for collection, notes belonging to the same fund, 
rincipal and interest amounting to $4,561 39. He is credited 
with $2,510 144, leaving a balance due the fund by him, of 
$2,051 241. i l 

Messrs. Dunlap and Hughs are charged with $8,380 98 amount 
of notes received for collection on account of this fund—they are 
credited with $3,668 06—leaving a balance due by them of 
$4,719 92. 

Messrs. Patton and Collins received of this fund for collection, 
notes with interest, amounting to $6,656 08, they are credited 
with $4,781 38, leaving a balance against them’ of $1,874 70, 
which the statement of the committee shows, was settled by an 
act of the legislature, approved 26th January, 1846. Said com. 
mittee have made a statement of notes received by H. G. Runnels, 
when Governor, and by him deposited in the Planters’ Bank at. 
Natchez, as collateral security for a note of $10,000 00, discounted ` 
by said Bank, July 28th, 1835, for the use of the State ; amount of 
said notes is $10,362 33, credited with $1,243 14, leaving a 
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balance of $9,119 19, of which, the committee say “it appears 
that these notes were placed in the hands of Eli Houston for collec- 
tion by the Planters’ Bank, that he died soon thereafter, and the 
suits were prosecuted and money collected by Robert. Hughes, esq.,. 
and suit is now pending against him for the same." It appears 
that T. J. Coffee received of this fund, notes for collection, to the 
amount of $3,282 00, and is credited by $3,083 60, leaving a 
balance of $198 40, which appears by endorsement ot J. H.. 
Mallory, to have been subsequently paid. D. Greenlief received 
a note of $185 for collection, and is credited with that amount. 
George Work, esq., received notes for collection on account of 
said fund, amounting to $152,057 662. The statement shows that 
of that amount, he collected $17,042 14, out of which was allow- 
ed or reserved $12,051 63, for commissions, and he also paid C. 
M. Price for publishing notices $383 50, making his credits 
$12,435 13, leaving a balance due the State of $4,607 01. 

The committee have made outa full and complete statement, 
contained in a book marked 3, showing the condition of each and 
every note belonging to the Sinking Fund, and not paid into the 
State Treasury. This statement is so voluminous that your com- 
mittee could not examine it and give the information detailed in it, 
without great and unnecessary labor. The said committee have 
made a statement of notes received by A. G. McNutt, when Gov- 
erop, and discounted in the Union Bank, amounting to $25,106 664, 
with which amount he is credited. They have also given a state- 
ment of the sale of lots in the city of Jackson, made by the State 
Treasurer and Auditor of Public Accounts, on the Ist of July, 1844, 
amounting to $10,533 00, and which amount is accounted for by 
said officers. George Work, esq., it appears, has received notes 
belonging to the Seminary Fund, amounting to $151,800 70, he is 
credited by amount of notes accounted for, &c., $43,429 07, the 
statement shows that he collected $32,169 394, and received by 
him from Morgan McAfee, commissioner, $3,214 92, amounting: 
to $35,384 31, after deducting his commissions for collecting, there 
will be left in his hands $1,608 46, the whole amount of which 
he has appropriated to his own use as fees for his professional ser- 
vices, and “has now in his hands notes, amounting to $108,371 63." 
It appears from “slips of paper found in the Auditor’s office, pur- 
porting to be accounts between the State and individuals, and com- 
panies who had redeemed land from the State,” as seen by the 
statement of said committee, that James E. Matthews, late Auditor, 
received on the account of redemption of lands $20,670 774, he 
is credited with amount paid. into the Treasury $17,871 84, leav- 
ing due the State $2,798 93. 

Ít appears by a book kept by said late Auditor, that he re. 
ceived on the some account, $1,139 76; there is also an error in 
favor of the State of $47 193, making the aggregate amount of 
James E. Matthews’ default to the State, $3,935 883. The said 
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committee have furnished a detailed statement of the examination 
of the Auditor's office, up to-the 25th of. January, 1844; also, a 
‘statement of the errors detected; which statement your. committee 
will not be ablé to examine minutely, or to report upon fully and 
accurately, and therefore will not attempt it. ` ID 

The statement of the examiniation of the books and accounts, 
and voucheas, belonging .to the Penitentiary, shows that an error 
‘existed in Joseph Mosely superintendent's account, of moneys re- 
ceived by him, of $10 00, which has been since accounted for by 
hum, i 

J. W. Wade, late superintendent, is ascertained to be in de. 
fault, $ 97 03, being errors and omissions in reporting the various 
monthly sales of the various shops in the institution. 

B. G. Weir, a late superintendent, is also reported, as being in 
default $68 31. ` | 

The receipts of the Penitentiary, from its own resources, from 

the year 1842, to the 30th November, 1848, appear to have been 
$88,849 582; and the disbursements during the same period, out 
of its own resources, $ 88,635 29 showing tlie amount of receipts 
over disbursements, of $214 293. During the same period the 
sum of $80,716 174 was drawn from the State Treasury, for the 
use of the Penitentiary. 

Said committee examined the vouchers and entries in the jour- 
nal of the "Treasurer's office, of the administration of William 
Clark, late Treasurer, and he was found to be due the State 
$180 74; which arose from ‘errors in his accounts, and which 
amount was immediately paid by him into the State Treasury. 

I am finther instructed by the joint select committee, to state, 
that the said examining committee continued their examination of 
the offices, specified in the act, under and by which they were ap- 
pointed; for six months, as appears by their books and report, and 

'that tliey failed to complete the entire work required by said act, 
in the Auditor’s and Treasurer’s office; and also did not enter on 
an examination of the Executive office for the want of time. ` ` 

The joint committee of the two Houses can see no public good 
to be effected, by a continuation of the investigation, which will 
be commensurate with the expense it will be to the State. They 
"know no action that the Legislature can take, with reference to 
the disclosures and information, contained in the books and report 
of said committee, as the laws of the State now provide ample re- 
medies for the injuries herein shown to have been inflicted upon 
the State. | 0007 

They therefore recommend, that the books and report of said 
committee, be deposited for safe keeping and future reference, in 
the Auditor's office, and that this report be spread upon the jour- 
‘nals, and that 500 copies of the same be published, for the use 
ofthe Senate. A similar report has been made to thé House of 
"Representatives. All of which is respectfully submitted.

lst. That the bill submitted for the consideration of your com- 
mittee, is seriously-defective and objectionable. The amount of 
one hundred thousand dollars to be appropriated, as contemplated 
in the bill, is too small to effect the objects in view, and in the 
opinion of the minority of said committee, it would require not less 
than five hundred thousand dollars per annum, to establish this gen- 
eral system of common schools, upon firm and efficient basis. 

2d. That the principle contended for in the bill for the establish. 
ment of a general system of common schools, is impracticable and 
inexpedient, inasmuch as a large additional tax must be imposed for 
the establishment of this system, and the rate of taxation being at 
present, as high as will be submitted to. 
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3d. That a general system of common schools: would not operate 
equally upon the different counties. ` There are a few counties in - 
the State paying a large amount of taxes into the State Treasury, 
which have but a small number of free white inhabitants, compar. 
ed with.the counties in the State paying but a small amount of taxes 
into the ‘Treasury, ‘and having a vastly larger number of free white 
inhabitants, making, therefore, the burthen of taxation fall more 
heavily, and almost exclusively, SE the larger tax paying 
counties. 

4th. That a general system of common schools, would have the 
immediate effect of breaking down the local system, which is ope- 
rating so successfully and so beneficially in many of the counties 
of the State. 

Lastly. That the faith and character of the State, demand that 
her liabilities should be at once provided for, out of the present sur- 
plus in the Treasury, and out of the revenue accruing ftom year 
to year, and that no funds should be inexpediently diverted from this 
object, until she shall ze-errect her public credit and good name, 
which have so long been burried.

** the administration of justice in our circuit courts," have given 
the subject a careful examination, in connection with various other 
propositions looking to a reform in the practice and proceedings of 
the severa] courts of this State, and beg leave to report : 

The constitution provides that “justice shall be administered 
without sale, denial or delay." The wisdom of this provision is so 
` obvious that it has been embodied, in substance, in the organic 
.law of nearly every free government since the time when thé 
great charter of English liberty, was wrested from the grasp of 
the most despotic of monarchs. Yet, wise as the maxim is, it is 
now, and has ever been, measurably defeated by that complica- 
tion of judicial remedies, which we have drawn from the same 
source. * With the trial by jury we have adopted the common 
law, and, to relieve the administration of justice from its rigid 
rules, we have also adopted the system of equity jurisprudence. 
There exists, then, two separate and distinct systems of remedial 
justice—the one, known as the practice and pleadings at common 
law, and the other, as the procedure in equity. It should be borne 
in mind that the common law and equity jurisprudence are only 
different modes of administering justice. -Both systems are equally 
fixed, in all their essential principles, and in the arbitrary rules, 
which, under the general name of law, regulate men's conduct 
and determine their rights. ‘The difference consists in their mode 
of redressiug the wrongs and establishing the rights of parties 
litigant. 

As might be expected, these two systems of remedies run into 
each other by steps so gradual, and their boundaries are so indis- 
tinct and uncertain, that the best legal minds are sometimes puzzled 
to determine, where the one ends or the other begins. From this it 
results, that the suitor is often.tossed from court to court, at a great 
expense and unnecessary delay, and, perhaps, a positive loss ofthe 
substantial fruits of a victory, without having the merits of his case 
. once touched. It frequently happens that a party is turned out of 
the court of last resort, not because his case is bad, but because his 
counsel selected the wrong remedy. Not unfrequently parties are 
compelled to go from one court to another to obtain a complete 
remedy in a single case. Surely, it must be an extremely defec- 
tive system of remedial justice, which sends a party to two courts 
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for his remedy in a single cause of action, or which compels him ` 
to come.twice to the same court, and obtain redress by piece-meal, 
when it might be granted him in a single proceeding. Unfor- 
fortunately, however, that portion of remedial justice, which is ad- 
ministered by courts of equity, is entrenched behind a constitutional 
barrier, which places it beyond the power of legislative reform, 
ho matter how oppressive its operation, or what impediments: it 
-throws in the way of a cheap and speedy administration of justice. 
It remains for the people to abolish this obstacle, before a complete 
and radical change in legal proceedings can be effected. 
- , But another prominent cause of “ delay,” is the use in our courts 
ofthe ancient and cumbrous pleadings and practice of the common 
law. They originated at an early period, and in an extremely 
imperfect state of jurisprudence, and at a time when learning was 
confined to monastic establishments, and the priesthood were at 
once the schoolmasters and lawyers of the age. In this general 
darkness sprangup thé elements of what has been since dignified 
with the name of the science of pleading. Originally it was in 
Norman, or law-French ; then it received a classical impress, and 
spoke in Latin ; finally, it dropped its foreign garb, and spoke in 
English, albeit very bad English at that. It has been urged in its 
favor, that it reduced the matters of difference between the parties 
to a single point, so às to enable ignorant jurors to arrive at the 
true issue. Ifthis were so, it is strange that the pleadings should 
have been composed in a language not understood; and, although 
pleading purported to be a logical statement ofthe cause of action 
or defence, the language ofthe narration was a. sealed book to the 
~ jury, until translated by the court or counsel. The most natural 
conclusion would be, that they were invented ‘for the benefit of 
courts and lawyers, rather than parties or juries. So far from in- 
structing the jury as to the true issue, it is the constant practice, at 
the present day, among the profession, to read, or perhaps omit the 
pleadings altogether, and then verbally to explain to the jury what 
the cause of action or. defence is. S 

Again; the forms of action had their origin in a state of society 
widely differing from the present. Of course the forms of action 
were adapted to the particular character of the wrongs to be re- 
dressed, or the rights to be enforced. Hence the common law 
forms are limited to a small number, very technical, wordy, and to 
a mind not trained to legal investigations, not a littlé mystifying, 
and sometimes, supremely ridiculous. As they were framed in the 
outset to meet only a few. special cases, when the, wants of society 
increased, and the subjects ‘of litigation multiplied, they were grad- 
-ually ‘expanded by the ingenious fietions invented by courts, to 
meet cases never contemplated, and where the facts sought to 
be adjudicated; bore only a conventional relation to their legal 
statement. 

For example, the action of ejectment is the legal form for trying 
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the possessory right to real property. But in its origin it was de-: 
sighed simply for the recovery of damages done to a lessee for a 

term of years. By means of what Blackstone calls “a string of 
legal fictions," or what common sense would call a tissue of legal 

falsehoods, it is made to subserve a use little dreamed of by its 

inventors. It proceeds upon the ground that a nominal plantiff, 

called John Doe, leased the premises in question of the real party 

in interest, and that Richard Roe, another man of straw, entered 

and ousted him of the possession. Richard notifies his loving 

cousin, the real defendant, of the claim thus made, and assures 

him, that he, Richard, will let judgment go by default, unless he 

comes and defends his right. Thus warned, the possessor of the 

property comes into court, and is compelled, that he may become 

a party, to enter into what is faceitiously termed the consent rule ;. 
that is, in order to become defendant, he is forced to acknowledge 

a lease that never existed, an entry, which never occurred, and 

an ouster that was impossible. 

Such are the straits to which parties are now driven, to try 
their-rights to real property. 

One more example of the slight relation, which the form of 
action bears to the facts sought to be established, will suffice, al- 
though it would be easy to multiply them to an indefinite extent. 

If a man were robbed of his watch, he might waive the force, 
and bring an action for the value of his watch, as upon a purchase. 
In his declaration, he would state that the defendant was indebted 
to him in a certain sum, for a certain watch, and in consideration 
thereof, undertook and promised to pay him that sum. The de- 
fendant would assert, and assert the truth, by his plea, that he did 
not so undertake and promise. 

Now, although the proof would show, that so far from having. 
promised to pay him for his watch, the thief had actually knocked 
him down and stolen it, yet the court would instruct the jury, 
that by a certain legal intendment, the facts proven constituted a. 
good cause of action, and the plaintiff had a right to recover, not- 
withstanding he had not stated a single truth in the declaration. 

With such specimens of fictions and falsehoods are the law 
books, and the records of our courts filled. In practice, the legal 
profession feel their absurdity, as is evident from the fact, that 
they generally tel] the jury, what they seek to recover or avoid 
in that plain language, which they are conscious is not used in 
their formal pleadings.. It is not a wonder, then, that the law is 
looked vpon with suspicion, when so much is contained to provoke 
the mirth, or challenge the contempt of every reflective mind. 

It is true, that by various legislative enactments, and perhaps, 
still more by a persevering cause of judicial legislation, the forms 
of common law pleading have become more flexible, and better 
adapted to the administration of justice. But the defects of quaint- 
ness of language, tedious prolixity, and fictitious statements, re- 
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main to cumber the records.of the courts, perplex. the. admiriistra- 
tors of the law, and draw.afjer them-an unnecessary expense. and 
delay. 1t is,. therefore, proposed .tu abolish them, at once and 
forever. 

In their place, we recommend the -adoption of ER simple and 
natural system of pleading, by which every party shall be com- 
pelled to state his ease in a plain, concise manner, such as any 
man of good common sense, and fair intelligence would usé in 
stating a claim or narrating a grievance. 

That the system we propose, will, effect, the object we have in 
view in a complete and perfect manner, at once, is not to be ex- 
pected. ‘Undoubtedly it will encounter the prejudices of many, 
who from education or natural bias, abhor anything that savors of 
innovation. Others will honestly distrust its capacity to accom- 
plish the ends proposed, and all will treat it with the suspicion, 
which a change, from an old, to an untried system, is apt to engen- 
der. And while experience may from time to time suggest im- 
provements to the system, rather than arguments against the 
change, yet we cannot doubt its ultimate success. 

Satisfied that the time has arrived to take the first step in the 
great subject of judicial reform, and that it is alike demanded by the 
wishes and best interests of the people, we have reperted the ac- 
companying bill with the recommendation that it do pass.

The following message was received Dom His Excelleney, the 
Governor, by his Private Secretary, Mr. McDonald. 


To the Senare and House of Representatives 
of the State of Mississippi: 


: I avail myself of the earliest opportunity, to lay before the Legis- 
lature, copies of a communication received on yesterday, from our 
Senators and Representatives in Congress. 

“The subject. of which it treats, and the extraordinary means 
taken to.evade the direct question of the Wilmot proviso, and-yet, 
by the summary introduction of California as a State, to exelude the 
institution of domestic slavery from the richest portion of our new- 
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ly acquired territory, have already been forcibly and ably presented 
to-your consideration in the annual message of my predecessor. 

. "The semi-official announcement in the letter now presented, of 
the probability of the consummation of this unjust measure by Con- 
gress, is calculated to arrest our most profound attention. 

Considered in connection with all the attending circumstances, 
and the refusal of Congress, at their last session, to provide territo- 
rial governments for California and New Mexico, without restric- 
tions against the introduction of slavery, we must regard this mea- 
sure as an indirect mode of excluding slavery from the territories. 
The enemies of our institutions, checked in their mad career of di- 
rect aggression, by the firm position taken by the slaveholding 
States, now seek to accomplish the same ends by means less palpa- 
bly unconstitutional, but equally subversive of our rights. 

The violent agitation of the slavery question, which commenced 
even before the treaty with Mexico was ratified, and which has 
been kept up ever since, served the purpose of detering the citizens 
of the southern States, whose best blood had been shed in the ac- 
quisition of this rich territory, from hastening to share the fruits of 
our golden conquest. 

In the midst of this agitation, and within twelve months after 
the final ratification of the treaty with Mexico, a special agent is 
dispatched accredited with all the influence of the Federal Cabinet, 
and with instructions to urge the floating population of that newly 
acquired territory, composed of persons of all nations, to form a 
constitution and claim admission into the Union as a sovereign 
State. The flattering proposition was accepted. An unorganized 
community of adventurers, some of them, it is true, bold and hardy 
pioneers from our own country, but many of them aliens and stran- 
-gers to our institutions, hastily assembled, and, as was anticipated 
by the planners of the movement, adopted as a part of their organic 
law, a provision excluding forever the slave property of a large por- 
tion of the States from the extensive and rich territory thus usurped. 

And now, while yet the broad and deep stream of emigration is 
still flowing into that country, the admission of California into the 
Union as a sovereign State, with a restriction against slavery is de- 
manded ! Wi . " 

We do not deny to the people of an organized territory, the right 
to assemble and deliberately frame for themselves, a State Consti- 
tution with such republican features as they may prefer. We shall 
not be: found opposing the calm and deliberate expression of the 
will of the people of any of the territories, on the subject of do- 
mestic slavery within their borders, when their full period of matu- 
rity for admission as a State, shall have arrived, but the clear prin- 
ciple of equal justice to all the States, demands, thatthe common 
territory of the States should be open for emigration and settlement 
to the citizens of all the States. Has this been permitted in the 
case of the territory of California? Is it not evident that her hasty 
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admission is now demanded for no other purpose than to exclude: 
slavery from her limits ?, Is -it just, that a handful of -advénturers,: 
who-shall first‘set foot upon any of our distant acquisitions, shall be. 
permitted virtually to exclude the citizens of one-half of the States 
of the Union from the privileges of settlement and occupation ? ` 

But I forbear further comment upon this extraordinary and un- 
precedented measure. The motives for this hot haste are but too 
apparent. 

I devoutly trust that yet the Congress of the United States will 
not consent to perpetrate this gross act of injustice upon the slave- ` 

‘holding States. To leave no means untried to avert it, I recom- 
mend a firm remonstrance against the present admission of Cali- 
fornia as a State with the restriction against slavery. 

Should this measure be consummated, we may expect to see 
link by link, a chain of States excircling our Southwestern border, 
who, if they should embibe the hostile spirit. displayed in the reso- 
lutions and acts of some of the Northern States, would become 
more dangerous to our prosperity and repose than foreign States. 
Such an event would in my opinion render it the duty of the South. 
ern States to consult together, and in concert, to adopt such meas- 
ures as shall effectually protect their rights and secure their safety; 
and give to the citizens of the slaveholding States some assurance 
of transmitting to their children an inheritance of peace and pros- 
perity, and not of war and bloodshed. This opportunity will be 
afforded by the convention about to assemble at Nashville, to the 
deliberations of which we may safely submit this very interesting 
subject. ' ' J. A. QUITMAN.

-Sir—We the Senators and Reprentatives in Congress from 
Mississippi, feel it incumbent upon us to advise you and through 
you our common constituents, that we have a well defined opinion, 
that California will be admitted as a State of this Union, during 
the present session of Congress. "The President earnestly recom- 
mended it, and we cannot be mistaken, in supposing that a majority 
of both Houses of Congress will be found to vote for it—our indi- 
vidual positions have undergone no change.—We regard the prop- 
osition to admit California as a State under all the circumstances 
of her application, as an attempt to adopt the “Wilmot proviso” in 
another form. But separated, as we are; from our constituents, 
and having no convenient means of consulting them as to their 
views on the new phase of this perplexing question, we desire, 
through you, to submit the single fact to the people and the legisla- 
ture, that California will most likely obtain admission into the Union 
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with her constitutional prohibition of slavery—and we ‘beg leave : 
to add, that we shall be greatly pleased to have such expression of 
opinion by the legislature, the Governor, and if practicable, by the 
people, as shall clearly indicate the course which Mississippi will 
deem it her duty to pursue in this new emergency.

Mr. Speaker: The joint Standing Committee on Accounts af- 
ter a laborious and thorough examination of tlie books of the Au- 
ditor of Public Accounts, embracing all the vouchers and receipts 
on file in his office, have instructed me to roport, that they found the 
various books, which serve as a check on each other inthe office, 
neatly kept; the references from one to another, simple and plain, 
and entirely correct; and all the vouchers and receipts strictly 
agreeing in every respect, with the corresponding entries in the 
proper books. The arrangement of the office has been completed, 
as required by the Act of 1848, in a substantial and neat manner ; 
the papers relating to each branch of the public business, connect- 
ed with the office, have been arranged in separate drawers, with 
appropriate indexes, so as to render references easy and conve- 
nient. The arrangement has been made to embrace all the pa. 
pers of the department, which have been found in the office. 

T wenty-four suits have been instituted against defaulters, on ac- 
eount of the revenue, from the year 1841 to 1846, (inclusive,) for 
the aggregate amount of $16,074 34, exclusive of damages, of 
which, several amounts have been paid, according to the report of 
the Auditor. A few of these suits, as your Committee are inform- 
ed, have been decided against the State, but most of them are yet 
pending. The individual journal and ledger, embracing, in detail, 
the accounts ofall persons having dealings with the State, were open- 
ed on the first day of the fiscal year, 1848, pursuant to the act of that 
year. The books are very voluminous and embrace every item of 
disbursement in the public service, except the few accounts which 
were already kept in detail onthe general books. Thisact has great- 
ly increased the labor of book-keeping, but the books present a per- 
fect check against double allowances of the same demands, which 
has doubtless long been required in the department. Your Com- 
mittee are satisfied that much of the labor, now expended on these 
books, may be safely curtailed, as suggested in the Audiior's re- 
port. 

The transmission cf the lists of unredeemed lands, bought by 
the State attax sales, previous to the year 1848, to the Sheriffs of 
the varous counties, in pursuance of the Act of 1848, involved a 
very heavy, minute and laborious investigation into the evidence 
relating to suchas had been redeemed. It appears from the record 
of the lands thus set apart for sale, that an examination of about 
3,600 deeds, made in the years 1842, 1843 and 1847, together with 
the file books, into which they were entered, and the memoranda of 
redemption endorsed on them, was necessary to accomplish the de- 
sien of thisact The lists in detail, were transmitted to the Sher- 
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iffs in the year 1848, and duplicates of these retained in a separate 
record of the unredeemed lands with the Sheriffs receipts for the 
same. A separate and distinct account has also been kept with 
each Sheriff for the proceeds of the sales and redemption of these 
lands. Your Committee will here remark, that from personal ob- 
servation of the heavy amount of business of the office, and the 
accuracy and neatness required to present a full and clear view of 
the fiscal concerns of the State, they are of opinion that the com- 
pensation allowed hy law to the head of this department is inade- 
quate tothe onerous duties now imposed upon him. 

Your Committee also made a full and satisfactory examination 
of the disbursements from the executive contingent fund during the 
administration of the late governor; of the Library fund ; the ap. 
propriations for the Capitol and Executive Mansion; the appropri- - 
ation for furnishing the Executive Mansion, and the appropriations 
for the relief of the Mississippi volunteers, including the 2d Regi. 
ment of Mississippi Rifles and the Mississippi Battalion,in the service 
of the U. States in the War with Mexico, and found every entry 
and amount, accurately sustained by corresponding vouchers. Your 
Committee also examined receipts from the State Treasury, for 
$1,009 69, being the amount. received by Governor Matthews 
on account of the two and three per cent. funds. 

The examination of the offices of the State Treasurer and State 
Commissiener, having been assigned to other Committees, the la- 
bors of your Committee here terminated. All of which is respect- 
full submitted. `

of majority upon fourteen minors, whose names are set forth in the 
bill. 

The general policy of our laws has established the age of twen- 
ty-one, as the period of emancipation from the civil disabilities of 
non-age. The bill under consideration, proposes to establish an- 
other rule in these special cases. I know of no reason why there 
should be a departure from the general policy of our laws, in favor 
of these minors. "There may be a sufficient reason for special le- 
gislation, in the case of the marriage of a minor, with the approba- 
tion of his parents or guardian, because in such case the law im. 
poses upon him additional duties and responsibilities; but in ordina. 
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ry cases, it is the grant to the favored few, of privileges which the 
great mass of. the community of: our ‘youths do nut possess. Our 
Constitution does not permit such discrimination between free men, 
and why should it be permitted among boys? l

I am instructed to present to the House, a bill to incorporate the 
New Orleans and Jackson Rail Road Company, and for other pur- 
poses, which has been vetoed by his Excellency, the Governor, but 
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passed the Senate by the constitutional majority, notwithstanding 
the: veto of his Excellency. The objections of the Governor are 
herewith transmitted, which are as follows: 


"To the Senate: 


I return to the Senate, without my approval, the bill “to incor- 
porate the New Orleans and Jackson Railroad cóhnpany, and for 
Other purposes." Sincerely approving of the general objects and 
purposes of that bill, I find, with regret, that some of its details. 
conflict with my opinion of public policy, of the equal rights of the 
citizens of this State, and of constitutional restrictions. 'l'he power 
given by the 15th section of the bill, to the boards of police of the 
counties through which the road may pass, to subscribe for an un- 
limited amount of stock in said corporation, and to levy a special 
. tax on all the inhabitants of said counties to pay the same, although 

guarded by the condition that the majority of the voters of said 
county shall approve of the same, operates, in effect, as a compulsion 
upon the minority of the citizens of such county to take stock 
against their will, and subjects their property to summary seizure 
and sale for its payment. Besides, the experience of the past 
should warn us, that burdensome and oppressive debts upon coun- 
ties, as well as States,with their disastrous consequences have some- 
times'arisen out of the best matured schemes, promising in the 
perspective the most brilliant results. 

Were the objections, however, to the 15th section the only ones 
to the bill under consideration, I should be inclined, notwithstand- 
ing these views, to defer my opinion to that of the Legislature ; but 
there are others of a more'serious character. The 19th section of 
the bill provides, ‘that the capital stock of said company, as well 
as all other property belonging to it, shall be exempt from taxation 
of any kind whatever for fifteen years from the passage of this act;" 
and the same exemption is, by the 23d section of the: act, extended 
to the Baton Rouge and Liberty Railroad company. The capital 
stock of these corporations amounts to three millions of dollars. 
Their property, when in full operation, will probably amount in 
value to an equal sum. By this bill alone, then, six millions of 
investment will be exempted from.taxation, not during the plea- 
sure of the Legislature, but for a definite period of years to come. 
However profitable or valuable these investments might become, 
the State is bound for fifteen years to protect the property of these 
corporations, and yet they will be exempted from the common bur- 
den of taxation. Many other important works of a similar char- 
acter, are now in contemplation. I doubt not, when completed, 
they will promote the comfort and add to the value of the property 
of the citizens of the State. They should all be equally encou- 
raged by all justifiable means. Common justice will require, that 
if some are exempted from taxation, all having for their object pub. 
lic or local advantage, should receive the same immunity. With 
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the spirit of the -bold enterprise, which now pervades the State, it 
ewill:not-be considered visionary to anticipate the possibility of so 
large a portion of the wealth of the State becoming associated 
with corporate privileges as materially to affect her sources of re- 
venue. If, then, we exempt this class of property from taxation, 
must not the burdens of government fall more heavily upon individ- 
ual property? *I can see no valid reason why these extraordinary 
privileges and immunities should be extended to corporations, and 
whithheld from natural persons. The spirit, if not the letter, of the 
first section of our declaration of rights, is opposed to such partial 
exemptions. 

There is another, and equally serious principle involved in ex- 
empting the property of these private corporations from taxation for 
a long series of years. The power of raising revenue belongs to 
the legislature, at all times. It is a necessary ingredient of sov- 
ereignty, delegated to that branch of the government by the consti- 
tution, which it has at all times full capacity to exercise. Have we 
the right to prevent a subsequent legislature from the full and free 
exercise of this power? If we have not, neither can we abridge 
that right, nor limit the subjects of property upon which it may be 
exercised. But, if I am mistaken in this principle, I hold it to be 
unadvisable, by our action, to restrict our successors from adopting 
what course of policy they, under altered circumstances, may see 
fit to pursue. Let us leave to future generations the same freedom 
of action which we desire for ourselves. | 

The last objection: which I make to the bill presented, is founded 
on the provision of the twentieth section of the act, which provides 
that *the sum of two thousand dollars shall be paid from the trea. 
sury of the State, out of any money belonging to the Internal Im- 
provement fund, not otherwise appropriated, for the purpose of ma- 
king the necessary survey and estimate of said road," &c. 

I regard this an appropriation of money from the treasury to ob. 
jects of internal improvement, and forbidden by the eighth section 
of the general provision of the constitution, unless approved by two- 
thirds of both branches of the legislature, which does not appear to 
have been regarded on the passage of this bill. 

The language of the constitution is positive: ‘No money from 
the treasury shall be appropriated to objects of internal improve- 
ment, unless a bill for that purpose, be approved by two-thirds of 
both branches of the legislature. If this appropriation, then, be 
from the treasury to objects of internal improvement, it can only be 
made upon the vote of two-thirds of the members of both branches 
of the legislature. lam aware that itis contended by some, that 
this provision of the constitution was intended to be applied only to 
money in the treasury raised by general taxation, and not to the 
moneys therein designated as the Internal Improvement fund, Ican ` 
see no difference. The constitution makés no distinction. "The - 
Interna] Improvement fund constitutes a portion of the mass of the 
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public.moneys in the treasury. Like the Sinking fund, and other 
funds, it belongs to the State, and cannot be drawn out, except in 
appropriations made by law. ., : 

Its approprigtion, consists in directing its withdrawal from the 
treasury, and application to some specific purpose. "This was ob- 
viously the intention of the convention, in using the terms “appro- 
priation and appropriated,” in the constitution. The Internal Im. 
provement fund then existed. It had been created, and its general 
purposes declared, by the acts of Congress of the Ist March,’1817, 
and 14th March, 1826. The latter act provides, that “three-fifths 
of the five per cent. fund, arising from the nett proceeds of the sales 
of public lands within the State of Mississippi, may be appropriated ° 
by the legislature thereof, to the making of public roads and canals, 
and to the improvement of the navigation of rivers and bays within 
said State.” The act of Congress does not profess to make the 
appropriation. It authorizes the legislature of the State todo so, 
and, by our organic law, the legislature is directed in what mode to 
execute this power. It seems to me to have been the intention of 
the convention to arrest the application of this, as well as any other 
funds, to any objects of internal improvement, unless of such gener- 
al interest as to obtain the approval of two-thirds of both branches 
of thelegislature. Again: if this fund should be held to have been 
appropriated by the act of Congress, the application of a portion 
of it to a private railroad, would not be justified by that act. 

Recognizing, however, this fynd as subject to the constitutional 
control of the State, in accordance with the great purposes of the 
grant, I consider it subject, as all other moneys in the State treasu- 
ry, to the restrictions of the seventh and eighth sections of the gen- 
eral provisions of the constitution. . 

Àn imperative duty is performed.in presenting these objections 
to the bill. I cheerfully submit them to the consideration and supe-. 
rior wisdom of the legislature.

"The bill presented, grants to Frederick Rey- 
nor the exclusive right of ferry for three miles on Bay of Biloxi, 
for the term of fifteen years, during which time, it is to be exempt 
from ordinary taxation. 

He is only required to place upon said ferry, one large flat, or 
other boats, and hís exclusive right is vested, so far, at least, as the 
bill can confer it. Opposed to all exclusive privileges, and to all 
discrimination between the citizens of a free country, and believing 
that this grant violates the spirit, if not the letter of the first section 
of the bill of rights, and contravenes one of the great fundamental 
principles of republican government, and that no legislature posses- 
ses the right to abridge the power of their seccessors to levy taxes 
upon every description of property, I cannot approve this bill. 

Justice to myself, requires me to add, that the bill to authorize 
John T. Oats to establish a ferry across Big Bear Creek, near the 
town of Eastport, in the county of Tishemingo, containing some 
similar provisions, was approved by me, only becayse the privileges 
therein conferred, are subject to be repealed, altered or amended, 
at the pleasure of the legislature.

Mr. Speaxer—The joint standing committee on Accounts, 
who were charged with the examination of the Treasurer’s Office, 
have discharged the duties assigned them, and have instructed 
me to 

REPORT: 

That your committee have examined the pay and receipt war- 
rants, vouchers and papers, of Treasurer Griffith, compared the 
same with his entries upon the office journal, and found them to 
correspond precisely for the years 1848 and 1849. 

Your committee ascertained that thé pay warrants had been CH 
gistered and placed upon the disbursement book of the ‘Treasurer, 
according to law. All of said vouchers, up to January 1850; were 
cancelled by your committee. 

Your committee examined and verified tlie additions of both the 
debit and credit accounts in the journal; compared the same with 
correspoding entries in the ledger ; added up departments in the 
latter, and found all to correspond entirely with the.report of the 
Treasurer. 

Your committee counted the cash in the ‘Treasury, and found, at 
the close of their examination, on the 9th instant, that the sum on 
hand in gold and silver coin and United States Treasury notes, 
was four hundred and fifteen thousand five hundred and eighty- 
eight dollars and seventy-five cents. A more detailed account of 
which, with the receipts and disbursements of the Treasury since 
the date of the Treasurer's report, is given in statement, A, accom- 
panying this report. 

From said statement, it appears that the sum in the Treasury 
exceeds the sum for which the Treasurer is liable by the amount 
. of four hundred and four dollars and ninety-six.cents. How this 
excess has been accumulated, it is impossible for your committee 
tosay. It is possible that, in the vast number of receptacles of 
coin in the Treasury vault, your committee may have counted 
some small sum twice. 

Your committee find the amount of unavailable funds in the 
Treasury, . consisting chiefly of certificates of stock in the Missis- 
sippi ` Railroad company, and in the notes of broken banks, to be 
two million three hundred and two thousand eight hundred and 
forty-nine dollars and eighty-three cents. In the opinion of your 
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committee, very little will ever be realised from these funds. . A 
detailed statement of the same accompanies this report, and is 
marked statement B. : e 

Your committee cheerfully bear testimony to the efficient and 
admirable manner in which the duties of the office are discharged 
by the.present Treasurer. The books are kept with the. utmost 
neatness and accuracy ; and, while the entries are so full and im- 
plicit as to exhibit each transaction in a way to be cómprehended 
by eyery examiner, the system embraces all that is valuable for 
brevity and certainty, in the most scientific modern book-keeping. 

Your committee are of opinion that further legislation is neces- 
sary for the proper regulation of the department, for facilitating its 
operations, and for the convenience of and in justice to the Trea- 
surer. The proposed legislation embraces the following objects : 

1. The providing a seal for the Treasury. 

2, Establishing office hours for the department. 

3. Destroying the bonds issued on account of the Union Bank, 
amounting to ten million dollars, but which have been cancelled, 
and remain as useless lumber in the Treasury vault. 

4. Providing for the purchase of money boxes for the Treasury, 

These objects are all embraced in a bill to be entitled *an act 
further to regulate the office of the Treasury of the State of Mis- 
sissippi, and for other purposes," which accompanies this report ; 
the passage of which, your committee earnestly recommend. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

The subject referred to them, they deem of vital importance.— 
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So sensible have other States been of the advantages to result from 
surveys of this character, that they have been ordered by- twenty- 
five out of thirty States that. now compose this great confederacy. 
Some of these have been completed, as in New York, Massachu- 
setts, and perhaps in other States; and will stand as noble monu- 
ments of the scientific faith and enlightened liberality of their peo- 
ple, while others are still in progress, and the results have been 
such, in every instance, as to far more than justify the expenditures 
attending them, and have already given an impulse to the develop- 
ment of the resources of our country, agricultural and mineral, 
which, without them, ages in practical experiment would have 
scarcely produced. i i 

The grain growing regions of Ohio and New York, were thus 
pointed out to the agricultural geologist, who saw in their soils the 
elements of future production, to an almost unltmited extent. They 
pointed out to the owner of the impoverished lands of Virginia, New 
Jersey and the Carolinas, the rich and prescious marl beds, from 
which may be drawn inexhaustible treasures for ages yet to come. 
The only States in which no geological serveyshave been yet com- 
menced, are Delaware. Illinois, Florida, Texas and Mississippi. 

In recommending a State Geological Survey of Mississippi, your 
committee would do so with direct reference to her great agricul- 
tural interests. Her’s is, and ever must remain permanently a 
planting community. Other important, but subordinate objects, it 
is true, may be gained, but the great object to be contemplated, is 
agriculture. ‘The advantages which others have derived frorn geo- 
logical surveys, may be gained by us with this difference in our fa- 
vor, that the topographical peculiarities of our State are such as to 
render a survey easier, and far cheaper, than in most of the other 
States. Gm 

Connected as our race is, with the earth, and dependent upon its 
productions, not only for life itself, but for everything physically, 
which can make it a blessing, and an object of desire, it would 
seem to require but little argument to induce us to avail ourselves 
of every aid which science can give in examining the structure, 
properties, and predominent characteristics of every region of our 
habitation. The truths of geology are now regarded as certainly 
fixed and stable in their nature, as those of geography. While the 
external appearances and sensible properties of the various miner- 
als constituting the earth’s exterior crust, present almost an inter- 
minable variety, geology has given us demonstration that near 95 
per cent. of these materials are reducible to six elements;- and 
these again, under the analytical powers of Chemistry, are still re- 
duced to a simpler form. Of these few elements, together with 
vegetable and animal remains, are composed every species of soil 
now the subject of agricultural labor. Hence it is a mattet of deep 
interest, to every agriculturalist in the State, that its soils should . 
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he dese explored, and its geological’ ch&racteristics fully de: 
veloped. : TC e l ee S Seg 
‘*Ina.region of country similar to ours, where-no primitive forma- 
tions are found, except in disintegrated fragments;far removed 
from their original stratum, and whose surface presents only marine, 
diluvial and alluvial deposits, it is highly important that these de. 
posites. should be rigorously -examined, with all the intelligence 
which geology can supply. A slight examination has already dis. 
closed the fact that. we have in the bosom of ou State, in particu. 
lar localities, large accumulations of lime, both in the form of gyp- 
sum ahd limestone.. Large beds of marl are also known .to exist, 
but their extent is yet unexplored; and sulphuret of iron and sul- 
phate of magnesia, are ascertained to be extensively diffused 
through a portion of our State, and are probably the supplying sour- 
ces of the medicinal qualities of our numerous mineral springs and 
wells. l l 

A Geological survey of the State, may also result in discoveries 
of valuable minerals of which we now know nothing, highly valuable 
to the lapidary and artist; for it is a fact well known to geologists, 
that-the nature and materials-of diluvial deposits cannot be known 
until they are fully examined by competent scientific persons. It 
must therefore appear obvious, to, the most careless observer, that, 
a rigid scientific survey of our State would most probably result in 
a discovery of facts deeply interesting to all, and highly useful to 
the interests of agriculture, domestic economy and the arts. But 
Mississippi owes something to the cause of science. If she has 
valuable minerals concealed in her bosom, something more should 
stimulate the emulation of her citizens, than mere pecuniary gain, 
or considerations of immediate utility. To contribute something 
to the mineralogical and geological collections of our common coun- 
try, to excite a taste for the natural sciences, by thus opening a vast 
‘unexplored field to their votaries, to foster and encourage their efforts 
to discover and bring forth new and valuable truths to our people, 
and to give to our State a name for scientific enterprise and scien- 
tific success, are objects, in the opinion of your committee, posses- 
sing high claims on the consideration of every State in the Union, 
and especially on those of our own.

To rae House or REPRESENTATIVES: 


I return to the House of Representatives, without my approval, 
the bill entitled an act granting a charter for a turnpike and ferry 
at Panola. 

The bijl grants to William C. Rayburn, his Kate and 
administrators and assigns, for fifty years, the exclusive privilege 

against all other persons, of establishing and keeping up a ferry 
across the Tallahatchie, at the town of Panola, and. within the 
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space of two miles on each side of said ferry,,thus- precluding, any 
other citizen, and even the board of police, from-establishing a ferry 
for the space of four miles on this river. eed ul n. 

The first section of our Declaration of Rights forbids the grant 
of exclusive privileges, except in consideration of public services. 
By public services, are evidently meant such as are rendered with. 
out other compensation, sacrifice of labor or money made.by a 
citizen for the -public welfare, not labor performed: or money ex- 
pended for private gain. If such is not the intention of our:or- 
ganic law, it can have no application, inasmuch as all well directed 
labor, all industrial pursuits, all money rightly expended, although 
for the object of private advantage, in one sense of the word pro- 
motes the public good. 

In the case under consideration, there are no such considera- 
tions. Some temporary advan:ages may accrue from the construc- 
tion of this turnpike and ferry; but it is far more probable, that 
long before this extensive charter shall expire, the most serious 
circumstances may flow from the possession, by an individual, of 
the sole right of ferry across the Tallahatchie for four miles. The 
neighboring county is yet sparsely peopled—its resources yet un- 
developed—its future wealth uncounted. 

We cannot know what railroads, plank roads, highways, ferries 
or bridges, the convenience of the people, of all the adjoining coun- 
ties may in the next half century require. Shall we, then, by the 
grant of exclusive privileges, for so long a time to come, block 
out all improvements from the interdicted district? Experience 
and observation have long since convinced me of the great.im- 
pelicy of thus vainly attempting to regulate the future wants of the 
country. The hereditary privilege, also granted by this bill, is 
exceptionable, and seems to me, not in accordance with the 26th 
section of the bill of Rights. ` ` 

I will not express a positive opinion, that.the Legislature cannot 
establish and regulate a turnpike or private road wholy within the 
limits of a county in derogation ofthe constitutional powers confer- 
red upon the board of police ; but I do question the right in this case 
of infringing upon the powers of the boad of police of Panola county, 
to establish ferries wherever in their jurisdiction they may deem 
them necessary. [See Sec. 20, Art. II, of the Costitution.] 

Opposed to the grant of all exclusive privileges, whether to 
corporate bodies or natural persons, I am compelled by my sense 
of duty,to return this bill to the House,for the further consideration 
of the Legislature. ` '

Your committee would here state, by. way of explanation, that 
nothing in this report in relation to the action of the commission- 
ers, is applicable or intended,to apply to C. M. Price, James 
Roach, or Dr. D.O. Williams ; the last named gentleman:hav- 
ing, as president of.the board, diapproved of the appointment of 
commissioners to offices in the gift of the board, and urged those 
who held such offices, to resign ; and their resignations were ten-

The reasons that have influenced the committee to go behind

"hat the commissioners, as appointed by the act of 1848, were 
mere trustees for the State, and. they either mistaking the true 
meaning and construction of the act of the Legislature creating 
them a board of commissioners, or totally disregarding its provi- 
sions, have appointed each other to the several offices of agents for 
the purchasing. of negroes, general superintendent, and secretary. 
And for reasons still unknown to your committee, the compensa-: 
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tion of these officers was not fixed for many months after their 
appointment, (i. e. six or seven) and believing. they have: tran- " ` 
scended their authority, their acts should not be considered bind- 
ing; we therefore recommend that the legislature should revise 
their.action and fix their compensation at a fair.and equitable 
equivalent for the services rendered. And should the Legislature 
agree to the recommendations herein made, your committee are 
satisfied the commissionérs will receive a full equivalent for any 
services they have rendered. 

The progress made in the construction of this road has not, in 
the opinion of the committee, been such as might reasonably have 
been expected from the means employed. Much of this delay 
may be justly chargeable to a want of experience and skill in 
those commissioners directing the operations, and some to the un- 
usual amount of rain in the summer of 1849. From the amount 
of labor done many years ago, and from the report of the commis- 
sioners appointed by the act of 1846, showing that seven miles of 
this road was graded and ready for laying down the iron, the peo- 
ple immediately interested in this road, confidently expected that 
by this time the road would have been completed several miles 
beyond Brandon. Their reasonable expectations have been dis- 
appointed; the road is not yet completed to Brandon by three 
fourths of a mile. And your committee are convinced, that the ' 
disappointment in this matter is mainly owing to a want of energy 
and skill on the part of the commissioner conducting this work. 

- Your committee deem it inexpedient to trouble the House with 
a lengthy account of the great importance of this road to the State. 
of Mississippi and the southern States of this Unión ; we would, 
however, present a few reasons for recommending its continuation 
to the Alabama line, with a full conviction that it would at no dis- 
tant day be continued through the State of Alabama to Montgom-. 
ery, thus completing a continuous line of railroad from Vicksburg 
to Charleston. ' 

That portion of our State through which this road is proposed to 
be constructed, is enormously burthened by the cost of transport- 
ing their crops to market, amounting in many instances to more 
than five dollars per bale, thus rendering almost valueless a large 
portion of the lands in East Mississippi. ‘The passage of this road 
through this portion of the State would greatly enhance the value 
of land now cultivated, and promote the speedy settlement and cul- 
tivation of much that is now unproductive woods, thus adding 
greatly to the wealth and population of the State. ‘These and the 
happy effects of the completion of this road on the prosperity of 
Vicksburg, one of our most important commercial points, might 
alone be sufficient to recommend the continuation of this road to 
the favorable consideration of the Legislature ; but whento these. 
reasons is added the vast importance of this work as a means of. 
drawing more closely together the southern States of this confed- 
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eracy; not only to facilitate their commerce and. friendly intercourse, 
fortheir mutual - -protection and defence, should protection or de- 
fence be needed from. insurrection within or invasion without, 
your committee feel bound to recommend this road to your favor- 
able consideration as one of the’ most important and necessary- 
works of internal improvement in the South.

WHEREAS, The people of the non-slaveholding States have com- 
menced, and are persisting in a system of encroachment upon the 
Constitution and the rights of a portion of the people of this Con- 
federacy, which is alike unjust and dangerous to the peace and per- . 
petuity of our cherished Union; Be it * 
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1. Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
State of Georgia in General Assembly convened, That the Govern- 
ment of the.United States is one of limited powers, and cannot 
rightfully exercise any authority not conferred by the Constitution. 

2. Resolved, That the Constitution grants no power to Congress 
to prohibit the introduction of slavery into any territory belonging 
to the United States. 

3. Resolved, That the several States of the Union acceded to the 
Cénfederacy upon terms of perfect equality, and that the rights, 
privileges, and immunities secured by the Constitution, belong alike 
to the people of each State. 

4. Resolved, That any and all territory acquired by the United 
States, whether by discovery, purchase, or conquest, belongs in 
common to the people of each State, and thither the people of each 
State and every State have a common right to emigrate with any 
property they may possess, and that any restriction upon this right, 
which will operate in favor of the people of one section to the ex- 
clusion of those of another, is unjust, oppressive, and unwarranted 
by the Constitution. 

5. Resolved, That slaves are recognised by the Constitution as 
property, and that the Wilmot Proviso, whether applied to any ter- 
ritory at any time heretofore acquired, or which may be hereafter 
acquired, is unconstitutional. l j 

6. Resolved, That Congress has no power, either directly or in- 
directly, to interfere with the existence of slavery in the District of 
Columbia. 

7. Resolved, That the refusal on the part of the non-slaveholding 
States to deliver up fugitive slaves, who have escaped to said States, 
upon proper demand being made therefor, is a plain and palpable 
violation of the letter of the Constitution, and an intolerable out- 
rage upon Southern rights, and that it is the imperative duty of Con- 
gress to pass laws providing for the enforcement of this provision of 
the Constitution, by Federal, Judicial and Ministerial officers respon- 
sible to the Federal Government. ‘ . 

8. Resolved, That in the event of the passage of the Wilmot 
Proviso by Congress, the abolition of slavery in the District of Co- 
lumbia, the admission of California as a State, in its present preten- 
ded organization, or the continued refusal of the non-slaveholding 
States to deliver up fugitive slaves, as provided in the Constitution, 
it will become the immediate and imperative duty of the people of 
this State, to meet in Convention to take into consideration the mode 
and measure of redress. 

9. Resolved, That the people of Georgia entertain an ardent 
feeling of devotion to the Union of these States, and that nothing 
short of a persistence in the present system of encroachment upon 
our rights by the non-slaveholding States, can induce us to contem- 
plate the possibility of a dissolution. 

10. Resolved, That his Excellency, the Governor, be requested 
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to forward copies of these’ resolutions to ‘each of our Senators and 
Representatives in Congress, to the Legislatures of the several 
States, (except Vermont and ConNEcTICUT,) and to the President 
of the United States. D

The joint committee on the State of the Republic, to whom were 
referred certain resolutions of the members of the Legislature of 
the State of South Carolina, and other resolutions.introduced in the 
House of Representatives of this General Assembly, relative to a . 
proposed Convention of the people of the slaveholding States, re- 
commended the adoption of the following resolutions: 

Resolved 1st. ‘That this General Assembly regard most favora- 
bly, the recommendation emanating from the people of Mississippi 
—that the people of the slaveholding States meet in Convention, at 
Nashville, on the first Monday in June next, as eminently conducive 
to harmonious and efficient action among them, in defence of the 
institutions of slavery, and all the rights incident thereto, guarantied 
by the letter, and by the Spirit of the Constitution. 

Resolved 2d. That both branches of the General Assembly. will 
meet in the Representative Hall on Thursday next, at 11 o'clock, 
for the purpose of sending four delegates from the State at large, 
to the Nashville Convention. l l 

Resolved 3d. That we recommend to the people of this State, to 
send two delegates from each of their Congressional Districts of 
this State, to said Nashville Convention, to be elected on the first 
Tuesday, in April next, by the people of said Districts, and that his 
Excellency, the Governor, by his proclamation to the people of this 
State, make known the day of election herein designated, to be 
held as elections are for members of the Legislature; and that the 
returns of the eléctions so held by the people, shall be made to the 
Governor, as elections for members of Congress by the people are, 
and upon the returns so made, his Excellency, the Governor, shall, 
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by his proclamation, make known the persons so elected; and in 
the event any of the delegates so elected, shall refuse to accept the 
appointment by the fifteenth of May, or if any vacancy shall in any 
manner occur, then the Governor shall be, and he is hereby reques- 
ted to fill such vacancy by appointment, from whichever party the 
vacancy shall happen. 

Resolved Ath. That in the election of delegates to the Conven- 
tion, we would recommend that the same be done by the election : 
of an equal number from each political party in the several coun- 
ties in this State. 

Resolved 5th. That his Excellency, the Governor, be requested 
to forward a copy of these resolutions to the Executive of each 
slaveholding State, to be laid before the Legislature of each State.

While we concede to the people the right to assemble in conven- 
tion, or otherwise, and alter or abolish any form of government, 
we hold that the people alone have this right, and holding this doc- 
trine we solemnly protest against the exercise of such power by the 
Legislature. It is not the province of the Legislature of a State 
to appoint delegates to any convention, without the limits of the 
State, to be accredited under the broad seal of the State, to repre- 
sent either the people of the State, or the State, as a sovereignty. ` 
This we believe is expressly prohibited by the constitution of the 
United States, and we know of no precedent, sanctioned by (he 
Republican usage, which justifies it. a 

By this proceeding, the Legislature, in effect, repudiate the action 
of the people, past and future. Ifthe October Convention repre- 
- sented the people of the State, as is here asserted by some, why 
are the delegates elected by that convention repudiated by this legis- 
lature? If that convention did not represent the people, why re- 
fuse to let the people now have an opportunity to elect their own 
delegates. For some purposes, it seems convenient, right and prop- 
er, to regard the action of the October Convention as the action 
of the people, but for others, it is not. We insist that if the pro- 
ceedings of that convention are, in any respect the action of the 
people, they must be so in every respect. If we are right in this, 
then full and complete action has been had by the people, and our 
action is gratuitous assumption. If we are wrong in either of these 
positions, then we say that the action of this Legislature will not 
be the action of the people, and THE PEOPLE will have no repre- 
sentation in the Nashville Convention.

Kennedy, Bell and White ; in which I am instructed to desire the 
concurrence of the House of Representatives. 

On motion of Mr. Thomas, of Marshall, the House concurred 
in the above resolution of the Senate. i 

The Chair appointed as said committee on the part of the House, 
Messrs. Thomas, of Marshall, Ellis, Thames, Starke and Arthur. 

Mr. Thomas, of Marshall; from the joint select committee, to 
whom was referred the duty to wait on His Excellency, the Gov- 


` ernor, and inform him that the legislature had finished the business 


of the session, and ask him if he had any communication to make; 
reported that they had performed that duty, and that His Excellency 
had no further communication to make to the legislature.
